The AMA has named the riders who 
will represent the U.S. on the World 
Trophy and Junior World teams in the 
October 11-16 International Six Day 
Enduro (ISDE) in Holland. The Trophy 
team will consist of Fred Hoess, four- 
time National Enduro Champion Randy 
Hawkins, newly crowned National 
Reliability Enduro Champion Rodney 
Smith, Steve Hatch, Ty Davis and 
David Rhodes. Hoess and Hawkins will 
compete in the 125cc class; Smith and 
Hatch in the 250cc class; Davis in the 
500cc class, and David Rhodes in the 
350cc Four-Stroke class. Pat Garrahan, 
Chris Smith, Scott McLaughlin and 
Josh Whitaker make up the U.S. Junior 
World team. Garrahan will compete in 
the 125cc class, while the other three 
will compete in the 250cc class. 


Twenty-seven riders will represent the 
U.S. at the ISDE on nine three-rider club 
teams. They are Thomas Ebersole, 
Mark Ruple, Jim Walker, William 
Rush, Bob Bechtel, David Lykke, John 
Moody, Chad Carlisle, Steve Travis, 
Curt Wilcox, Randy DuBois, Jason 
Edie, Tom Ady, Robert Johnson, Dan 
Harte, Steve Silvestri, Josh Chandler, 
Jason Dahners, Jeff Fredette, Paul 
Krause, Kevin Bennett, Mark Lambert, 
Marc Grossman, Kerry Clark, David 
Crain, Doug Deaton and Ron Lawson. 


The balloting has been completed for 
the team that will defend America’s MX 
des Nations championship in Austria on 
September 12. The squad will consist of 
Jeff Emig (125cc class), Jeremy 
McGrath (250cc), and Mike Kiedrowski 
(500cc). Emig was scheduled to serve as 
best man at Buddy Antunez’ wedding 
the weekend of the event, but he says 
he’ll regretably skip the wedding to 
compete in Austria. The team will be 
attempting an unprecedented 13th con- 
secutive win at the event. 


Grand National Champion Chris Carr 
wrapped up his sixth-consecutive 600cc 
National Championship with a win at 
the Maine Asphalt Short Track in July. 
Since the introduction of the series in 
1988, Carr has been the only rider to 
have earned the title. “It feels great to 
wrap up the title,” said the Team 
Harley-Davidson rider. “Now I can con- 
centrate solely on defending my Grand 
National Championship title.” 


And speaking of the Grand National 
Championship Series, this year’s title 
chase is undoubtedy the most interest- 
ing in recent years - 10 years, to be exact. 
In 1982, Ricky Graham captured the 
championship as a privateer aboard a 
Tex Peel-tuned Harley-Davidson 
XR750. Since then, every series title has 
been won by a factory rider. Team 
Harley-Davidson’s Randy Goss 
dethroned privateer Graham in 1983, 
but with a new-found Honda factory 
ride, Graham reclaimed the champi- 
onship in 1984. Team Honda’s Bubba 
Shobert swept the series from 1985 to 
‘87, as did Harley-Davidson’s Scott 
Parker from 1988 to ‘91 before losing the 
title to his factory Harley teammate, 
Chris Carr, in 1992. But what about this 
year’s series, you ask? Well, surprise, 
surprise. Graham, aboard a privateer 
Honda, has dominated the series thus 
far and enjoys a healthy series point 
lead over Carr. In the first 12 of 21 
rounds, Graham has posted seven wins, 
while Carr has won only two. Parker 
has won only a single event, as have pri- 
vateers Kevin Atherton and Dan 


Ingram. 


The supercross-style format - one 
points-paying moto - will be used exclu- 
sively next year at AMA National MX 
events, according to AMA Pro Racing 





Director Roy Janson. “The promoters 
voted, and it was unanimous,” Janson 
said. “The points system will be the 
same as in supercross, and we have dis- 
cussed the idea of having a Grand 
National Champion. We don’t know 
exactly how we’d work it, and we’d 
need a big sponsor to come in, but the 
idea is there.” 


Defending World 250cc MX Champion 
Donny Schmit announced at the Budds 
Creek U.S. 250cc MX GP that he will 
most likely return home from Europe to 
ride the final three 125cc MX Nationals 
aboard a Yamaha YZ125 after the con- 
clusion of this year’s World 
Championship 250cc MX Series. “I feel 
like I’ve lost a little bit of my speed, and 
racing a few Nationals might help,” said 
Schmit. 


Former 250cc World Champion John 
Kocinski has changed management 
companies following his dismissal from 
the Lucky Strike 250cc Grand Prix team. 
Kocinski has ended his long association 
with Gary Howard and International 
Racers, Inc. and his business ventures 
will now be handled by Dave 
Stevenson, who is best known for man- 
aging such motocross stars as Jeff 
Stanton and former motocrosser and 
current off-road truck racer Rick 
Johnson. Stevenson also manages for- 
mer Grand National Champion Bubba 
Shobert. According to Stevenson, who 
is based in San Diego, California, 
Kocinski will be working on securing a 
place on a team in an effort to win the 
1994 500cc World Championship and is 
ready to sacrifice the remainder of the 
“93 season if necessary. Stevenson said 
the first priority is to contact Kocinski’s 
many loyal sponsors to see what he can 
do in order to “do right by them” for the 
current year and to assure them that his 
future holds great opportunities for all 
involved. Kocinski is the second rider 
this year to leave International Racers 
Inc., joining Scott Russell, who broke 
his contract with Howard prior to the 
start of the 1993 World Championship 
Superbike Series. 


And right off the bat, Stevenson 
obtained a two-race Cagiva ride for 
John Kocinski in the 500cc class. 
Stevenson negotiated the contract with 
Cagiva team manager Giacomo 
Agostini at the British GP. Kocinski will 
join team regulars Doug Chandler and 
Mat Mladin at the U.S. GP at Laguna 
Seca and the final event of the season at 
Jarama, Spain, which takes the place of 
the canceled South African GP. 
According to the Italian press, Kocinski 
will earn $100,000 per race plus incen- 
tives. 


Muzzy Kawasaki's Takahiro Sohwa 
had his second-place finish in the 
AMA/CCS 750cc Supersport race at 
Road America on July 12 reinstated by 
an appeals board that met in Minnesota 
later in the month. Sohwa was originally 
disqualified for using 1992 brakes on his 
1993 Kawasaki ZX7. 


Camel Honda's Tom Kipp suffered a 
broken foot after crashing his Honda 
RC30 superbike during a practice ses- 
sion at the AMA Superbike National at 
Brainerd International Raceway in early 
August. Kipp, who is still recovering 
from a badly broken lower right leg suf- 
fered at Charlotte Motor Speedway in 
May, was riding just to get his timing 
back in an effort to make a full come- 
back at his home race at Mid-Ohio. The 
Ohio resident was practicing with a 
plastic cast to protect his injured leg in 
case of an accident, and the cast did its 
job: “That brace saved me,” said Kipp, 
who was sporting a brand new cast on 





04 Buell Thunderbolt unveiled 


at Harley dealer show 





ttendees at Harley-Davidson’s recent dealer show in Nashville, Tennessee, got the 

opportunity to view a prototype version of the 1994 Buell S2 Thunderbolt, which 

was on display there. Buell, which was started in 1987 by former Harley- 
Davidson employee Erik Buell, temporarily shut down at the end of last year when 
Harley stepped in and bought a 49% share of the company. The Thunderbolt will be 
the first model actually produced by the new Buell Motorcycle Company, and past 
Buell models will now be served by a new company called EFB Designs. 

The Thunderbolt replaces last year’s RS and RSS Westwind models, and new mod- 
els are planned for the future. Buell has always been known for building unique and 
exclusive Harley-Davidson V-twin-powered motorcycles, and while the company 
wants to retain this feature, they hope to increase availability. Buell has sold approxi- 
mately 450 bikes in their first five years, but hope to build and sell 300 to 500 ‘94 mod- 


els. 


According to Erik Buell, tentative suggested retail price on the new bike is $12,500; 
last year’s models sold for $16,000. To achieve this, Buell has replaced several of the bil- 
let parts with castings (including the wheels) and now uses MIG welding on the frame 
as opposed to TIG welding. Spun aluminum wheels will be available as an option. 

Other changes include a more upright rider position, new body styling, an all- 
Brembo brake on the rear, a different mirror location, a switch from chain drive to a 
Kevlar belt drive, a carbon fiber belt guard and air cleaner cover and a standard two- 
person seat. Buell hopes to have the Thunderbolt on dealer floors by early next year. 





Sunday afternoon. “I’ve broken five 
bones in my foot (on the same side as 
the broken leg). They’ve set it to see if 
it'll take without surgery. It’s a major 
disappointment because I'd worked so 
hard to get to that point. I was just out 
there scrubbing in tires for Mike (Smith 
- his Camel Honda teammate). It looped 
around so fast I didn’t even know what 
happened.” Kipp is expected to be in a 
cast for six weeks, forcing him to miss 
the rest of the AMA series. 


Yamaha Motor France’s Freddie 
Spencer made his first Grand Prix 
appearance since crashing heavily dur- 
ing practice for the Japanese Grand Prix 
at Suzuka at the end of April when he 
showed up at the British Grand Prix to 
give a progress report on his recovery 
and discuss the accident for the first 
time. “My right wrist isn’t bad, but I 
can’t bend it back much,” Spencer said, 
demonstrating the limited range of 
motion. He also showed a broken finger 
on his left hand which was threatening 
to come through the skin. “Half the 
joint’s gone,” he said. “I’ve been spend- 
ing a lot of time at the Landry Sport 
Clinic in Dallas,” because, he said, of a 
bigger problem - his right knee. “I can’t 
get it straightened out and I can’t get it 
back to get it on the footpeg. At Suzuka 
they were so busy with my finger and 
wrist*that they didn’t notice the knee 
problem until I got off the table. I put 
my pants on to step off the table and the 
knee went out. I got to the U.S. and the 
doctor said I’d torn both medial liga- 
ments and had to have the ACL (anteri- 
or cruciate ligament) operation. Most 
times it’s a four to six-month recovery. 
They didn’t repair the medial. They 
replace the anterior with cartilage and 
screw it into the broken bones. I was 
hoping to be testing by now.” 


Because of the development of the 
works Yamahas by the Marlboro 
Roberts Yamaha team, Freddie Spencer 
will have four different machines to 
choose from when he returns, hopefully 
at the Czech GP in mid-August. Of the 
accident, he remembered doing three or 
four laps, then coming into the pits. 
“The main adjustment was to go softer 
and softer on the semi-active Ohlins sus- 
pension. It also responded very fast as 
far as any movement. It reacts fast 
because it’s making so many minute 
adjustments in a short period of time. 
We came in, softened it up, and it hap- 
pened that lap. It must’ve been pretty 
fast. It was in a fourth gear corner, but 





not high revs. If it’s a high-gear corner it 
usually gives you some warning. It’s 
very unusual,” he said. 


Whether Spencer can continue with 
Yamaha Motor France for 1994 is up in 
the air. If the team continues to get 
funding from the French government, 
an uncertainty at this point, there is a 
chance they may have to use French rid- 
ers, according to Yamaha Motor France 
team boss Serge Rosset. “If we continue 
next year it will probably be difficult to 
use the money from the French govern- 
ment for an American rider,” said 
Rosset, who also owns the ROC frame- 
building concern. “If we can’t keep him 
on Yamaha France I'd be pleased to do 
it with ROC.” The current Yamaha 
Motor France riders, Jose Kuhn and 
Bernard Garcia, are using ROC 
Yamahas. 


One race after Kevin Schwantz signed a 
new two-year deal with the Lucky 
Strike Suzuki team, his teammate Alex 
Barros also re-signed. The 22-year-old 
Brazilian signed a two-year contract, the 
second being an option year. Barros said 
it wasn’t a difficult decision and that he 
hadn't approached any other teams 
seeking a ride. At the press conference 
announcing the Barros signing, Mitsuo 
Itoh, Suzuki's director of racing, said 
that Suzuki would once again field a 
250cc team in the World Championships 
next year. There was some speculation 
that the firing of John Kocinski would 
give them an opening to shut the unsuc- 
cessful program down, but that isn’t the 
case, according to Itoh. 


Who the rider will be for the Lucky 
Strike 250cc effort hasn't been decided, 
Itoh said, but there are a few riders it 
won't be. Aprilia Racing announced at 
Donington Park that they had retained 
both of their riders for 1994. Italian Loris 
Reggiani, 33, and Frenchman Jean- 
Philippe Ruggia, 27, signed within hours 
of each other on Saturday. Reggiani said 
it would be his last assault on the 250cc 
World Championship where his best fin- 
ish was second last year. 7 


When Marlboro Team Roberts 
Yamaha's Luca Cadalora won the 500cc 
British Grand Prix he became the win- 
ningest GP rider at Donington Park. 
Cadalora won the 250cc GP on a 
Marlboro Yamaha in 1988 and 1990 and 
on a Rothmans Honda in 1991 on his 
way to his first 250cc World 
Championship. oN

Quarterley surprises, Polen takes title at Mid-Ohio

LEXINGTON, OH, AUG. 8 

ith what was arguably the most 

popular victory of the season - 

even in the eyes of his peers - Dale 
Quarterley was rewarded for 10 years of 
perseverance today at the Mid-Ohio 
Sports Car Course. Almost 10 years ago to 
the day, a 22-year-old named Dale 
Quarterley finished fifth on a Kawasaki 
GPz750 in his AMA Superbike debut at 
Mid-Ohio. Ten solid years of tenacity 
later, the career-long privateer made good 
ona dream. 

And the tears flowed freely after 
Quarterley, his family and his Team 
Mirage Kawasaki crew tried to keep their 
emotions in check following his stunning 
first-ever AMA Superbike National victo- 
ry in the Holland Oil-sponsored race. It 
wasn't possible. 

Only something as unlikely as 
Quarterley’s popular win could have 
overshadowed the crowning of a new 
AMA Superbike National Champion - 
but it did just that. Still, Quarterley had 





to share the day with Fast By Ferracci’s 
Doug Polen, the Texan putting an excla- 
mation mark on his stunning season by 
wrapping up his first-ever National 
Championship with a race remaining in 
the series. Polen did so by finishing 
fourth in the race after being slowed 
toward the end with a broken motor 
mount on the Ducati 888. Polen’s cham- 
pionship is the first in the AMA 
Superbike class for Ducati and their V- 
twin, the first for a non-Japanese manu- 
facturer since BMW (also a twin-cylinder 
motorcycle) won the title with Reg 
Pridmore in 1976 and, of course, the first 
for Polen. 

What made Quarterley’s victory so 
special was that it was in no way a 
gimme. The factory stars didn’t fall by the 
wayside, or retire with mechanical prob- 
lems - they were just flat beaten. They 
were beaten by a privateer who deserves 
to be taken seriously. Quarterley beat 
Jamie James, he beat Mike Smith, he beat 





Polen, he beat Thomas Stevens, he beat 
Colin Edwards... he beat them all. 

Second place ended up going to the 
Vance & Hines Yamaha of Jamie James, 
the Louisianan turning in his best result of 
the season to finish 5.585 seconds behind 
Quarterley, and just in front of Mike 
Smith’s Camel Honda. 

Next came Polen, well clear of 
Yoshimura Suzuki’s Thomas Stevens, 
who in turn had a gap over Vance & 
Hines Yamaha’s Colin Edwards II. Three 
Canadians and a New Zealander filled the 
top 10 as Steve Crevier, Pascal Picotte, 
Andrew Stroud and Miguel DuHamel fin- 
ished seventh, eighth, ninth and 10th, 
respectively. 

For his efforts, Quarterley took home 
the $7000 winner's share of the $40,000 
Superbike purse. The rider from 
Rockland, Massachussetts, averaged 
61.560 mph in the red-flag interrupted, 27- 
lap race. Quarterley’s win also marked the 
first AMA Superbike victory of the season 





by a rider using Michelin tires; Michelin’s 
last win came in the rain at Texas World 
Speedway in 1992 with Freddie Spencer. 

Parity amongst the manufacturers was 
again evident as five different brands of 
motorcycles filled the top five finishing 
positions - Kawasaki, Yamaha, Honda, 
Ducati and Suzuki. 

The championship, though, belonged 
to Polen and Ducati. With one round 
remaining in the 10-race series, Polen’s 
293 points are unreachable. Quarterley, 
though, moved into second place in the 
series point standings with 237 points, 11 
points better than DuHamel, who strug- 
gled to finish 10th after his Muzzy 
Kawasaki developed an oil leak midway 
through the race. James is fourth in the 
series point standings with 202 points 
with Takahiro Sohwa, 11th at Mid-Ohio, 
fifth with 167 points. 

Sunny skies and a large gathering of 
spectators (estimated by track officials as 
approximately 50,000 for the two-day 
event) greeted the riders as they headed 
down the back straight and into turns 
seven and eight for the first time. James 
led on the first go-around, followed, quite 
remarkably, by his teammate Edwards - 
who had started from the second row of 
the grid. Stevens was third, Quarterley 
fourth, Polen fifth, Smith sixth and 
DuHamel seventh. The order held true for 
the next time around, except at the front, 
where Edwards had disposed of James. 
The eight-rider train at the front started to 
pull clear from the rest - but it was all for 
naught as Michael Fitzpatrick’s crash 
brought out the red flag after three laps. 
What followed was a delay as workers 
scurried to clean up fluids from the race 
track. 

The restart saw James nail the holeshot 
with Edwards tucked in behind as they 
entered the left-hand turn one and headed 
for the esses. When they arrived at the 
Keyhole, Edwards suddenly was knocked 
back a few places. 

“Quarterley barged into the Keyhole 
and pushed me off-line,” Edwards 
explained later. “Stevens came by, and...” 
Edwards was fifth at the end of the back- 
straight, chasing James, Quarterley, 


‘Stevens and Picotte, but leading Polen, 


Smith, DuHamel, Jacques Guenette Jr., 
and Stroud. 

For any doubting Thomas’ out there, 
Stevens showed his mettle on the second 
lap by barging under the fearsome 
Quarterley at the end of the back straight 
to move into second place behind James. 
The top two spots would stay the same 
until the seventh lap when Quarterley 
went back past Stevens on the entrance to 
turn one to give chase to James, who was 
lapping in the high one-minute, 30-second 
range. 

The man on the move at this point in 
the race was DuHamel. Sixth on lap 
seven, fifth on Jap eight, third on lap nine, 
second on lap 10 and leading on lap 11, 
DuHamel looked to be the man most like- 
ly to stop Polen and his two-race win 
streak. On the 12th lap, DuHamel even 
had the audacity to lead Quarterley by 1.5 
seconds. 

But as quickly as the lead came, it van- 
ished. On the 16th lap the French 
Canadian led, on lap 17 he was third, on 
lap 19 he was fourth, on lap 20 he was sev- 
enth, on lap 21 he was ninth. He would 
finally finish 10th, the victim of an oil leak. 

“There was no need to rub their noses 
in it,” DuHamel joked later. “I had an oil 
leak on the rear tire; it just started to slide 
and slide. I was being cautious. I knew I 
could click off some 29s and that was my 
goal, The bike was working real good. It 
was a demonstration of what we can do - 
eighth to first and pulling away. Then it 
started sliding; it would go to the lock. I 
thought, ‘that’s not normal.’ I thought it 
(the tire) was chunking, but it would spin 
when it was straight up and there was no 
vibration. Then it got really bad. I was 100 








percent guarenteed that I would crash if I 
kept trying. It just follows the path of bad 
luck we've had this year.” 

Quarterley was the first to get by the 
sliding DuHamel, but James wasn’t giv- 
ing up and he shot by the tall redhead at 
the end of the backstraight on the 16th lap 
of the restart. It then appeared that James 
was making a break, but Quarterley 
wasn’t going to let that happen. 

On the 20th lap of the restart, 
Quarterley snuck under James in turn 13 
and then had his most anxious moment of 
the race when he ran wide in 14 (coming 
onto the front straight) and hit the dirt. At 
this time he was only fractions of a second 
ahead of James, who was in turn only just 
ahead of Polen and Smith. Those four had 
pulled clear of Stevens and Edwards. 

“It slid right off the race track,” 
Quarterley explained. 

No harm, no foul, and Quarterley 
never backed off for an instant. “I was 
either going to crash it or win it,” he 
admitted later. “I never got out of it. I was 
going to the front and there was nothing 
else to it.” 

Suddenly, Quarterley had opened a 
lead on his pursuers. Three laps from the 
end he led by 3.3 seconds. Then it went to 
5.2 seconds and then 5.5 seconds at the 
finish. 

“I needed to lead a lap through the 
infield - that’s where I was strong,” 
Quarterley said. “I needed to get through 
a whole lap by myself. They'd slow me on 
my strong points.” 

Two tear-filled cool off laps later, and 
Quarterley was celebrating his first win 
with his crew. Even those who he beat 
were happy for him. 

“I don’t know if I wanted it as badly as 
Dale did.” James said. “I chose the wrong 
rear (tire) and it was sliding around a lot. I 
had to settle down and get smooth. Once 
he (Quarterley) got clear there was no 
way I could deal with him. I knew some- 
one was breathing down my back, but I 
didn’t know if it was a Honda or a Ducati. 
I really wanted to win this race - if anyone 
else but Dale had won I'd really have been 
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Mike Smith (68) finished third, Miguel DuHamel (17) was 10th, and Doug Polen (23) finished a title-clinching fourth. 








bummed. I wanted to win for Larry 
(James’s teammate Larry Schwarzbach, 
who was killed in the Superbike National 
here last year). That was driving me all 
weekend.” 

On the 21st lap, James made contact 
with lapped rider Brad Hazen in turn 13, 
and Californian Hazen crashed. “It was 
fortunate that we both didn't go down,” 
James said. 

Later, Smith had a close call with Dr. 
Dave Kieffer, who he was lapping. Other 
than that, Smith was pleased with his day 
at the office: “I gave it the best I could,” he 
said. “I was still skiddish from my 600 
crash. I was right behind Doug (Polen) 
and thought that was as good as anyplace 
to be. I figured when he went to the front, 
I'd follow. At the halfway point I was just 
trying to ride as smooth as I could. If any- 
thing, I just didn’t give it enough in the 
beginning. 1 didn’t want to see any more 
bodywork going down the road. This has 
been a world record for me. It’s been a lot 
of work, but I’m glad to do well here in 
front of all the Camel people.”

The Texan took the first step towards wrapping 
up his first-ever AMA Superbike National 
Championship by earning the pole position at Mid- 
Ohio and taking the single championship point that 
goes with the honor. On Sunday, the Texan would 
only need to earn 10 more points in order to wrap 
up the title with a single round remaining. 

Polen‘s fast time came in a less-crowded first 


qualifying session, his one-minute, 29.603-second lap 





. breaking the record set last year by Scott Russell at 1:30.343. Polen was the only: rider to 
eclipse Russell’s mark. 


“There was too much traffic to go faster in the second session,” Polen said. “This _ 


place can really cost you as far as time in traffic. The bike’s been good from the start. 
We just got it out of the truck and rode it. We tried three different gearing changes and 
one or two suspension changes - but things are pretty much the same as they've been 
all year. We tried the three different tires to see which one we need to use. Everything’s 
okay - we're ready to go.” 

Polen did his best times on a soft-compound Dunlop 614; but he said it didn’t mat- 
ter much what tire he used: “It’s (the 614) not a race tire - not for this track,” Polen said. 
“But we ran lap after lap in the 30s using a 622 (harder compound Dunlop) and we also 
used the 632. I've made up my mind. 

“I think the bike was better in the second session - it was just that nobody could see 
it. At least I know I can go faster if I have to - that I’ve got some stuff in hand for 
tomorrow. This track and Loudon are the ones that are difficult for traffic. Lapped traf- 
fic will be my biggest concern.” 

The last time Polen was in a position to win an AMA Superbike National 

Championship, Mid-Ohio proved to be his undoing. In 1988, Polen held the points 
lead but crashed Jate in the race, all but handing the race win and the title to Bubba

“C'est la vie championship,” Polen recalled. “Things are going well enough now 
that we won't be forced into making mistakes like that now.” 


The man with the second quickest time was Jamie James on the Vance & Hines Yamaha. 


James caused more than a few watchers to gasp as the Yamaha shook its head down the 
front straight early in the final session, but the Louisianan downplayed the episode. 

“Generally, you talk about a chassis being loose, but the stiffer it is the more violent 
they act,” said James, who turned in a 1:30.570 in the final session. “I jus 
there and the front end was turned real hard. I set it down a little crooked. With brand 
new tires they stick so good in a straight line it wants to flex the chassis. 

“The bike setup is the way I want it for the race, I'll try a few things in the morning 
session - a different line here or there. It feels good and I feel the best I’ve ever felt at 
this track. The team’s working really hard and it’s starting to come together. It may be 
time for us to win one.” 


Mike Smith was one of the few riders with not a lot of track time at Mid-Ohio; his — 
last race here was on a Supersport bike in 1988. In the first session his lack of track . 


knowledge showed. In the second session, Smith got the Camel Honda dialed in and 
ended up putting it third on the front row with a 1:30.710. 

“I wasn’t able to get it working 
pretty comfortable. It takes a lot different kind of setup*than Brainerd or Road Atlanta. 
I basically just rode it in the first session because I didn’t know how to set it up here.” 


The biggest surprise of this year's AMA Superbike National Championship has 


been Dale Quarterley. During qualifying, Quarterley continued his amazing season by 
putting the Team Mirage Kawasaki on the front row - his highest qualifying placing of 
the year. 


“Little by little we're getting better,” said Quarterley after turning in a 1:30.787. - 


“This week I'm not off as much and we're not off the setting by much. Everything’s the 
same as I'll race it tomorrow. We're kinda hoping the race goes as they normally do 
and everybody else goes slower. Hopefully, they'll go slower and I'll go the same.

Pascal Picotte led the second row with his 1:31.077. Muzzy Kawasaki's Miguel 
DuHamel (1:31.121), Yoshimura Suzuki's Thomas Stevens (1:31.281), and Vance & 
Hines Yamaha’s Colin Edwards II (1:31.491) filled the second row of the grid. Row 
three consisted of Muzzy Kawasaki's Takahiro Sohwa, D.L.G.L. Software's Jacques 
Guenette Jr., Kawasaki Canada’s Steve Crevier and New Zealander Andrew Stroud. 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Donald Jacks has encountered more oil this year than J.R. 
Ewing. Jacks crashed when he hit oil on the race track during Friday’s qualifying ses- 
sion, suffering a broken wrist. Jacks was on the comeback from a broken arm he suf- 
fered at the season opener in Phoenix in February. That crash occurred when his motor 


blew, spewing oil on his rear tire. In his comeback ride at Brainerd last weekend, Jacks © 
crashed in his own oil on the opening lap.

his normal last-lap grasp will never be 
known, but the Texan was content with 
his first AMA Superbike National 
Championship: “Five or six laps from the 
end I was right behind Dale when some- 
thing came loose,” Polen explained.

“I hadn't gone fast all weekend,” the 
youngster said. “I had some ground clear- 
ance problems yesterday and we raised 
the rear. I did some 31s, but that was with 
the soft tires. It was hooking up then, but 
on the harder tire it wouldn’t. I had 
ground clearance problems, but I 
should’ve raised the whole bike up. I tried 
to change my riding style with it drag- 
ging, but I tucked the front three times 
and I couldn't get a drive. I just set it up 
poorly. Hey, it’s my rookie year - I’m still 
learning. 

According to team owner Eraldo 
Ferracci, Picotte too was the victim of poor 
setup. “He had it too soft in the front,” 
Ferracci said. 

Among the few retirees was Guenette, 
his Yamaha’s EXUP exhaust valve coming 
derailed on the 24th lap while he was run- 
ning in the top 10; dirt tracker Larry 
Pegram finished 14th in his first race back 
since breaking his leg at Phoenix in 
February; and Colorado’s Don Hough fin- 
ished 16th in his first-ever AMA 
Superbike National. a

Filice wins record eighth time

LEXINGTON, OH, AUG. 8 

Wi: Rainey Racing/Otsuka 
Electronics’ Jimmy Filice contin- 
ues to re-write the record books, 

extending his season total to a new 

record of eight wins with his record- 

shattering victory in the 250cc GP race at 

Mid-Ohio. 

It was a typical Filice romp: Taking 
command almost from the start, the 
Californian pulled away to a nearly 
eight second margin on second place 


the 20 lap, 46.61 mile race by 6.732 sec- 
onds. More impressive was his average 
speed. In completing the race in 30 min- 
utes, 45.050 seconds, Filice averaged 
93.656 mph, easily eclipsing the old 
record of 90.071 mph. 

“The bike was awesome,” Filice said 
of the Ed Toomey-tuned Yamaha TZ- 
250. “I got out there, got a good start, 
pushed it a little bit, and the rest of the 
race just rolled around.”

T here were the usual niggling problems-gear- 





ing, tires, suspension, traffic-but none were 

insurmountable and at the end of the lone 
25-minutes, 250cc Grand Prix qualifying session, 
Wayne Rainey Racing/Otsuka Electronics’ 
Jimmy Filice had bettered the track record by 
over a second and had a cushion of almost half a 
second on the next best rider. 

“I put a new tire on right before I went out,” 
Filice said after capturing the pole with a lap of 
1:31.588 secs. (94.335 mph). “It was in the first 
half of the session. I followed a couple of guys 
around, put the hammer down, and did a couple 
of 31s.” 

It was the sort of performance that has 
become expected from Filice and it was the sixth 
time in nine races that he’s been on the pole posi- 
tion. What may have been of little consolation to the rest of the 37-rider field was 
that Filice thought there was more to be had from the Ed Toomey-tuned TZ-250 
Yamaha. 

“We had a little trouble getting the gears sorted out,” Filice said. “There are a lot 
of second gear corners and we've got a combination where we can chance the over- 
all gearing a couple of ‘k's’ each way. 

“The track surface is pretty rough,”he continued. “The main problem I’m having 
with the front end is in turn 10 and turn one. It bottoms out a little bit. Other than 
that the bike’s great.” 

The qualifying record that Filice broke, a Jap of 1:32.765, was held by the rider 
that qualified second, Southwest Motorsports’ Chris D’Aluisio. D’Aluisio, like 
Filice, found that mounting a new tire would be the key to a fast lap, though he pro- 
crastinated a bit too much, he felt. 

“I didn’t come in soon enough for a tire,” D’Aluisio said after clocking a lap of 
1:32.086. “The traffic is what caused me to come in. The one that was on there was 
pretty wasted. It made at least a second a lap difference.” 

It actually made more than a second difference, according to Southwest's timing. 
The lap before he pitted D’Aluisio turned a lap of 1:33.65. His first lap on the new 
tire was a 1:32.54 and he dropped down to a hand-timed 1:32.00, just off the official 
time. 

Sunday morning's warm-up would be the team’s last chance to do some fine tun- 
ing and D’Aluisio knew that he could use it. 

“We developed a chatter in the front end that session,” he said. We made a 
change to the rear-we increased the pre-load-and that helped the front. It helps in 
turn one and in the turn before the carousel. It’s definitely slowing me down. This is 
the closest I’ve been and there are only two races left,” D’Aluisio, who trailed Filice 
by seven points entering the race, concluded. 

Third fastest was Performance South Racing’s Rich Oliver, the northern 
Californian greatly improving on last year’s 15th place qualifying spot. 

“All through practice I crossed off u the guys whose times I'd bettered from last 
year,” Oliver said, showing a heavily marked-up 1992 grid sheet, “My goal was to 
improve over what I did. I’m real encouraged to be in the top three.” 

Oliver couldn't pinpoint any specific spot on the track, or aspect of his riding, 
that had drastically improved. “It’s just a little everywhere,” he said, though he was 
physically stronger this year. “Last year I was coming off a broken ankle and I was a 
little scared. That session was very crowded and I kept trying to get a gap.” 

The team had also guessed wrong on jetting, the temperature warming up just 
before the session making the Performance South Yamaha run rich. There was also a 
small problem with rear damping and Oliver knew that he had to be spot on to be 
in the hunt. 

“This is the kind of place that you can finish first or 15th. If you're a little off on 
setup the other guys can inch by you,” he said. 

Filling out the front row was Moto Liberty /Nankai’s Takahito Mori, the Japanese 
rider the last rider in the 1:32s. 

Southwest Motorsport’s Danny Walker led off the second row, though he might 
have been on the front row if he hadn’t fried a clutch, 

“About halfway through the session I smoked the clutch,” Walker said. “I just 
got a clear lap and was doing 33s, then going down the back chute it just revved.” 

Extreme Lean Motorsport’s Nick Ienatsch was sixth, McBride’s Cycle Rider 
Club’s Jonathan Cornwell was seventh, crashing near the end of the session, and _ 
Jose Barresi was eighth, the Aprilia~-mounted Venezuelan the first ہت‎ 

















$17,000 250 GP purse, Filice added five 
points to his championship lead over 
third-place finisher, Southwest 
Motorsports Chris D’Aluisio. With only 
the final race to be run at the end of the 
month at Sears Point, Filice leads 
D’Aluisio 285 to 271. 

Filice’s fellow northern Californian 
Rich Oliver was second on the 
Performance South Racing Yamaha. 
Oliver tried to stick with Filice early, but 
soon found that a suspension adjust- 
ment he’d made to the front end was 
wrong and there was no way he could 
keep pace. 

“1 resigned myself to running my 
own race,” Oliver said. “It was either a 
top three finish or eighth.” 

For the third race in a row Southwest 
Motorsports’ D‘Aluisio was third, the 
Connecticut rider having to shake off 
Moto Liberty /Nankai’s Takahiro Mori 
before settling into a mostly unchal- 
lenged position. Mori was fourth amid 
accusations by D’Aluisio and others 
about aggressive riding, with Extreme 
Lean Motorsports/Zero Gravity’s Nick 
Ienatsch fifth. Southwest Motorsports 
Danny Walker was sixth after making a 
bad choice on setup. 

Ienatsch holds third in the point 
standings, two better than Walker and 
three better than McBride’s Cycle Rider 
Club’s Jonathan Cornwell. Cornwell 
failed to score at Mid-Ohio, crashing on 
the fifteenth lap while running in fifth 
place. 

A red flag in the first corner caused a 
delay and re-start, but the second try 
was clean with Oliver jumping to the 
front, Filice in close pursuit. 

It wasn’t long before Filice took his 
customary spot at the front, Oliver hold- 
ing onto second while the field sorted 
itself out behind them. By the end of the 
first lap the top two were set, though the 
intervals would change. 

Five laps in Filice had better than two, 
seconds on Oliver who, in turn, had 
close to three on Chris D’Aluisio. 
D’Aluisio had passed Venezuelan Jose 
Barresi on the second lap, but was in a 
four-way tussle with Mori, Walker, and 
Cornwell. 

By the halfway mark Filice was able 
to begin using traffic and his lead 
swelled to close to five seconds. It 
would expand a little more before he 
backed off at the end. Though it looked 
like a day at the beach, Filice had a few 
problems which he discovered early. ٭‎ 

“ tried a little stiffer front fork and it 
was still bottoming in a few spots,” he 
said. “I was just careful in those places. I 
chose a wrong back tire and it went 
away too soon. I eased off, I was easy on 
accelerating a little past the halfway 
point. I dropped a second in traffic, but 
it was easy to get it back. I did a 31.1 on 
the 13th lap. 

“At the beginning of the race I wasn’t 
pulling that much distance. I started 
relaxing, going through the corners bet- 
ter, and I started pulling away,” Filice 
said. 

Oliver knew he wasn’t being pressed, 
mostly because he felt he was riding bet- 
ter than he ever had at Mid-Ohio. And 
he might have gone even better if his 
suspension was working better. 

“We made some last minute 
changes,” Oliver said. “The rear worked 
better and the front worked worse. We 
made both ends softer and went the 
wrong way on the front. The tires saved 
me today. I had a bad front end chatter 
and the tire was barely on the ground, 
but they stuck,” Oliver said. “I got some 
high 31s and, looking at my qualifying 
times, I never even ran 31s.” 

With the top two sprinting into the 
distance, third place drew everyone’s 
attention and those in a few of the cor- 
ners saw a show they'll not soon forget. 
Neither will the riders. 





AMA 250cc Grand Prix Series: Round 9 ROAD RACE 





Jimmy Filice romped home the winner in the Mid-Ohio 250cc GP race. It was the likeable Californian's eighth win of the season. 





On the sixth lap Mori and D’Aluisio 
came together at the end of the back 
straight and D’Aluisio went straight 
allowing Mori into third and Walker 
into fourth. D’Aluisio regained the posi- 
tion on the ninth lap and quickly got 
away from the pack. 

“It was fun, but he was holding me 
up,” D’Aluisio said of Mori. “I know his 
reputation, but I was giving him room. 
Somebody’s got to tell him he can’t ride 
like that. He came up under me in the 
carousel. I just got slammed. In turn one 
he leaned on me. I got up and it stood 
him up. He outbraked me at the end of 
the straight and we touched and that’s 
when I ran off the straight and Danny 
came back around.” 

D’Aluisio would finish about 9.5 sec- 
onds behind Oliver in third. 

From the time that D’Aluisio passed 
him, Mori was able to hold onto fourth 
finishing just over a second and a half 
behind D’Aluisio. For his part, Mori 
didn’t feel he was being over-aggressive. 

“Sometime he hit me, sometime I hit 
him,” Mori, who learned to race in 
Japan, where contact is more than inci- 
dental, said in fractured English.”No 
hard hits. Just racing. I think lines are 
difficult,” he said explaining his riding 
technique. Moto Liberty /Nankai’s Doug 
Carmichael, Mori’s teammate, 
explained. “Mori goes in so deep, so hot, 
then he slides both ends, gathers it up 
on his knee and goes to the outside,” 
Carmichael said. “It’s a lot different 
from what a lot of guys do, going wide 
into the corner, then cutting in.” One 
rider, who’s followed Mori, said he gets 
it so close to the inside that he’s in dan- 
ger of grounding the fairing on the curb- 
stones. 

“If two riders hit and say it is a prob- 
lem, that is no good,” Mori said. 

Jonathan Cornwell had a good view 
of the action. “I was watching Mori clear 
everybody out. I thought he was going 
to take four guys out,” Cornwell said. 

Sport Rider editor Ienatsch finished 
fifth, passing Danny Walker on the fif- 
teenth lap after watching Cornwell 
crash in turn ten. 

“I got in there and came down on the 
front end and it loaded up,” Cornwell 
said. “I screwed up on the setup and 
tried to override. The front forks were 
too soft at the bottom of the stroke. The 
guys were doing really well pulling me 
off the corners. I did what I could on the 
brakes.” 





Rich Oliver (97) trailed Filice home in second, Chris D'Aluisio (2) was third. 





“I was just screaming in my helmet I 
was having such a good time,” Ienatsch 
said. “I was barely catching them, then 
catching them in the kink and the key- 
hole and closing on the brakes. I fol- 
lowed Walker one lap and he was brak- 
ing at the four marker. I was braking to 
the three with no problem. I got him at 
the end of the back straightaway. 

“I went 32.20 in the race and my best 
in qualifying was 33.70. I have to thank 
Zero Gravity because they've been get- 
ting Steve (Biganski, Ienatsch’s tuner) to 
the race track,” he added. 

Walker said he was never comfort- 
able with the bike after missing on the 
setup. “I knew on the first lap it wasn’t 
right. I went into turn one and I 
thought, ‘Oh man!’ It was all me, 
though,” Walker said. 

Barresi finished seventh, well in front 
of the battle for eighth that Redline 
Racing’s Mike Sullivan won when he 
passed Doug Carmichael two laps from 
the end. Carmichael was bothered by a 
sore left wrist that began to bother him 
with eight laps to go and was helpless to 
answer when Sullivan outbraked him at 
the end of the backstraight. Southwest 
Motorsports’ third rider, Chris Taylor, 
was tenth, like many of the others, not 
happy with his front end setup and set- 
tling for maximum points in his first full 
year of racing. «N

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hen Miguel DuHamel left to go to 
W Errore for an assault on the 

Grands Prix in 1992, he left as the 
best 600cc Supersport rider in the coun- 
try. This year DuHamel returned to 
AMA racing on a Muzzy Kawasaki, and 
he didn’t waste any time in putting his 
stamp of authority back on the 600cc 
Supersport class - his victory today at 


the Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course giving 
him his second championship in the 
ultra-competitive class. 

When all was said and done, 
DuHamel had topped the Yoshimura 
Suzuki of Britt Turkington by a scant 
-954-of-a-second, with Kawasaki of 
Canada’s Steve Crevier even closer in 
third place. DuHamel averaged 90.277 


mph in winning the race in 31 minutes, 
54.107 seconds on a bright and sunny 
day in central Ohio. 

As is the norm, the 600cc class fea- 
tured close racing throughout the field 
and lots of drama as two riders, Camel 
Honda's Mike Smith and upstart Aaron 
Yates, battled through the pack after a 
first-lap crash to finish 12th and 13th. 








Camel Honda’s Randy Renfrow con- 
tinued his resurgence with another fine 
ride on the CBR600 to finish a close 
fourth, and Class Racing’s Jason 
Pridmore rounded out the top five fin- 
ishers on his Kawasaki ZX-6. 

In securing the championship, 
DuHamel became the first rider in an 
AMA class this season to reach the 300- 
point mark. The French Canadian has 
finished near the top in each and every 
race with his worst result being a fourth 
in the rain at Loudon, and he has accu- 
mulated six wins along the way. So with 
one round remaining, DuHamel’s 300 
points is untouchable. He is trailed by 
Turkington’s 253 points and Renfrow’s 
245. Crevier and Gerald Rothman Jr., 
sixth at Mid-Ohio, round out the top 
five in the championship point stand- 
ings with 216 and 207 points, respective- 
ly. 
7 It didn’t take long for action to take 
place after the start. As the pack entered 
the Keyhole, a long right-hander just 
prior to the back straight, two of the 
faster qualifiers, Smith and Yates, 
crashed together. 

“I really don’t know what hap- 
pened,” Smith said later. “I don’t know 
why my bike all of a sudden stood up. 
But all of a sudden my stuff was all 
over. His bike center punched me on the 
way down.” 

Both riders quickly remounted, but 
still re-entered the race in the last two 
positions. Yates was quicker to get 
restarted, but Smith would eventually 
pass him as the two scurried through 
the 33-rider field to eventually finish 
12th and13th. 

Meanwhile, up front, it was 
Turkington’s late-braking moves the 
kept him moving to the front at the end 
of the backstraight. For the first three 
passes, Turkington used the same move 
to dispose of DuHamel from the top 
spot. On the fourth lap, though, it was 
DuHamel leading Crevier ۰ with 
Turkington third, Pridmore fourth, 
Renfrow fifth, and Rothman sixth. 

By the sixth lap the race had turned 
into four three-rider races. DuHamel, 
Crevier and Turkington at the front fol- 
lowed by Renfrow/Pridmore/Rothman 
and then a gap to Don Munroe, Owen 
Weichel and Jim Leslie. The fourth 
group of three consisted of Californian’s 
Tommy Lynch, Mark McDaniel and 
James Randolph. 

By the ninth lap DuHamel and 
Crevier had distanced themselves a bit 
from Turkington as Renfrow started to 
close in on the Texan. By the 13th go- 
around, though, Turkington was back in 
the hunt, bringing Renfrow along with 
him. DuHamel continued to do most of 
the leading, and it appeared as though 
he was only going as fast as he had to. 
The stopwatches gave confirmation of 
this as he was well off the pace of his 
qualifying times. 

As is the norm with this class, it 
would come down to the final lap. And 
by this time Turkington had snuck 
around Crevier to take over second, but 
neither of them could match DuHamel’s 
final lap and the French Canadian took 
his sixth win of the season. 

“1 just kept a steady pace,” DuHamel 
said later. “I had some in hand. I was 
taking it easy and on the last lap I 
picked up the pace.” 

Crevier concurred with DuHamel: 
“He just went as fast as he had to to win 
the race,” he said. “I just rode the best 
race I could. It’s a tough track for me 
because of what happened last year to 
Larry (Schwarzbach, who was killed in 
the superbike race here last year when 
he crashed along with Crevier). I'd like 
to dedicate this race to him. God bless 
you, Larry.” 

Turkington displayed his candid 
sense of humor in the winner's circle

when he said: “I’m not so crazy about 
second place. You know what they say 
about second place - you're the first guy 
to lose. We got into a little stuff match 
and it got a little sketchy there in the 
beginning.” 

Renfrow was pleased with his 
progress as he finished a close fourth, 
clear of Pridmore and Rothman Jr. 
Leslie got the best of Weichel as the 
third man in their group, Munroe, was 
forced out with a blown motor. Lynch 
also held off McDaniel and Randolph 
for ninth. N

Pridmore goes the 
distance :

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lagued by bad luck for the majority 
۲ of the season, it took Jason 
Pridmore until the ninth of 10 
rounds to finally win a 750cc Supersport 
final in 1993. And they said winning the 
first one was hard. 

Last year Pridmore won two races on 
his way to finishing second in the cham- 
pionship behind Scott Russell, but this 
year the road has been a little bumpier. 
Still, Class Racing seemed to get all its 
redemption in one afternoon as the team 
put together a 1-2 tally with Fritz Kling 
getting the team’s second Kawasaki ZX- 
7 into second place. Third place went to 
championship leader Britt Turkington 
on the Yoshimura Suzuki. 

Although this race belonged to the 
Class Racing boys, the championship 
still appears to be controlled by 
Turkington with one round remaining 
at Sears Point. Turkington leads Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Takahiro Sohwa, fifth at 
Mid-Ohio, by 25 points. Gerald 
Rothman Jr., fourth here today, is third 
with 225 points, eight points clear of 
Kling and nine points in front of 
Pridmore, who finished second three 
times this year before securing his first 
win here today. 

At the drop of the flag, Turkington 
nailed down his normal holeshot and 
led the way into turn one. The Texan 
continued to lead until Pridmore dove 
underneath the Suzuki in turn 14 to end 
the first lap. From there Pridmore just 
put his head down and split, leading by 
a full second after three laps, 3.5 seconds 
after six laps before keeping pace to 
eventually win by 4.21 seconds. 

“Tm happy that we finally got to win 
one of these races,” Pridmore said later. 














Scott Zampach scored his fourth 883 series win at Mid-Ohio, topping Andy Fenwick by .883, yes .883 seconds.

“We've had some bad luck. It’s tough to 
be out front by yourself - it gives you a 
lot to think about. Today was my time. 
Fritz’s (Kling) is coming. He was riding 
with a broken ankle today.” 

Kling, and his broken ankle, had a 
tougher go of moving forward. The tall 
and lanky rider from Lansing, Michigan, 
finished the first lap in fifth. Moved to 
fourth a lap later before settling in 
behind Turkington for two more laps. 
On the sixth lap, Kling was in second 
place and he too started to pull away 
from the battle behind him. 

That race for third went the distance 
with Suzuki teammates Turkington and 
Rothman going at it for the duration. At 
the finish line, it was Turkington by an 
eyelash over his upstart teammate. 

Sohwa’s ride to fifth was mostly 
uneventful. For while the Japanese rider 
threatened the Turkington/Rothman 
duel at one point, he eventually slowed 
to finish a comfortable fifth. Aaron 
Yates, James Randolph, Tray Batey, Jim 
Leslie and Mark McDaniel filled the top 
10. 

“At least it was my teammate who I 
finished second to,” Kling said. “Last 
year it was Scott Russell - this year it 
was my teammate. I just ran my race 
and finally got away from those 
Suzukis.” 

“I was giving it everything I had,” 
Turkington admitted. “The Yosh team is 
A-1; we did the best we could. It just 
wasn’t our day.” 

Pridmore knew that Kling would be 
his biggest threat. “I really felt my 
toughest competition would be my 
teammate. It’s hard to pass here. I just 
wanted to get by Britt early and not let 
him know where I was coming from.” €N

Zampach wins by .883

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t looked like it was going to be easy; 
] Tilley’s H-D’s Scott Zampach’s fourth 

win of the Harley-Davidson 
TwinSport Series. But a splendid battle 
for second carried a trio of riders to 
within striking distance of the defend- 
ing champion, though he was able to 
hold on and win by the appropriate 
margin of .883 seconds. 

“There was a whole group of riders 
chasing me down,” Zampach said after 
taking the checkered flag at Mid-Ohio. 
“I had to keep my wits about me and 
not get excited. The traffic at the end 
was a problem.” Zampach dedicated the 
win to his fiancee. 

He completed the 11-lap, 25-mile 
race in 19 minutes, 1.848 seconds at an 
average speed of 83.233 mph and earned 
$1700 from the $8000 H-D TwinSports 
purse. 

The bigger numbers, however, are in 
the championship point standings. With 
two races to go, at Sears Point and 
Daytona, Zampach leads Shawn Higbee, 
fourth today, 315 to 289, in the quest to 
keep the number one plate. 

H-D of Jamestown’s Higbee finished 
at the tail end of the battle for the run- 
ner-up spot, though he was as high as 
second. Hal’s H-D’s Andy Fenwick took 
over second on the eighth lap, holding 
the spot to finish in front of Jim Leslie. It 
was Fenwick’s third consecutive runner- 
up result. 

Low Country H-D’s Chuck Blackmon 
was fifth in front of Richard Koehler. 

The “Z-Man” shot to the head of the 
field and began to pull away posthaste. 
By the third of eleven laps he had a 1.6 
second lead and appeared to be stretch- 
ing it at will. Nearly four second on the 
sixth lap, the lead, and win, looked safe, 
until the battle for seconds inched ever 
closer to Zampach. With a lap to go his 
cushion had shrunk to less than 1.5 sec- 
onds, but he was able to stay in front 
and take the victory. The battle for sec- 
ond wasn’t as clear cut. 

Higbee was the early second place 
occupant, then Leslie caught him up on 
the sixth lap. Two laps later and Fenwick 
joined the trio, quickly moving to the 
front of the trio as the leaders began cut- 
ting through backmarkers. Fenwick had 
gotten away just inside the top 10 off the 





start and was forced to work his way 
forward. Once in second he wasn’t mov- 
ing, though he might have done better if 
the start had gone better. 

“I had to work hard after being 
eighth or ninth at the start,” Fenwick 
said. “If I'd have gotten a better start, I 
might've been able to win. Not only was 
I catching Scott, but I was trying to 
shake the guys behind me. 

Third and fourth were swapping 
back and forth, Leslie getting it back for 
good on the final lap to score his best 
finish of the year. 

“Any time you're running behind 
these two guys you’re happy to be on 
the podium,” Leslie said. “After break- 
ing my arm here a year ago I didn’t 
want to be intimidated by this place. 
Shawn Higbee was all over me. I felt 
kind of bad in one sense that I might be 
taking points away from him, but rac- 
ing’s racing.” 

Higbee was a close fourth, well in 
front of the battle for fifth which was 
being waged by Chuck Blackmon, 
Richard Koehler, Scott Gray, and Billy 
Graef. Blackmon moved into fifth on the 
fifth lap, and though pressed, was never 
headed. The spots behind him changed 
constantly and weren’t decided until the 
ninth lap when Koehler moved up to 
sixth, Gray took over seventh, and Graef 
dropped to eighth, making Mid-Ohio 
the third race in a row that he’s finished 
in that spot. CN

Carr, of course, 
wins Peoria TT

PEORIA, IL, AUG. 8 
hey call him the Prince of Peoria, 
T but perhaps Chris Carr should be 
dubbed King. 

The past couple of months have been 
long ones for the Grand National 
Champion, but the Team Harley- 
Davidson rider brought his eight-race 
dry spell to an end with a perfect after- 
noon performance that saw him score 
his sixth-straight Peoria TT Grand 
National win aboard his Kenny Tolbert- 
tuned Harley-Davidson XR600. 

“This track has always been good to 
me,” said Carr. “I was anxious to race 
here, I guess you can see why. I have a 
high expectation level here, and I’m 
proud of my win streak.” 

The win brought Carr’s career win 
list to a total of 24, but more gratifying 
perhaps was the fact that he ended the 
record-setting six-race win streak of 
Team Undo’s Ricky Graham. Pre-race 
hype had series point leader Graham 
and defending champ Carr going head- 
to-head, but that battle never developed 
as Graham rode in an uncharacteristic 





conservative manner and finished a dis- 
tant fourth. 

“My strategy was to just stay alive,” 
said Graham. “I tried not to worry about 
any win streaks and such coming into 
this race. I came to score points, not to 
hang it out and risk getting hurt. I’ve 
been racing too long to do something 
stupid and jeopardize my championship 
hopes.” 

Carr earned 20 points and gained 
nine valuable points on Graham who 
earned 11 points for fourth, closing the 
points gap to 32, 211-179. Carr has won 
three times this year, Graham has won 
seven. Four-time Grand National 
Champion Scott Parker continued to, as 
he put it, “get my ass whipped week in 
and week out.” He finished ninth. 
Parker is third in the point standings 
with 138 points. 

While it was no real surprise to see 
Carr greet the checkered flag first, it was 
a surprise to see the lead - or lack there- 
of - that he had at the finish. After strug- 
gling to pass Graham for over half of the 





National, Bartels’ Harley-Davidson’s 
Mike Hale set his sights on Carr and 
quickly reeled in the race-long leader. 
Hale gave all he had and it was almost 
enough, but he came up a bike length 
too short at the finish. After watching 
Hale swoop onto Carr’s rear fender, 
many onlookers felt that a few more 
laps would have yielded a different 
result. PAN 

“Ricky held me up for a long time, 
but after I got by him I could see that I 
was catching Chris,” said Hale. “I wish I 
had one or two more laps, but that’s rac- 
ing.” 

Also working past Graham and fin- 
ishing a solid third was Loral Lake 
Racing's Ronnie Jones, who enjoyed his 
best finish of the season. Jones stayed 
with Hale after passing Graham, but lost 
touch in the closing laps with a fading 
rear brake. 

Carr’s day at the Peoria M.C. club- 
grounds was a profitable one as he not 
only pocketed $6000 of the $37,000 
purse, but the $5000 winner’s check in 
the $10,000 Camel Challenge as well. 

For the past several years, race dayin 
Peoria has been extremely hot and 
humid, but pleasant 80-degree weather 
brought a smile to many a racer’s face. 
A record number of spectators - estimat- 
ed near the 14,000 mark - filled the 
grassy hillsides that surround the 
famous race track. 


Time trials 


During the one-hour open practice 
session, Carr performed repeated 
skyshots over the jump, leaps that had 
some onlookers questioning his sanity. 

“I'd say that’s probably the highest 
I've ever flown off the jump,” said Carr 
with a wink and a smile. “There's a little 
lip off to the side that can kick you pret- 
ty far if you hit it just right.” 

Carr hit the lip just right when he 
took to the track for his timed qualifying 
lap, and the end result was the fastest 
time of the day. Surprisingly, Carr’s 
crowd-pleasing leaps failed to yield a 
record time, and his 25.628-second lap 
was well off his 1989 record of 25.550. 

Hale was a tick slower at 26.752, 
while Jones, Aztec Racing’s Ben 
Bostrom, Graham and Steelmaster’s 
Harley-Davidson-backed Don Estep 
turned in low 27s and would round out 
the six-man Camel Challenge. Rookie 
Expert Bostrom was especially excited 
with his time, as he had never before 
qualified for a Camel Challenge. 

“I have a motocross background, and 
I was able to adapt to the TT pretty 
well,” said Bostrom, who competed in 
his first race at the facility in the June 
600cc National. “I like this place, it suits 
my riding style.” 


Heats 


Carr chose to start the first 10-lap 
heat race on the outside pole, but got too 
much traction on the groove and wheel- 
ied off the line. Mother Fletchers-spon- 
sored Will Davis timed the light perfect- 
_ ly and led Atherton and Carr into turn 
one. Carr dove to the inside of turns one 
and two and managed to sneak past 
Atherton, but not without incident. 
Atherton went down in front of the 
remainder of the pack and took Rich 
King and Willie McCoy with him. The 
red flag flew as Davis began lap two. 

“I got under Kevin, but we never 
touched, he must have hit a slick spot or 
something,” said Carr. 

“Somebody slammed me, that’s all I 
know,” said Atherton, hinting that Carr 
did indeed make contact. King and 
McCoy agreed that the champ had taken 
Atherton ‘out. 

None of the three riders involved in 
the crash were able to repair their bikes 
in time for the full restart. 








Carr, Davis, Erik Graybeal and Tom 
Troudt jumped the gun on the restart 
and were sent to the penalty line, leav- 
ing only TT specialist Mickey Fay on the 
front row. Fay made good use of his 
advantage and led over half of the race, 
but Carr raged through the field and 
forced his way into the lead. Carr went 
on to win, while Fay held on to second 
over Davis and the rest. 

Team Undo’s Brett Landes holeshot 
heat two, but Hale took over in turn two 
and went on to romp home the winner. 
Harley-Davidson of Sacramento’s Aaron 
Hill also passed Landes and finished 
second, good enough for a direct trans- 
fer. Landes and the rest would return in 
a semi. 

“I got a decent start and said, 
‘Sayonara,’” said Hale, who recently 
returned from Japan where he competed 
in the Suzuka 8-Hour endurance road 
race. “I was getting some harsh landings 
off of the jump. We need to make a few 
changes before the main.” 

Veteran Steve Morehead couldn’t 
stop from laughing inside his helmet 
when he blatantly jumped the gun in 
heat race three and was sent to the 
penalty line. 

“I was waving to everyone else to 
hurry up and join me,” said Morehead, 
who high-fived several AMA officials 
on his way to the penalty line. “I’m not 
going that fast today, so what did I have 
to lose? A start can make it or break it 
here.” 7 

The restart saw Jones grab the 
holeshot, but the red flag came out 
when Chad Barth crashed unhurt on the 
opening lap. Jones grabbed another 
holeshot on the second restart and was 
never challenged. Finishing 15 bike 
lengths behind winner Jones was Estep, 
who managed to fend off the repeated 
charges of Andy Tresser. 

“I felt really good, but something's 
wrong with my rear brake,” said Jones. 
“I have to press the pedal all the way 
down, and even then it doesn’t grab too 
good.”

Jeff Annen led the opening laps of 
the fourth and final heat, but Graham 
took over on lap two and sailed to a 
commanding win, finishing some 15 
bike lengths ahead of Annen and 
Rodney Farris. 

“1 felt like a pelican,” said Graham. 
“To go over the jump good, you have to 
hit it real fast, because if you hit it slow, 
you swap around. I don’t know whether 
to hang it out or play it safe. I wasn’t 
very comfortable.” 





Semis 


Atherton‘s pit crew repaired his bat- 
tered machine in time for the first eight- 
lap semi, and the Texas Harley- 
Davidson/Workman Harley-Davidson- 
sponsored racer sat on the second row 
at the start. Steve Baker Kawasaki & 
Suzuki-backed Dan Stanley nabbed the 
holeshot and led the entire way, while 
Atherton worked through the field and 
sailed past Morehead over the jump to 
finish second. Morehead flew low, but 
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(Left to right) Ronnie Jones, Chris Carr and Mike Hale cut loose on the podium. 


Fourth-placed Ricky Graham was glad to 
see the checkered flag after a few scares. 





nevertheless finished third and assured 
himself a spot in the main. Three-time 
Grand National Champion Jay 
Springsteen finished a painfully-close 
fourth and would spend the rest of the 
day spectating. 

California neighbors Bostrom and 
Tresser engaged in an all-out war for 
top honors in the second semi and 
pulled well clear of the rest of the field. 
Despite Tresser’s numerous challenges, 
Bostrom held on for the win with only 
inches to spare. After starting fourth, 
Landes displaced Davey Camlin for the 
third ticket to the main. 

Heath Specialties/Dirt Track 
Plates/Hart Racing/England Sign 
Co./Bell/Motion Pro/Oury-sponsored 
Rex Fisher led the way in the final 
semi, but the red flag came out on lap 
three when Erick Gruber and L.J. 
Schaidt got together in turn four and 
crashed into the chain-link fence lining 
the track. Though neither rider was 
seriously injured, two spectators, 
young boys, were taken to the hospital 
for stitches. 

Fisher found himself at the point of 
the single-file restart with Parker right 
behind him. At the flash of the green, 
Fisher was all business and fended off 
Parker's repeated attacks for the remain- 
der of the race. Davis finished a distant 
third, and earned the last transfer posi- 
tion of the day. 


Camel Challenge 


The five-lap Camel Challenge pro- 
vided plenty of thrills, as well as a pre- 
view of things to come in the National. 
Fast qualifier Carr sat on the inside pole 
with Hale, Jones, Estep, Bostrom and 
Graham to his right. The smell of money 
proved to be too strong for all but Hale, 
as Carr, Bostrom, Jones, Estep and 
Graham all jumped the gun and were 
sent to the penalty line. 

With that, Hale looked to be sitting 
pretty - all alone on the front row, but 
Graham sped off the second row at the 
start and pulled alongside Hale as they 
entered turn one. A slight bobble caused 
Hale to straighten up slightly in the 
middle of the turn, and Graham locked 
handlebars with him. Hale tumbled to 
the ground and though he was basically 
unhurt, his riding gear was tattered and 
torn as he lined up for the restart. Once 
again, he sat alone on row one. 

Hale again led the way into turn one, 





but Graham dove to the low line and 
took over the lead in turn two. Carr was 
third ahead of Bostrom, Jones and Estep. 
Hale motored back past Graham as they 
raced down the front straight, but 
Graham would not give up that easily. 
The two riders circulated the track only 
a hair apart, but unfortunately for 
Graham, he charged into turn one too 
hot on lap three and slipped off the 
groove. 

Carr and Bostrom slid past Graham 
as he floundered in the loose dirt near 
the hay bales, and Carr set out to catch 
Hale. 

On the white flag lap, Carr rode 
through turns three and four far lower 
than usual and outpowered Hale as they 
raced for the line. Bostrom finished a 
close third, just ahead of Graham, Jones 
and Estep. 

“Chris went low and came up to take 
my line,” said runner-up Hale. “It was 
basically a motocross-type move, but I 
guess this is the track to do motocross- 
type stuff.” 

“I found some traction on the very 
bottom. of the track,” said winner Carr. 
“Mike’s bike seems to be really fast, so I 
tried to take up as much room as possi- 
ble as we came out of four.” 


National 


Fast heat winner Hale set his Bob 
Hale-tuned Rotax on the outside pole 
at the start of the National, while 
Graham, Estep, Hill, Jones and Carr 
filed in next to him. Row two consisted 
of Bostrom, Fay, Tresser, Fisher, 
Stanley and Annen, while Landes, 
Davis, Morehead, Parker and Atherton 
sat on the back row. 

Carr carried his Camel Challenge 
momentum into the National and 
ripped off of the inside pole with the 
holeshot. Hale was second, but only for 
a few moments before Graham raced 
past in turn two. Jones started fourth 
ahead of Hill, Bostrom and Stanley. 
Parker and Atherton completed the first 
lap in 15th and 16th, respectively. 

Carr, Graham, Hale, Jones and Hill 
began to pull away from the rest of the 
field almost immediately, and Carr 
began to inch away from Graham on lap 
four. 

“I knew that I was going a bit faster 
than Ricky today,” said Carr. “I knew 
that if I could break away early, he 
might hold the other guys up. I figured 








that Hale would be a force to deal with 
and I wanted to get.a lead on him.” 

Just as Carr had hoped, Graham 
held up Hale, Jones and Hill and 
allowed Carr to inch away. Usually one 
of the more graceful jumpers, Graham 
on several occasions looked as if he 
might “loop out” over the back straight 
jump. 

“I just couldn't get my rhythm 
going,” said Graham. 

With an obvious horsepower advan- 
tage, Hale repeatedly drove past 
Graham on the front straight, only to 
have the two-time Grand National 
Champion blaze into turn one and 
retake second with spectacular outside 

asses. 

“I knew that I could pass him out of 
four and I did, but I wasn’t willing to 
run it in as hard as Ricky was,” said 
Hale. 

Hale finally made a pass stick on lap 
13 and once into second, looked ahead 
to see how far Carr had pulled away. He 
found himself faced with a substantial 
gap between himself and Carr, but lap 
by lap, Hale managed to close in. 

Jones, meanwhile, glued himself to 
Graham’s rear wheel after Hale found a 
way past, but didn’t have very long wait 
for his turn to advance as well. Like he 
had done earlier in the Camel 
Challenge, Graham entered turn one too 
fast and slipped off the groove. Jones 
said thank you and goodbye, and tried 
in vain to keep pace with Hale. 

“We never did get the brake to work 
like it should have,” said Jones. “I was 
just waiting for someone to make a mis- 
take, and I was in the right place when 
Ricky finally did.” 

When the five-laps-to-go signal 
came out, Carr enjoyed a 10-bike 
length lead over Hale, but the chal- 
lenger was closing in quickly. By lap 
22, Hale had closed to within five bike 
lengths, and was even closer on the 
next go-round. 

“From about the halfway mark I 
seemed to have trouble with the jump,” 
said Carr, who repeatedly looked over 
his shoulder to monitor Hale’s progress. 
“We set up the shocks softer before the 
main and it worked great in the turns, 
but lousy over the jump. I started to bot- 
tom.” 

Hale shadowed Carr as they raced 
past the white flag, and on the last lap 
he tried to use the same low line in turns 





three and four that he used to zap 
Graham. 

“I went low, but Chris was there 
too,” said Hale, who came up a few feet 
short at the finish. “But I would guess 
he should have been, he’s the one that 
showed me that low line!” 

“1 was looking back and trying to 
keep my eye on Hale,” said Carr. “He 
was starting to make me nervous.” 

Jones finished a solid third, 10 bike 
lengths ahead of Graham. 

“I’m definitely happy with third,” 
said Jones. “This is the first time I’ve 
been on the box in a while.” 

After starting fifth, Hill stalked the 
front four for the first half of the race 
before he began to hear odd noises com- 
ing from his engine. 

“I was right there with them, but on 
about the 10th lap the top end started to 
tie up,” said Hill. “After that started I 
just tried to nurse it home and it barely 
made it.” 

Hill sputtered across the finish line a 
distant fifth, well ahead of Bostrom, 
Estep, Stanley, Parker and Fay, who 
rounded out the top 10. 

“I can’t explain it,” said Parker of his 
recent lack of success. “I’m doing all of 
the same things that I always have. If I 
knew what to do to go faster, I'd be 
doing it - believe me.” CN

LaRocco, Emig perfect at Washougal

ne word can perhaps best describe 
0 the type of day both Mike LaRocco 

and Jeff Emig had at the 
Washougal MX Park track in southern 
Washington - flawless. It seemed as 
though neither rider could do no wrong 
as they swept both motos of their 
respective classes at the opening round 
of the short four-round 500cc National 
series and the continuation of the long 
13-round 125cc series. 

LaRocco, a Team Kawasaki rider, 
looked more like a 500cc class seasoned 
veteran than a first-timer in the big-bore 
class, as he led from start to finish in the 
first 30-minute plus two-lap moto and 
then came from behind to win the sec- 
ond moto after passing Mike Healey, 
defending champ Mike Kiedrowski and 
Steve Lamson. 

“Mike (Kiedrowski) won the 250cc 
championship, I guess it’s my turn 
now,” LaRocco said. 

Team Honda’s Jeff Stanton, who 
recorded 2-2 moto finishes, finished sec- 
ond to LaRocco. Stanton’s teammate 


Lamson tallied 3-3 moto finishes for 
third overall. 

Kiedrowski rode in pain but still sal- 
vaged a respectable fourth overall. 

“I'm still hurting from last week,” 
said Kiedrowski, the recently crowned 
250cc champ and defending 500cc 
National champ. Kiedrowski pulled 
muscles and ligaments in his back in a 
practice session crash at the final 250cc 
National round the previous week. “I’m 
pretty beat up. My back is sore and you 
just can’t win like this; I don’t care who 
you are. You can’t race when your back 
is hurt.” 

LaRocco’s double moto win gives 
him a perfect 50 points on the day and a 
six-point lead in the series over Stanton. 
Lamson is third with 40 points. 

Capturing the hearts of the estimated 
12,000 spectators was just-turned-18- 
year-old local favorite Jason McCormick 
from nearby Vancouver, Washington. 
McCormick, who normally competes on 
a 125, ran as high as second in the first 
moto before dropping back and running 


third for most of the moto. It wasn’t 
until the second-to-last lap when he was 
passed by Lamson and dropped to 
fourth where he would finish. In the sec- 
ond moto, McCormick was involved in 
a first-turn pile-up but still worked his 
way up to 12th for eighth overall. 

“It was a rush, a real rush, and I liked 
it,” said McCormick of his first-moto 
performance. “I just hope the rest of the 
season goes like that.” 

In the 125cc class, Emig, the defend- 
ing champ, worked hard for his moto 
wins, no thanks to Team Suzuki's Ezra 
Lusk. Emig nailed the holeshots in both 
motos on his Steve Butler-tuned 
Yamaha YZ125 and spent the rest of the 
races trying to shake the pesky Lusk. 
The two were never separated by more 
than a few seconds throughout the day 
on the fast Washougal track, but both 
times out Emig prevailed, crossing the 
finish line just a few bike lengths ahead 
of Lusk. 

Third overall was Team 0:14٦ 
Jeremy McGrath, the recently crowned 


AMA Camel Supercross Champion. 
McGrath turned in two consistent 
fourth- and third-place finishes but 
could never really mount a serious chal- 
lenge on either Emig or Lusk. 

By winning both motos, Emig moved 
back into the National Championship 
125cc Series points lead after losing it to 
Henry at the previous round in 
California when his bike developed 
mechanical problems. Mediocre starts 
relegated Henry to fourth overall via 5-4 
moto finishes and he now trails Emig by 
five points, 366-361. McGrath is third 
with 334 points. 

Racing conditions were all-but per- 
fect at the Washougal track, which is 
nestled in the mountains just a few 
miles north of the Washington/Oregon 
border near the Columbia River. Cool 
temperatures gave the competitors a 
welcomed break from the heat and 
humidity experienced at many of the 
previous events. 

“This is great,” said Team Suzuki's 
Brian Swink, who finished fifth overall 





in the 125cc class. “Now you can go out 
and push all the way in both motos. 
That’s racing!” 


500cc National 


The first 500cc moto got off to a rocky 
start when many riders went down in 
the first turn, including the man carry- 
ing the number-one plate - Kiedrowski. 
The Kawasaki rider remounted at the 
back of the pack, while his teammate 
LaRocco took command out in front. 
Also going down were Lamson and 
Healey. 

Running in second - much to the 
delight of the large crowd - was 
McCormick, while Stanton chased in 
third. It took two full laps for Stanton to 
pass*McCormick, who nearly passed 
him right back. By the time Stanton had 
firmly taken control of second place, 
LaRocco had already opened up a small 
lead, and McCormick found himself all 
alone in third. Running a distant fourth 
was Donald Upton, who was closely 
chased by Rich Taylor and Mike Fisher. 
Back in ninth and climbing was Lamson. 

By the halfway point, LaRocco 
stretched out his lead over Stanton by 
approximately five seconds, while 
McCormick fell off the pace but still had 
room to breath over Lamson, who had 
worked his way up to fourth after his 
first-lap crash. 

At this point the only question left 
was, did McCormick have enough 
strength to hold back the hard-charging 
Lamson? The answer was no. With two 
laps to go, Lamson caught up to and 
passed the local hero to take over third 
place. 

“1 started getting tired the last couple 
of laps,” said McCormick. “Man, I want- 
ed to beat Lamson so bad! Oh well, I’m 
still pretty happy.” 

Stanton slightly closed the gap on 
LaRocco but would eventually throw in 
the towel two laps from the finish. 
LaRocco went on to win the moto, cross- 
ing the finish line approximately 13 sec- 
onds ahead of Stanton, who backed off 
the throttle significantly during the last 
two laps to conserve energy. Taking the 
checkered flag one minute behind 
Stanton in third was Lamson, then a few 
seconds later came McCormick. Fisher 
finished fifth, and Mike Healey took 
sixth. 

After crashing on the first lap, 
Kiedrowski worked his way up to sev- 
enth. Another local favorite, Lance 
Smail, from Kent, Washington, was 
eighth and Taylor and Dag Boyesen 
rounded out the top 10. Initial front-run- 
ner Upton dropped back to 13th. 

Another first-turn tangle claimed a 
few riders at the start of the second 
moto, one of whom was McCormick. 

“A couple of guys high-sided into me 
and I had no place to go,” said the JT 
Racing/Bridgestone/Tsubaki/ 
Powerbar/Renthal/SND Designs/Pro- 
Circuit/Brothers Honda/Hillsboro 
Honda & Suzuki-sponsored McCor- 
mick. He reentered the race nearly last 
and would eventually climb to 12th. “I 
worked too hard to catch up and I got 
tired,” added McCormick. “That was as 
far as I could go.” 

All the top National contenders 
made it through the first turn cleanly 
with Lamson leading the way ahead of 
Kiedrowski, Healey, LaRocco and 
Stanton. After two laps, Healey dropped 
back to fifth behind Stanton and would 
gradually drop off the lead pace. 

LaRocco and Stanton were the riders 
to watch as they pressured Kiedrowski 
for second. This gave Kiedrowski the 
added extra incentive to pass Lamson 
which he did on the seventh lap. A lap 
later, though, both LaRocco and Stanton 
slipped by Lamson, and continued to 
hound the champ. 

Kiedrowski’s reign out front only

lasted two laps before LaRocco took 
over; two laps later, Stanton moved by 
Kiedrowski. During those two laps, 
though, LaRocco made good use of the 
time and stretched out his lead to seven 
seconds over Stanton. 

“By the time I got by Kiedrowski, he 
(LaRocco) was gone,” said Stanton. “I 
was pretty comfortable when I was 
running fourth; watching all the lines 
and waiting to make my move. But 
LaRocco made his move before me; got 
seven seconds on me and it was all 
over.” 

LaRocco maintained that seven-sec- 
onds cushion to the checkered flag for 
the overall win. 

“It’s my first time on a 500 and I felt 
real good,” said LaRocco. “Any win is 
good, and right now TIl take what I can 
get.” 

“I'm not really satisfied with second, 
but taking into consideration that I’ve 
been injured for six weeks, I guess I’m 
somewhat happy,” said Stanton, who 
has been bothered by pulled muscles in 
his back for nearly two months. 

Lamson, who also passed 
Kiedrowski late in the race, finished 
third. 

“I want to go out and win, not get 
sixths and fourths,” said Kiedrowski. 
“But I'm just too beat up. I should be 
winning. I felt good early in the race, 
but my back just got sore. I couldn’t 
even stand up on the bike.” 

Healey held on to a distant fifth, 
while Fisher, Smail, Taylor, Cliff Palmer 
and Boyesen rounded out the top 10. 


125cc National 


The first 125cc moto featured close 
racing but little passing, at least among 
the top four finishers. 

Emig nailed the holeshot, just ahead 
of Lusk, Swink and McGrath. Suzuki 
rider Larry Ward and Henry completed 
the first lap in fifth and sixth, respective- 
ly. 

Lap after lap, Emig and Lusk played 
cat and mouse, while, at the same time, 
pulling away from the rest of the pack. 
Lusk matched Emig’s every move 
throughout the race but couldn’t quite 
get close enough to mount a serious 
challenge for the lead. Towards the end 
of the race, Lusk backed off some and 
that let Emig get out of reach. 

“My arms pumped up a bit and he 
was able to get away,” said Lusk. 

Emig went on to win the moto with a 
few seconds to spare over Lusk. 

Swink was a distant third and he had

his hands full with McGrath and Henry 
breathing down his neck. 

“I was actually all alone until, for 
some reason, I thought I saw the check- 
ered flag and began pulling off the track,” 
said Swink. “When I realized my mistake, 
Jeremy and Doug were right on me.” 

The fight for third through fifth went 
down to the wire and Swink managed 
to hang on to third, just ahead of 
McGrath and Henry. 

“I finally got a good start,” said 
Swink. “There are so many fast guys out 
there, and since the track is fairly 
smooth, it’s hard to make up a bunch of 
time out there.” 

“Yea, there’s hardly any bumps out 
there and it’s hard to make up time,” 
agreed McGrath. “But I had a little trou- 
ble over a section of whoops. Getting a 
good start is the key, today.” 

Ward finished a distant sixth, and 
Damon Bradshaw was seventh. 
Bradshaw, like a few other riders, joined 
the 125cc class after competing in the 
recently concluded 250cc series. 








Kawasaki's Mike Craig, who was 
limping quite heavily after the race, fin- 
ished eighth. “I twisted my ankle real 
bad in a rut,” said Craig. “It’s the same 
one I broke earlier in the year.” 

Rounding out the top 10 were 
Kawasaki Team Green’s John Dowd and 
Team Suzuki’s Damon Huffman, who 
had finished third overall at the previ- 
ous two rounds. 

The start of the second moto was 
nearly a mirror image of the first, with 
Emig getting away quickest ahead of 
Lusk, McGrath, Kawasaki’s Ryan 
Hughes, Bradshaw, Todd DeHoop, 
Huffman, Jeff Pestana and Henry. 

Emig and Lusk again left the rest of 
the pack behind as they fought over first 
and second. Just as they had done in the 
first moto, the two riders stayed close 
together, especially at the halfway point 
when Lusk appeared as though he 
might pull off a pass but he then came 
around a lap later a few seconds in back 
of the leader. 

“J got real close to him (Emig) , then I 








made a mistake in the back section and 
he got away from me a little bit,” said 
Lusk. 

Lusk would again mount a serious 
charge late in the race, only to, once 
again, come up short and lose ground. 

“1 caught back up to him, but he 
must've wicked it back up,” said Lusk. 
“I just tried to put as much pressure on 
him as I could.” 

While Emig and Lusk were mixing it 
up out in front, McGrath circulated the 
track all alone in third. Meanwhile, 
Henry had worked his way into fourth, 
but hot on his tail were Hughes and 
Huffman. A few seconds behind 
Huffman came Swink, Bradshaw, Dowd 
and Ward. 

When the white flag came out, the 
finishing order of the first three riders - 
Emig, Lusk and McGrath - was all but 
set, but the race for fourth, involving 
Henry, Hughes and Huffman, was far 
from over. The three riders chased each 
other in an intense sprint race to the 
checkered flag. Henry held on just 
ahead of Hughes and Huffman. 

“I'm disappointed,” said Henry of 
his fourth place finish. “I got bad starts 
today, and on a fast track like this, you 
have to ride smooth to make up time, 
but it’s hard to ride smooth when you're 
behind. But I seemed to do better when I 
have to come from behind in points.” 

Swink finished seventh, while 
Bradshaw, who at one point early in the 
moto ran as high as fifth, faded back to 
eighth. 

“I made some mistakes and lost a lot 
of time when I was behind Ryan early in 
the race,” said Bradshaw, whose disap- 
pointing season continues. “I also got a 
little tired at the end. You have to ride 
125s different.” It's been over two years 
since Bradshaw raced a 125. 

Once again, Dowd finished in the 
ninth spot, and Ward finished 10th. 

“1 fell twice, on the second and 
fourth lap,” said Ward. “I caught up 
good; it was the hardest I've ridden all 











year. My goal now is to finish fourth in 
the series. Right now I’m sixth.” 

A couple of notable riders who didn’t 
finish in the top 10 overall were 
Kawasaki’s Robbie Reynard and Team 
Suzuki's Phil Lawrence. 

“1 got a bad start in the first moto 
and finished 11th,” said Reynard. “In 
the second moto my bike siezed - the 
crank.” 

Lawrence had a tough time staying 
on two wheels throughout the day. “I 
crashed twice in the first moto and 
eventually pulled off,” said Lawrence. 
“Then I crashed again in the second 
moto and finished 13th. It’s just a matter 
of getting used to 125s on fast tracks.” 
Earlier in the year, Lawrence finished 
second in the Western Regional 125cc 
Supercross Series and finished sixth in 
the 250cc National series. "0

7 aybe I was wrong,” I mum- 
M bled to myself, scratching my 
head as I eyed the travel 
assignment board on our office wall. 
“Perhaps the editor isn’t trying to kill 
me after all.” 

I was rapidly approaching my one- 
year anniversary at the newspaper, and 
while I was still very happy with the 
job, I was beginning to wonder if one of 
my esteemed cohorts might be attempt- 
ing to bump me off. Things seemed 
friendly enough around the office, but 
something about my recent travel 
assignments was making me suspicious. 
The first clue came when I was chosen 
to cover an amateur motocross near 
Waco, Texas, right at the height of 
David Koresh’s infamous cult stand-off 
there. 

That jaunt had actually gone off 
without serious incident, but next on the 
list was an excursion to the bustling 
metropolis of Tulsa, Oklahoma, where I 
would be covering a four-day National 
Reliability Enduro that was taking place 
nearby. This may sound harmless 
enough to those not in the know, but as 
nearly always happens when a motorcy- 
cle race is held in the Sooner State, a 
deadly tornado ravaged the area on day 
three, leaving me to seek refuge in a 
hail-pelted hotel room without electrici- 





1 actually survived both assignments 
relatively unscathed, but with two- 
straight trips into the hearts of veritable 
disaster areas, a seed of suspicion had 
been planted, and it was with a feeling 
of impending doom that I had snuck a 
glance at the assignment board to dis- 
cover my next destination. I snapped to 
attention when I read the simple entry 
below my name - Costa Rica. 

At first I feared a typo, assuming that 
I was meant to cover some stimulating 
press conference in my picturesque 
home city of Costa Mesa, but it seems 
that a company called Moto Aventura 
had actually invited an editor of our 
choice to join them on a five-day trail 
ride through the Costa Rican rain 
forests. Both Kit and Donn - the other 
two off-road riding aficionados in our 
office - already had travel assignments 
for the week of the trip, so I was the 
lucky winner. “Finally, a cushy assign- 
ment!” I thought, while visions of beau- 
tiful beaches and even more beautiful 
Latin girls danced in my head. 

My elation took a sharp nose-dive 
when just three days before I was set to 
leave, the nightly news reported that an 
obscure guerrilla group calling itself the 
“Commando of Death” had taken 19 of 
Costa Rica’s 22 Supreme Court magis- 
trates hostage in the capital of San Jose, 
where my flight would be landing...So 
much for my cushy assignment. 


Cover me...I’m goin’ in! 


Actually, while violence and political 
unrest ravage much of Central and 
South America, Costa Rica is known for 
being a very peaceful country, and no 
doubt the rare eruption which caused 
me so much alarm had been carefully 
pre-arranged by one of my co-workers. 
In fact, the entire ordeal was resolved 
before I even left the States. Costa Rica is 
also much richer than the countries 
which neighbor it, so much so that 
many inhabitants of those nations 
would give their right arms to cross the 
border permanently. After a week of 
trail riding there, even I was considering 
relocating! 


Riding across this narrow bridge was a bit 
unnerving. The missing plank didn’t help 
much, either. 





Just 185 miles wide at its broadest 
point, Costa Rica is a narrow strip of 
land, which, along with Panama, 
Nicaragua, Honduras and Guatemala, 
makes up Central America. Costa Rica is 
a beautiful tropical country near the 
equator, and features awesome scenery 
and year-round mild temperatures. 
Because Central America bridges two 
continents, flora and fauna from both 
North and South America are found in 
Costa Rica. Getting to Costa Rica, or 

“The Switzerland of the Americas,”‏ ۔ 
requires a flight of approximately eight‏ 
hours from Los Angeles, and more or‏ 
less depending upon where you live‏ 
and how long any connecting flight lay-‏ 
overs are. American travelers cross just‏ 
three time zones or less, as Costa Rica is‏ 
almost directly south of Florida. The‏ 
only documentation required for entry‏ 
is a valid passport.‏ 

Though long, the flight down to San 
Jose was pleasant enough, with stops in 
Mexico City and Guatemala City. Jose 
Larabure, my tour guide for the next 
seven days, picked me up at the airport 
and took me to the hotel in his BMW. 
San Jose is a compact city located in a 
Costa Rica’s Central Valley. Coffee and 
bananas are the country’s main exports, 

and the mountains that surround the 

valley are covered with plantations.

It was on the short jaunt to the hotel 
that I had my initial encounter with the 
typical Costa Rican method of driving. 
In my experience, only Italians approach 
this level of craziness, at least on city 
streets. The drill seems to go something 
like this, though there are variations: 

Step 1: Drive straight ahead as fast as 
you can until some immovable object 
impedes your forward progress 
(humans and animals are not immov- 
able). 

Step 2: Lean on your horn until said 
object is gone. 

Step 3: Repeat step 1. 

Fortunately, Senor Larabure was rel- 
atively sane, and he dropped me off in 
one piece at the Hotel Irazu - named 
after the Irazu volcano east of San Jose.

The 
rush of riding on the 
sand was more than 
just reward for our 
long day in the saddle. 


The volcano is famous for its view; both 
the Pacific Ocean and the Carribean Sea 
can be seen from its 11,278-foot peak. 

I was happy to discover that the 
accommodations were very nice, as was 
the case at all the hotels on our trip - 
none of the third-world nightmares that 
you hear so much about in places as 
near to home as Mexico. This hotel fea- 
tured television with both English and 
Spanish channels, and resembled a typi- 
cal classy American establishment. 
Costa Rica is very popular with 
American tourists, a little too much so, 
in fact. After Witnessing a couple of typ- 
ically arrogant, ethnocentric American 
travelers making fools of themselves, I 
found myself pretending that I was a 
local, avoiding my fellow countrymen 





like the plague. Costa Ricans, or Ticos, 
are very friendly and much more laid 
back than Americans. It is often possible 
to find someone who speaks English, 
especially in the hotels, but the locals 
appreciate it if you at least make an 
attempt at speaking Spanish. 

At the hotel, I met Franck, an editor 
for the French magazine Moto Verte, 
who would be accompanying us on the 
tour. Moto Aventura can escort groups 
of up to five people on their tours, but 
there were just four of us on this trip. 
The original plan had called for two 
German journalists to accompany us, 
but they bailed out inexplicably at the 
last minute. 

Franck was suffering from jet lag 
after crossing six time zones, but he had 
enough energy to grab a bite to eat 
before hitting the sack. We opted for a 
local pizzeria, where I was stunned to 
see several members of the NFL’s 
Denver Broncos - including quarterback 
John Elway - sit down at the table next 
to us and order enough food for a small 
herd of voracious wildebeests. Like 
Americans, Costa Ricans’ ancestry 
varies widely, and their cuisine reflects 
this fact. Italian, Mexican, French, 
German and many other types of food 
are available, and the comida tipico, or 
local food, is also quite good. The colon 
is the local currency, but most places 


















































accept American dollars as well. 
Exchange rates vary, but prices seemed 
comparable to those in the States. 


The culprits 


Bright and early the next morning, 
Franck and I - both in full riding gear, to 
the amazement of the typical tourist 
types - were picked up by a taxi and 
taken to Moto Pazos, a small San Jose 
motorcycle shop that serves as Moto 
Aventura’s headquarters. 

Senor Larabure (or “Larry,” as he 
prefers to be called) is a native of Peru 
who moved to Costa Rica by way of 
Ireland. In Ireland, he learned English 
and met his wife, but after consistently 
being chased out of his favorite riding 
areas by irate farmers, he relocated to 
Costa Rica with the idea in mind of 
starting a company that would organize 
dirt bike tours. 

Upon arriving in the country in 
October of 1991, Larry was fortunate 
enough to immediately hook up with 
Ignacio Pazo, owner of Moto Pazos. 
Pazo, who is also the official Costa Rican 
importer of Cagiva’s line of bikes and 
Pirelli tires, liked Larry’s idea enough to 
provide him with full financial backing 
for the project. That included buying the 
motorcycles, and because of Pazo’s 
Italian affiliation, the only question the 
partners had to answer was which 
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Husqvarna to use. After taking into 
account the almost non-stop abuse that 
the machines would be subjected to, 
Pazo and Larry opted for the reliability 
of four-strokes, and chose 610s over 350s 
for the same reason: the big-bores 
require less frequent maintenance than 
the higher-revving 350s. The bikes - all 
‘92 models - were obviously well-used, 
but were in fairly good condition over- 
all. Moto Aventura plans to use a two- 
year replacement schedule, so they 
should have a new batch of ‘94 models 
before too long. : 

At Moto Pazos, Franck and I met 
Konrad, who Larry had drafted to 
replace the absent Germans. Konrad is a 
close friend of Larry’s and a mechanical 
engineer in San Jose. While our group 
was small, this actually worked to our 
advantage in that we were left with a 
spare bike. Later, this would prove to 
come in very handy. 

Larry’s assistant Alvaro drove the 
shop’s truck - transporting our gas, 
tools, and spare bike - and met us at dif- 
ferent points along the tour. Alvaro was 
quite a character, constantly chattering 
away in some bizarre dialect of Spanish 
and hooting at any girl who was unfor- 
tunate enough to wander within 
earshot. We were never at a shortage for 
entertainment during our gas stops. 


Jungle warfare 


As we made the final adjustments to 
our bikes, Larry asked us what kind of 
trails we wanted to ride. Before the trip, 
I had sought out the advice of friend 
and photographer Kinney Jones, who 
had been on the tour a year earlier with 


an editor from another American publi- , 


cation. Kinney warned me that no mat- 
ter how awesome I felt, never to ask for 
difficult trails. Though you wouldn't 
guess it from talking with him, Larry is 
a very talented rider, so riders won't 
have to worry about leaving their guide 
behind. Larry has competed in the Incas 
Rally and served as a chase rider at the 
ISDE, and he knows the trails of Costa 
Rica like the back of his hand. Moto 
Aventura can customize their tours for 
riders of any skill level, but don’t let 
your pride get the better of you when 
Larry asks how good you are. On past 
tours, he has had to carry “macho 
types” out of the jungle on horseback, 
then hike back to retrieve the bikes. 

I remembered Kinney’s warning, but 
bit my tongue and let Franck answer for 
us. Fortunately for me, the Frenchman 
said he wanted to start off easy for day 
one, then try the hard stuff. 
Unfortunately for me, Larry had the 
absurd idea that simply because we 
were moto-journalists, this meant we 
possessed a modicum of talent on 
motorcycles. “There is no easy way for 
the first day,” lied Larry. “You'll like the 
trail, though. There are a couple spots 
that aren’t too tough.” 

With those words to inspire our con- 
fidence, we fired up our bikes and head- 
ed west out of San Jose to the moun- 
tains. After a few miles of busy city 
streets, we arrived at the outskirts of 
town and jumped off the pavement onto 
a rocky dirt road. The villages we 
passed through got smaller and smaller, 
and the grade steepened progressively 
until before we knew it, we were getting 
a fairly strenuous workout. Soon we 
were high above San Jose, overlooking 
the city from a tree-lined ridge top. 

Being from scorched-dry southern 
California, I was particularly amazed at 
how green everything was in Costa 
Rica. The hillsides are completely cov- 
ered with trees, and the only open areas 
were the farmers’ fields, which were 
also green. Of course, the reason for all 
this lush plant life is the country’s high 
precipitation levels. Costa Rica receives 
the most rain during the summer

months, though you should be prepared 
for wet conditions no matter when you 
plan your trip. A lightweight shell is 
preferable to a trick Gore-Tex enduro 
jacket, as the temperature normally 
remains warm even while the rain is 
falling. 

Our tour took place during the first 
week of May, just before the heavy rains 
were about to start, but the skies opened 
up as we met the chase truck for our 
first gas stop. Alvaro was stopped at a 
small awning beside the road, and while 
he refueled the bikes out in the rain, we 
sat under the shelter eating bananas and 
cookies and drinking Gatorade. 
Throughout the tour, the locations for 
our gas stops ranged from private hous- 
es, to small cafes, to wide spots in the 
road, but they were always welcome. 

The rain stopped after approximately 
45 minutes, just in time for us to 
remount and continue east towards the 
Pacific Ocean, which started to become 
visible from some of the higher ridges. 
The afternoon trail started off fairly 


easy, but after an hour or so we popped 
onto a narrow cow trail that headed 
straight down a mountain. The single- 
track was only a few inches wide, with 
grass towering above our heads on both 
sides. In addition, we were forced to 
descend large steps that had been creat- 
ed by cows’ hooves. The challenge lay in 
trying to negotiate the trail with any- 
thing resembling smoothness, especially 
on the bulky 610s. I am a big fan of four- 
strokes, but the tamer 350 would have 
definitely been less of a handful on 
Costa Rica’s tighter single-track trails. 
That said, the big Huskys were certainly 
welcome when the trails began to open 
up. 

P; was completely winded by the time 
we reached the bottom, and was con- 
vinced that I had forgotten how to ride a 
motorcycle. The final few miles were on 
paved and dirt roads, though, and it 
was beginning to get dark just as we 
arrived at Jaco Beach, our final destina-

tion for the day. After a day in the jun- 
gle, it was quite a feeling to pull into the 
Jaco Beach Hotel, the sound waves from 
the big thumpers setting off the car 
alarms in the parking lot full of BMWs. 
The bikes use the stock exhausts and 
aren't overly loud, but they attract plen- 
ty of attention, nonetheless. 

Jaco Beach is a popular tourist town 
straight west of San Jose, and the hotel 
featured beach access and an outdoor 
bar. The waves and warm water are 
great and surfboard rentals are avail- 
able, but our group opted to jump in the 
pool, shower and eat, then head straight 
to bed to rest our bodies for another day 
of riding. 

Wake-up call for us and the rest of 
the hotel guests was provided by the 
sound of our own bikes, as Alvaro 
thoughtfully warmed up the engines. 
My muscles were already sore, but we 
were faced with what would be one of 
the longest days of the trip, so after a 
quick breakfast, we stumbled into our 








gear and headed north on a paved road. 
Before long, approaching cars began to 
flash their headlights, warning us that a 
police car was stopping people up 
ahead. Sure enough, after a few more 
curves, we were pulled over by a pair of 
cops. It was at this point that I was glad 
I had carried my passport and 
California driver’s license, and that 
Larry had taped the bikes’ paperwork 
under the bikes’ seats. After a few min- 
utes of discussion, we were allowed to 
continue on our way. 

Soon we arrived at the town of 
Puntarenas, which was once Costa 
Rica’s major Pacific port, but is now 


‘more of a fishing village. Puntarenas 


(which in Spanish means “point of 
sand”) is only a few blocks wide, but is 
several miles long. As we idled down 
the town’s paved road, we could see the 
ocean on both sides. We arrived at the 
end of the point and boarded the ferry 
that carried us and our bikes across the 
Gulf of Nicoya to the Nicoya Peninsula. 
We parked the muddy Huskys along- 
side the work trucks, buses and passen- 
ger cars, and sat back for the pleasant 
hour-long ride. On the way to the ferry’s 
destination of Naranjo Beach, we passed 
San Lucas Island, which was formerly 
the site of a penitentiary. According to a 
local man who was on the boat with us, 
officials closed the jail when they decid- 
ed the pleasant atmosphere of the island 
was too nice for the prisoners. 

After the ferry ride we continued on 
more paved roads, and just when I was 
beginning to wonder if Larry thought 
we were wimps, we hopped onto one of 
the best trails I have ever ridden. The 
trail was extremely slippery due to 
recent rains, but had plenty of soft grass 
on both sides to cushion flying bodies 
and bikes. The trail took us deep into 
the jungle, then opened up onto a dirt 
road. 

We continued towards the west coast 
of the peninsula, passing through small 





villages along the way. Soccer is huge in 
Costa Rica, and nearly every town has 
its own team and playing field. As our 
bikes approached, the games would 
stop and children rushed to the side of 
the road, where they yelled and clapped 
as we rode by. The Huskys are 
equipped with cool “buzzer” horns, and 
the townspeople would cheer twice as 
loud when we waved or beeped the 
horns. 

Konrad and I were dicing along one 
fast, rolling fire road near the end of the 
day, when we approached a crude 
wooden bridge at the bottom of a dip. 
Konrad crossed first, and to my dismay, 
his bike catapulted several of the wood- 
en planks off the side of the road and 
into the river. Traveling too quickly to 
stop, I was forced to aim for one of the 
two narrow supporting timbers, which I 
“tight-roped” my way across at high 
speed, screaming at the top of my lungs 
the whole way. 

Soon we arrived at Junquilla Beach, a 
beautiful long stretch of sand on the 
Pacific coast. We hopped onto the sand 
and opened up the big Huskys, imitat- 
ing Eric Geboers in the Le Touquet 
Beach Race. We parked our bikes at the 
Antumalal Hotel, which was simple and 
tranquil - a perfect place to spend the 
night after a long day of riding. Each 
small, clean cabin had a hammock on 
the front porch, and ours were soon dec- 
orated with an array of filthy riding 
gear. 

What seemed like just minutes after 
falling asleep to the sound of waves 
crashing on the beach, I was awakened 
by the din of howling monkeys. The 
critters awoke even earlier than Alvaro, 
and were not shy about reminding us to 
hit the trail. My now-bright-red back- 
side was faced with another long day in 
the saddle, as we were to return to Jaco 
Beach by that evening. 

We rode out of town on dirt roads, 
dodging cat-sized iguanas as we headed 
east. We followed several tough trails in 
the morning, including one awesome 
winding, uphill fire road that was lit- 
tered with wet rocks. The humid air was 
misty and my goggles fogged up imme- 
diately, but the trail was so much fun I 
didn’t even mind. 

The afternoon was easier, as we were 
running late and had to take dirt roads 
to make up time. Still, the day did not 
pass without incident, as Konrad took a 
trip over the bars in a river and I had a 
close encounter with a horse. The horse 
was standing in the middle of a down- 
hill dirt road, so I slowed to a creep, 
then sped back up after I thought I was 
safely by. A few seconds later, I caught a 
glimpse of someone passing me on the 
left, and assumed that Larry wanted to 
race. I was awestruck when I saw that it 
was not Larry with whom I was dicing, 
but the horse, and we both realized at 
the same moment that our speed was 
too great for the following turn. I locked 
up the brakes and laid the bike into the 
berm at the edge of the road, as the 
horse did the same just inches in front of 
me. I have become accustomed to close 
encounters with other dirt bikes, but it 
was quite an unusual feeling to eat roost 
thrown from the hooves of a horse. 
After that incident, I was more careful 
around the many animals we encoun- 
tered. 

We crossed the north end of the Gulf 
of Nicoya on the Tempisque Ferry, 
which was only a 20-minute jaunt, and 
hopped onto a paved road so that we 
could make it to the hotel before dark. I 
assumed our adventures for the day 
were over, but as the road headed 
through a cut in a hill, the sound from 
Larry's bike shook loose a couple of pre- 
cariously placed boulders. I was at the 
end of the line, and the rocks reached 





the street just as I was passing through 
the cut, but I made it through after a few 
tense moments dodging shrapnel. 

Konrad’s tour was over when we 
arrived at Jaco Beach, as he had to be at 
work the next day, so despite our 
exhaustion, we decided to take him out 
for a night on the town. I won't go into 
detail, but suffice it to say that Jaco 
Beach is not hurting for night life. We all 
enjoyed ourselves greatly, but I didn’t 
envy Konrad the next morning when I 
awoke with a throbbing headache, and 
knew he was at that moment sitting on a 
crowded bus back to San Jose, where he 
would work all day long. 

Day four consisted of a clockwise 
loop to the north of Jaco Beach, but our 
day was cut short when Franck’s bike 
decided to call it quits. We were well 
into the ride when the bottom end 
locked up, leaving us stranded in the 
jungle. We decided to tow the bike out, 
with me pulling Larry, and Franck 
pushing the wounded machine when 
we arrived at particularly steep ascents. 
It was around 90 degrees and extremely 
humid, and the sweat was literally 
streaming off our bodies. Whenever we 
stopped I would park the bike in a 
shady spot and sit a few steps away 
from the heat of the engine, in a feeble 
effort to stay cool. The bikes sported 
crossbar-mounted canteens and I also 
carried one of my own, but both were 
usually dry by the time we were able to 
refill them. 


We had planned for an abbreviated - 


day after the previous night’s shenani- 
gans, but it was dark before we even got 
out of the mountains, and we negotiated 
the paved roads back to Jaco Beach with 
the aid of our headlights. Needless to 
say, we opted not to party that night, 
instead hitting the beds early and rest- 
ing up for our final day of riding. 
Franck grabbed the spare bike, and 
day five was just as awesome as the rest 
of the trip, with one final bit of adven- 
ture thrown in for good measure. 
Halfway back to San Jose, we arrived at 
a narrow foot bridge over a river, and I 
knew I was in trouble when a group of 
children sprinted out of a nearby house 
to watch us make the attempt. Just get- 
ting on the bridge required riding up 
several large, concrete steps, and once 
we were up, the bridge began to sway 
back and forth. To the disappointment 
of the children, we all made it across 
without incident, though wheelying 
across an open space where a plank was

missing made for a few anxious 
moments. 

When we arrived at the shop and 
dropped off our bikes at the end of the 
day, it felt strange to realize we 
wouldn’t be saddling up again the next 
day. It didn’t take long before I started 
feeling sad about leaving. Larry, Franck 
and Konrad had all been complete 
strangers five days earlier, but we had 
become quite close after a week together 
in the jungle. I can honestly say that 
Costa Rica offers some of the best riding 
I have ever encountered, and I was all 
but kicking and scratching to stay while 











Larry was taking me to the airport the 
next day. Moto Aventura normally 
schedules one day for sightseeing after 
the tour, but customers can do other- 
wise if they desire. If you have the time, 
I recommend trying to schedule a few 
days before and/or after the ride to 
make like a tourist. Unfortunately, I had 
to be back at the office as soon as possi- 
ble, to try and convince everyone that I 
had been hard at work all week. They 
didn’t fall for it. 

Larry can cater to groups of any skill 
level, and is eager to do what it takes to 
make you happy. The price of the tour - 
$1970 for a five-day ride, $1385 for three 
days, or $285 for one day - includes 
bikes, gas, accommodation and all 
meals. The only other expense you'll 
have is the air fare, which averages 
around $675, but can vary greatly 
depending upon when you travel and 
where you depart from. CN

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NO STALGIA Elsinore Grand Prix 





Everyone was there but Hamlet

hey were racing weekends to end 

all weekends, beginning at the end 

of an era of flower power, hippies, 
love beads, and to-hell-with-the-gov- 
ernment gatherings, and tailing off 
with a groan in the ‘70s due to specta- 
tor behavior resembling, that of interna- 
tional soccer fans. But if you were a 
racer - oh my, was the Elsinore Grand 
Prix fun. At Elsinore, competitors got 
to ride on more kinds of surfaces and 
through more kinds of settings than it’s 
possible to find at contemporary 
events. Now, the Grand Prix races of its 
type are gone; the people, gone, but 
this piece will attempt to document 
what those weekends were like and 
how irresponsible humans (some of 
them racers, unfortunately) killed the 
events - dead. 

Driving to the small town of Elsinore, 
California, nowadays brings back mem- 
ories, especially if you take the back 
streets which were used before the free- 
way was finished. You'll pick up the old 
feelings in Corona, a town where car 
races ran on the wide, curved main 
street during the “Roaring ‘20s.” Lined 
with ancient pepper trees and pretty, old 
houses, the road still hasn’t changed. 
Proceed up the hill to a left turn, the spot 
where a large-frame mansion that was 
then a commune stood. The road contin- 
ues through an area where acres of 
oranges once grew and where bracero 
shacks used to line the road; one or two 
are still there if you know where to look. 
Take the road on out past Ken Maeley’s 





place and be sure to schedule a stop at 
Tom’s Farms. 

If you rode Elsinore, you'll remember 
Tom’s Farms, a fruit stand where most 
riders would stop for bags of fruit and 


-other goodies (no booze was sold), and 


maybe eat some of the best hamburgers 
in the world. Believe it or not, the stand 
still looks like it did on those weekends, 
and even back then it looked like it hadn’t 
changed since the ‘30s. The only clues are 
the slightly fancier cash registers, and the 
fact that they’ve added a proper restau- 
rant and a man-made duck pond. 

The approach to Elsinore shows that - 
like everywhere else in southern 
California - the wide open spaces are 
quickly being covered by what the cur- 
rent tacky style is: either Cape Cod 
buildings in blue and white, surrounded 
by skinny eucalyptus trees, or something 
called Mediterranean, which is usually 
in shades of flamingo and green with 
red-tiled roofs... Yuck! 

The town itself? Amazing. It hasn't 
changed much at all. Just try to look at it 
without the housing tracts in the back- 
ground; instead keep your eyes focused 
on the main street, the old hotel and little 
town park in the downtown section, 
which are all just the same as before. 
Many of the grand old (and small old) 
hot spring bath houses are no longer 
there, and neither is the hotel that was 
built in the ‘20s as a health spa. The huge 
lot and stone wall are still there, and you 
may purchase it if you wish, hot spring 
and all. So in spite of it all, Elsinore can 
still give you an attack of the wistfuls. 

It all started in 1968, on the weekend 





of February 10 and 11. AMA’s District 
37, the national organization’s southern 
California chapter, had done wonderful 
work in setting everything up. District 
President Ron Sloan and Bill Adams, a 
true desert hound and a marvelous old 
timer who rode in the desert despite the 
fact that he was missing one hand, 
worked with the Gripsters M.C. and con- 
vinced the Chamber of Commerce that a 
motorcycle grand prix was just the ticket 
to bring in some much-needed cash and 
excitement to the town. 

The Catalina Grand Prix was already 
gone, many things having killed it. The 
hardest job with that event had been the 
transport of bikes, riders and spectators 
to and from the island. Elsinore posed 
no such problem, and excitement ran 
high. Even Corona restaurants adver- 
tised race-day specials, and the local citi- 
zenry was behind it. 

Francis Petty was the president of the 
Gripsters, and the amount of work that 
he and his club members assumed was 
enormous, though it was all done gladly. 
Dirt bikers were more like family in 
those days. Belonging to and supporting 
your club was important, but everyone 
pitched in at Elsinore, regardless of their 
club affiliation. 

Leafing through that first program, 
you'll find ads from Herb Litch’s 
Machine Shop in Long Beach, Ken 
Maeley the steel shoe man ($25 plus 
postage, back then), Long Beach 
Triumph, Irv Seaver BSA (featuring a 
sketch of Dallas Baker), Malcolm Smith 
(his Riverside Husqvarna dealership 
was much newer, and he had not yet 





started his successful distributing com- 
pany or product line), and Milne 
Brothers (offering BSA, Yamaha and 
MotoBeta, along with an all-leather 
motocross boot from England that was 
called “Big John” - nothing like them 
around today). Other ads were from 
Norm Reeves BSA and from BSA 
Western itself, reading, “Haul your old 
sled in, ride out on a brand-new BSA - 
beauty, power, reliability.” Also includ- 
ed was a double-truck centerfold of all 
the current Greeves, which were avail- 
able at Nick Nicholson Motors in North 
Hollywood. 

The race course started south of 
Highway 71, out in the boonies by the 
lake. There actually is a Lake Elsinore, 
and depending on what the weather is 
like at the time, it ranges from a nearly 
dried-up puddle, to a nicely filled body 
of water that is perfect for water skiing, 
to a monster that has flooded and 
destroyed part of the town. In 1968 it 
was growing nicely and looked quite 
pretty. 

The pits were out in a vast grassy 
area, quite a trot from town. The start 
blasted away in almost hare and hound 
fashion, with long rows of riders leaving 
all abreast in one-minute intervals. The 
marked area then tightened up to even- 
tually drop down into a bear of sand- 
wash which caused either terror or 
delight, depending on your view of 
rough dirt riding. Some of the TT riders 
nearly had heart attacks in the section, 
but desert racers hopped up and down 
over the rollers with great aplomb, 
shooting rooster tails as they ripped 


under the wooden trestle bridge and 
leapt up and onto the roads. From then 
on, the nine-mile circuit was mostly 
graded or pavement. It also climbed up 
onto the side of hill, causing some nail- 
biting by officials who hoped no one 
would drop it up there and require 
heavy equipment to drag out the body! 
The riders then dropped down into town 
and began twisting left and right 
through the city to the cheers of friends, 
spectators and, in some cases, totally 
stunned locals who suddenly found 
themselves having more fun than they’d 
experienced in years. 

The small bikes ran Saturday, with 
the Heavyweight class racing Sunday. 
By day two, it wasn’t uncommon in the 
successful early years to see small 
groups of senior citizens in their front 
gardens with their chairs all in a row 
and their trays of lemonade and iced tea 
at the ready, thoroughly enjoying the 
race, 

The pavement sections were difficult 
for most competitors, and riding styles 
ranged from the sublime to the ridicu- 
lous; but who wouldn’t look a bit bug- 
eyed while racing on the pavement with 
full knobbies? District President Sloan, a 
desert racer himself, came through town 
looking super for a camera shot, but his

Norton just couldn’t keep the lean and 
the next second he was on his buns. 

The Hollywood set was easily attract- 
ed to these kinds of races and to what 
dirt biking was like at the time, but 
nobody made a big deal about the stars. 
If they liked to get dirty and loved 
motorcycles, then they were just the 
same as the next guy. This would change 
in later years, but in 1968, one of the “big 
names” was Hal Needham, happily cir- 
culating the course on his Husky. He 
would in short time have great success 
with those hilarious Cannonball Run 
movies and other production activities. 
Others on the scene that weekend were 
names like Art Barda and Bill Bartels; 
future Grand National Champion Gary 
Scott won the 100cc Amateur class. 

Every year it took some time to figure 
out who the winners were, because of 
the separate starting waves and the 
usual mix-up of so many riders. But first 
overall for that first Elsinore Grand Prix 
was number-one desert plate holder 


Steve Hurd on a Kawasaki, and on 
Sunday it was Steve Scott on a 360cc El 
Bandido Bultaco who triumphed over 
the heavyweights. 

When February, 1969, rolled along, so 
did a 79-year record rainfall. When 
Elsinore old-timers bench race, most 
have more stories to tell about getting 
out of the pits on Sunday night than 
about what actually went on out on the 
course. But everywhere, the mud was 
legendary. 

Again, the starts were out across the 
wide-open spaces, but what most of the 
racers didn’t know, unless they'd earlier 
taken the long hike out there, was that 
part of the lake had extended out, and 
lay just under the grass. 

To get into the pits, which lay just off 
the road, drivers had to drop off down a 
short-but-steep incline onto a dirt space 
that rapidly turned to goo as more and 
more people arrived. It looked bad, but 
everyone decided they would worry 
about that later. 


The riders rocketed off the start, send- 
ing clods of dirt flying and then, 
VOOM!, a huge wave of water rose into 
the air. For some in row two, getting 
caught in that mess was a nightmare, 
and they just drowned out and never got 
any further. Over the many years of rac- 
ing, nothing has come close to that start. 

As the race progressed, the circuit 
became miles of mud in places. Riders 
fell and couldn’t get out, finally making 
it back to the pits with horror stories. Per 
the entry instructions, everyone had 
geared for a 60 mph straightaway. Only 
20% of the little bikes finished and per- 
haps, somewhere out there under the 
hardpan, is a little Hodaka or Honda 
and maybe a small skeleton or two from 
someone who couldn't get out. No one 
saw ‘em, and they went down like the 
beasts in the Brea Tar Pits. 

The first year, the Gripsters had 
scored the usual way, with club ladies 
using pencils and pads of paper. This is 
probably the most necessary, and yet the

most unsung job in racing, but the poor 
workers would still catch flak from 
ingrates who just KNEW they were not 
two laps down. Even after all these 
years, the Gripster ladies are to be salut- 
ed. Well, bright and early that morning, 
they were all so happy with the piece of 
equipment that had been added to their 
papers and pencils - a nice automatic 
camera to record everything at the finish 
line. 

But there were still problems. As the 
laps progressed, each bike that came 
through carried a muddy rider and a 
completely obliterated number plate. 
Even stops to remove the gluck didn’t 
work very well. Not until three days 
later, after exhaustive runs, reruns and 
rechecks had been done, were the results 
posted, declaring Gunner Lindstrom as 
the winner. It was decided that the only 
system that would work would be to 
physically stop each rider as he 
approached the line, wipe his plate so it 
could somehow be recorded, and then 
release him to get all muddy again. 

Again, still-famous racing names 
were listed in the program, including 
celebrities like “Monkee” Mickey Alzola 
(a Montesa-mounted Novice class racer), 
future scourge of the speedway circuit 
“Wild Bill” Cody, and, for his second 
outing, Bill Bartels, who is now winning 
fame and fortune as purveyor of Harley- 
Davidsons to the rich and famous and 
also as the sponsor of dirt track legend 
Jay Springsteen. 

The group that made the biggest 
impression on everyone was the 
Viewfinders M.C. Many members were 
stuntmen, and it was only due to them 
that many people made it out of the 
muddy pits. These guys stayed well after 
midnight getting folks out. There was a 
lot of digging with shovels, then the 
attempt to reach the road. The short 
incline had to be hit at a pretty good clip 
to hop out onto the main road, except 
that by this time it was covered with a 
vaseline-like surface that could hang up 
the bottom your pickup (vans weren’t 
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invented then) and the only way 
through was to do exactly as told. 
Viewfinder Everett Creach, who did the 
riding as George Hamilton’s “Evel 
Kneivel,” would get you started in the 
ruts, then tell you, “Don’t stop for any- 
thing, and I mean ANYTHING.” He'd 
tell you the right gear to be in and away 
you'd go, driving between lines of men, 
all ready to give you a shove should you 
bog down. For those helpful chaps, this 
went on for hour after hour, but the situ- 
ation had become a challenge and racers 
love a challenge. Besides, everyone real- 
ly likes to play in the mud when mom’s 
not looking! 

The third running in 1970 was eager- 
ly awaited, but by then, word had 
spread and the public found out what 
we were up to in the early spring in 
Elsinore. The Los Angeles Times esti- 
mated the spectator crowd in town at 
50,000, and weren’t really too kind about 
it all. 

This year saw the bikes all impound- 
ed overnight under lock and key in the 
baseball field, so, if you hadn't done all 








missed if you weren’t a part of those 
days. Anyway, McQueen and his Husky 
were nearly creating fainting spells 
among some spectators who suddenly 
realized, “It’s HIM, it’s really HIM!” 
He'd also been there the year before, but 
with riders treating him as one of their 
own and not so many spectators, he’d 
gotten away with it. This year he wasn’t 
so lucky, and finally had to ask a local 
yokel to give him a break and let him out 
of the fishbowl for a while. 

The starting rows - 10 riders abreast 
in each - stretched for over a quarter 
mile back into town, and the noise was 
earsplitting as row after row took off, 
giving watchers an adrenalin rush and 
causing them to wonder if the rows 
weren't reproducing themselves some- 
where in the back. Saturday they started 
1116 lightweights and 500 heavies left 
the line on Sunday. The media just about 
gave up any attempt to cover the event 
as a regular race, and instead just scrib- 
bled notes, listened to individual tales, 
and tried to figure out approximately 
who the leaders overall were. 





plus entrants who were strung around 
the circuit wasn’t easy, but what a chal- 
lenge! The sensation all enjoyed the most 
was coming off the dirt road into town 
and blasting by all the stop signs! 

Sunday brought more spectators and 
problems. The majority of crashes 
occurred where riders changed surfaces 
and on certain in-town turns that could 
only be negotiated at X mph (regardless 
of how great the rider’s skill level). A bit 
too quick and you'd be on your buns. 
Grady Lafferty’s International Racing 
Radio Crew had a member at each such 
place to call up extra assistance in crowd 
control when needed, and it would not 
be incorrect to say the Grand Prix could 
not have been run without them. With 
their walkie talkies and base headquar- 
ters, they could move ambulances, police 
or whatever was required around the 
circuit quickly. That Sunday the crew 
found themselves very busy as a strange 
phenomena began to occur. 

People who had just driven out for 
the day (as opposed to the true fans) had 
no concept of just how fast the racing

the work your scoot needed, you 
couldn't do it the night before. Jim Foxe, 
the tough-but-fair race director, presided 
over riders’ meetings. Celebrities - 
experts or novices - were all treated the 
same; same rules for everybody and cry- 
babies or snivelers were not tolerated. 

With the riders’ meeting over, every- 
one trooped to the gate to get their 
motorcycles. Some panic started when 
the officer who had the key couldn’t be 
found, adding some hilarity along with 
the nervous attacks. Finally the cop was 
found and the day really started. 

From the lock-up area, riders’ stami- 
na was tested early, as they had to push 
their mounts mostly uphill for several 
blocks; and that meant riders pushing, 
not friends. Some of the old-timers and 
those who had partied a bit the night 
before suffered quite a bit before they 
even kicked the motors to life. 

Pushing right along with everyone 
else was actor Steve McQueen. In those 
days before his untimely death, 
McQueen was a real dirt racer, not an 
actor playing at being one. Watch the 
movie “On Any Sunday” (the first one), 
and you can see McQueen’s talents for 
yourself, along with the other things you 





After the first few hundred had start- 
ed, things became more difficult as 
many of the visiting hordes walked up 
to see what was happening up on the 
road, crowding in on the front lines and 
creating a dangerous situation that was 
impossible to control. 7 

The gas pits stretched along one of 
the town’s back roads, one long lane that 
was lined on both sides with crews, club 
banners, handmade signs and balloons - 
just about anything to help riders spot 
their crews when they came in. Bruce 
Brown’s helicopter was following riders 
around the course with McQueen run- 
ning in the top 10 - and the scoring was 
again being assisted by video tape; this 
time the mud was just of the normal 
variety in the sandwash by the lake. Still, 


with timed starts and pit stops to be > 


taken into account, it would be weeks 
before the results were out. Saturday’s 
win went to Gary Bailey on a Greeves, 
but the racing between Bailey, 
Husqvarna-mounted Malcolm Smith 
and desert ace Mike Patrick had those 
who were trying to the keep nose count 
talking to themselves. 

For the riders, threading their way 
back and forth among their fellow 1000- 





machines were going, and thus lacked 
the ability to judge distance versus 
speed. So there they were, normal 
Americans, reaching out to touch the 
riders or scampering in front of the bikes 
like the Mexican countryfolks had done 
with the cars in the Mexican Road Race 
in the ‘50s. Not all scampered quick 
enough at Elsinore, and Malcom Smith 
had a devastating crash because of it. 

Coming around the bend and out 
onto the main back straight, Smith was 
full on it when a woman with two little 
kids in tow just decided to cross to the 
other side. The real race fans couldn’t 
believe their eyes. Smith saw them and 
locked it up; there was nothing else he 
could do but try to avoid them, and it’s a 
wonder he was able. 

The Husky slid as Smith leaned to 
miss the group, and then he lost it and 
he and bike slid across the pavement, 
into the dirt, and didn’t stop until they 
hit a tree. It was one hell of a crash! As 
people picked the bike off him, all Smith 
could say in a panicky voice was, “Did I 
miss them? Did I miss the kids?” The 
fans assured him that he had, but he 
kept on, “They just walked out in front 
of me - are you sure I missed them?” 





Those at the scene were still have 
trouble believing what had actually hap- 
pened. As Smith was sliding for the tree, 
some were running for him while others 
were running towards the kids and 
mother, who had started to become hys- 
terical. As the excitement finally began 
to die down, there still was not another 
motorcycle in sight, nor had one gone 
by. An act of total unconscious stupidity 
had ended Smith’s efforts at Elsinore for 
the year, and had almost ended his life. 

Another ISDT medal winner, Steve 
Hurd, was adding to his list of victories 
that Sunday as he won the overall, while 
spouse Jackie Hurd rode “monkey” on 
Woody Caruth’s sidehack. The hack 
Aragon/Deurmeirer hack team had the 
crowd cheering lap after lap, as they 
were decked out as Easter bunnies, huge 
ears and all. At Hopetown the season 
before, they had made their appearance 
as Santa Claus and an elf. Their class 
was won by the Meter brothers, who 
were Greeves-powered. 

Gary Bailey did not get to repeat his 
previous day's win; his bike broke a pri- 
mary nut. Mike Patrick ran up front off 
and on with Lars Larsen and Hurd, with 
Larsen running out of gas a quarter mile 
from the finish. A spectator gave him a 
few drops, but it wasn’t enough and just 
kept him sputtering along a bit, and be 
ended up pushing the bike in to cross 
the finish line and be posted as a finish- 
er. 

Once all the “big boys” were off the 
course, the rest of the hundreds just sort 
of struggled and straggled in, most of 
them still completely enthused by the 
whole experience of riding a race like 
Elsinore. “Better than Catalina,” said one 
happy soul, washing down the mud and 
bugs with something cold; you couldn’t 
have had higher praise than that. 

If the Ides of March once brought bad 
luck to Julius Caesar, they didn’t do 
much better for the Gripsters and the 
Grand Prix in 1971. Way before the race 
was even properly in gear, the thinkers 
of District 37 were having more than sec- 
ond thoughts about the event. After 
many insider meetings with the head 
honchos of each group, including the 
Elsinore civic leaders, the Gripsters 
agreed to run it again. Shopkeepers 
again looked forward to their increased 
revenues for that weekend, but a not-so 
enthused District 37 Sports Committee 
did not put it on the District calendar in 
hopes that fewer people would find out 
about it...Ha! 

ABC’s Wide World of Sports showed 
up to shoot the event; spectators grew in 
huge numbers, most of them in town 
and clogging things up. There were hun- 
dreds more Novice-class riders, but a 
distinct drop in Expert and Amateur 
entries. 

A look through the program shows 
some still-famous names entered in what 
was then their early racing years, like 
Larry Roeseler on a Harley-Davidson 
Baja in the 100cc Expert class, and Jeff 
Wright on a Rickman. Number 44 was 
McQueen, who could not escape unseen, 
so a bit of skullduggery took place. The 
number 44 machine appeared on the line 
in its proper place, but a friend had 
pushed it there, with a small mob fol- 
lowing along, just waiting for the actor 
to appear. His wife and known friends 
were close to it as the excitement grew, 
while about six rows back, unnoticed as 
just another one of many Huskys, there 
stood McQueen's real mount, with dif- 
ferent numbers; the club had changed 
his number, and by the time the mob 
had mentally dealt with the fact that the 
man who had ridden off on number 44 
wasn’t “everyone's favorite movie star,” 
McQueen was off and vanishing down 
the road. 

Away from town, the racing was- 
great, but as riders negotiated the out-- 





back and came out onto the city streets, 
the crowds started putting the racers in 
jeopardy. The sky was blue, the Gallo 
was wonderful, and spectators were 
mellowed out and wandering from cor- 
ner to corner - just groovin’ the scene - 
not realizing that the approaching riders 
were doing some 70-plus mph. 

At the gas pits, tales of near misses 
started filtering in. One rider kicked a 
spectator smack in the leg, and didn’t 
feel the least bit sorry about it. Another 
told of riding up behind a gal and giving 
her a healthy shove in the buns to get 
her over to the side and out of the traffic 
lane. The man did feel a bit guilty, as this 
conduct was completely out of the ordi- 
nary for him. He did it because he felt 
the spectators were losing the Elsinore 
Grand Prix for the riders, and it was time 
for him to protest. (Protests were big in 
those days). 

By the time night fell on Saturday, it 
truly appeared that there would never 
be another race at Elsinore. The out- 
siders got a hold of the crowd control 
barricades and made bonfires out of 





was the question.” Finally, with lawsuits 
pending, the Gripsters and District 37 
had to say, “Sorry, we just can’t do this 
anymore as an amateur sporting event; 
the risks are too costly.” 

In the 1972, the Elsinore Chamber of 
Commerce, understandably not wanting 
to relinquish the big weekend of 
increased business for merchants, decid- 
ed they would throw the race them- 
selves. Again, District 37 faced the dis- 
sention. Some called for a boycott of the 
race because there would be no insur- 
ance; without the AMA involved it 
would be an “outlaw” event; the 
Chamber of Commerce couldn't get the 
regular racing insurance without being 
affiliated with the District. Then the 
Chamber offered that the race be run as 
a District event with all member clubs 
pitching in to help, but with no official 
Gripster or District involvement. 

On and on it went, but of course the 
racers signed up. If you're a racer and a 
Grand Prix shows up like this one, you 
ride it. It’s as simple as that; and other 
things such as danger and lawsuits are 





heavier powder than previous times. 
Southern California had righted its 
weather pattern, and clouds of dust 
plumed up in the outback sections. Some 
riders gleefully found spots where they 
could cut the course, managing to 
improve their lap times (the first rider to 
make 10 laps would stop the race, and, 
based on starting time, those behind 
would become overall and class win- 
ners. Some course cutters were shocked 
when they learned that there was a 
secret check out there in the toolies, and 
that if they didn’t go through it, they 
would lose a lap when the final lap 
counts were made. 

One main concern was that the course 
did not have an escape road for the back 
straight at the end of the town, some- 
thing the Gripsters had always planned 
for, although it always required a couple 
of cops along with club members to keep 
spectators from clogging it. Now the rid- 
ers faced a wall of hay if they got on the 
binders too hard and couldn’t make the 
turn at the end of the straight. The hay 
took a walloping. David Aldana was

them. The barricades were really needed 
again on Sunday, but couldn’t be 
replaced. One club that was camped 
along the lake had all the club banners 
that were marking their pits ripped off, 
along with all the food they’d brought 
for the weekend. 

By Sunday evening, there were many 
mixed feelings as the final bikes were 
stowed away for the trip home. John 
DeSoto earned the overall victory on 
both days, so he was happy, but even he 
allowed that it hadn’t been easy, and not 
because of the terrain, either. Some spec- 
tators were extremely pleased, and 
thought they’d seen something really 
special, but others left early, disgusted 
by some of the incidents. Some riders 
vowed that should there ever be another 
race at Elsinore, they wouldn’t ride it, 
while others (usually novices) were 
happy as larks. When the Wide World of 
Sports piece ran, commentator Keith 
Jackson, who had really done his home- 
work for the event, remarked that it was 
a pity that a few bums could give all 
motorcyclists a bad name. 

For the rest of the year the Gripsters, 
District 37 and the city of Elsinore strug- 
gled with 1972: “To be or not to be, that 





ignored. “We're gonna ride the Elsinore 
Grand Prix,” said the enthusiasts, and 
ride it they did - 1100 signed up for 
Saturday, and over 1200 heavyweights 
entered for Sunday. Some name riders, 
however, chose just to drive over to see 
the happenings, but not endure what 
they had-in previous years. 

Who did man the race? Well, there 
were the same very familiar faces at 
check-in, riders’ meetings, the main flag 
positions and the scoring stands. And 
the International Racing Radio Crew 
was there to monitor the turns, but there 
still weren’t enough helpers. After the 
race started and difficulties became 
apparent, many District club members, 
just out of love for the sport, jumped in 
and started working uncovered turns, 
assisting riders who had gotten off and 
trying to keep the nuttier spectators at 
bay. 

Even so, it was practically a mob 
scene at the starting line. As rows of 10 
riders each continuously left the line, the 
bodies would keep pushing and creep- 
ing closer and closer to the front rows of 
racers until it seemed only minutes 
before disaster would strike. 

The course was very dusty, with 





wondering where the hell some of the 
riders out there had gotten their licenses 
from. He'd forgone riding the Colorado 
Mile in order to compete at Elsinore, and 
when all the problems started, he rather 
wished he hadn't. He wasn’t the only 
one. Many dropped out, and on Sunday, 
more came just to watch, or simply 
pulled into the pits and said, “No more.” 
John DeSoto didn’t show at all after a 
great ride on Saturday; he’d had enough. 
Saturday’s overall winner was Gene 
Cannady, a member of the Los Angeles 
Police Department who in those years 
was one hell of a dirt rider and a mem- 
ber of the elite Badgers M.C. Following 
him came Jeff Wright and DeSoto. Back 
in sixth was Preston Petty and behind 
him, Aldana. 

Sunday it was Vic Hannan and Steve 
Hurd in first and second. Running in 
fifth despite the unfamiliar territory and 
conditions was Mike Jackson, an 
Englishman on an AJS who did all right 
for himself in spite of all the strange 
things that happened that weekend. 
Some arrests were made for “too much 
loco-weed,” as someone politely put it, 
not to mention those who went truly 
overboard into “drunk and disorderly.” 











Plain drunk wouldn't do it, but disorder- 


ly would! One chap could be seen, 
happy but straight-legged and stiff, 
going carefully - oh so carefully - from 
corner to corner in town, with a ban- 
dolier of beer cans strung around his 
chest. 

There was even a live donkey on the 
course at one time. It was still alive and 
happy when it was finally removed, and, 
well, as they say, maybe you had to be 
there to appreciate much of this. 

Still, it was the final race. Days before 
the event, some of the citizens had gone 
to court in an effort to stop it in the last 
hours. Their main beef was that the city 
itself didn’t clean up after the race and 
that it took days for even a start to be 
made on the mess. Many residents 
inevitably ended up cleaning up their 
own portion of the street and, naturally, 
that didn’t go over too well. The Los 
Angeles Times wrote a piece about the 
race, hanging motorcyclists by their 
thumbs, reporting (among other things) 
that there were a hundred people 
injured. Actually, the count was 92, with 
assorted bumps and bruises and a few 
broken things that can happen in racing. 
Only eight of them were known to be 
spectators, and they were no doubt 
injured while being silly twits. 

Did the entire town hate the whole 
thing? No. One racer fell hard on one of 
the residential streets, and hurting and 
bleeding from pavement rash, sat on a 
lawn chair trying to gather his wits 
while he watched the other riders hurtle 
by. Up came a little elderly lady from a 
nearby house with a bowl of warm 
water, towels and lemonade. The lemon- 
ade was probably the most welcome 
sight of all, considering it was 92 
degrees. She got him washed up, 
brushed off and away he went to finish 
the race, the thing that counted 
most...just finish the darn thing! 

Another rider broke down, finally 
walking off to find help and leaving the 
bike by the side of the road. He never 
made it back, and another little lady 
went out, pushed the bike into her 
garage and safely locked it up, then 
called the Chamber of Commerce to tell 
them where it was. “I was so worried 
someone would steal it,” she said. 
“Some of those people who weren't rac- 
ing were just awful-looking.” Hurray for 
little old ladies! 

Could the Grand Prix have survived 
more than those five years? How about 
if some things such as crowd elimination 
had really been enforced, and more 
police and rent-a-cops were used? 
Somehow, looking back, it still doesn’t 
seem likely. Everyone did their best to 
keep the event going, but once word 
spread that to go to that race was to 
attend a “happening,” as we said in 
those ancient days, the end was 
inevitable. 

Remember the old codgers’ tales 
about the Catalina Grand Prix, still rated 
the best of ‘em all by riders who rode 
them all, especially because of the boat 
trip. It was that same boat trip that 
proved to be the demise of the race. 
Uglies tossed a cop overboard from the 
White Steamer, and although the District 
had sanctions for running that race for 
more years, they said no. If we could 
have just kept it for “us” and not let 
“them” know about it, Catalina would 
have been around much longer. The 
same goes for Elsinore. 

Is it missed? Yes, especially by those 
who remember when dirt biking was so 
much fun that you just wanted to giggle 
and jump up and down, and there were 
so many places close in to go ride or cow 
trail or practice (even in the cities). There 
were many races to choose from each 
weekend, but the Grand Prix races were 
so eagerly awaited. It was dirt biking’s 
Golden Age. a

ut on the empty floor of 
0 the Mojave, at one of the 

desert gas dumps, crew 
members wait to receive their 
riders in the Barstow-to-Vegas. 
This particular dump is 100 
miles from the race’s start, at the 
edge of an expanse of barren 
mountains. And at last the 
leader - a speck of fast-moving 
dust, followed by a famous bark 
of Husqvarna exhaust - comes 
flying off and down the moun- 
tain. 
“It’s J.N.!’ J. N. Roberts. 

A diminutive figure wearing 
protective knee and shoulder 
pads, and a helmet with a foot- 
ball mask, Roberts abandons his 
Husqvarna to its pit crew almost 
before he stops. And while 
swarming men service and refu- 
el it, he sits on the tailgate of a 
truck, taking sips of water. 
Although he has just raced 
across 100 miles of roiling sand 
washes, rock canyons, and dry 
lake beds, Roberts doesn’t 
appear tired. And, he is in no 
hurry whatsoever. 

His Husqvarna is refur- 
bished, his gang of mechanics is 
hollering for him to rejoin the 
race, but Roberts still sits there. 
Minutes elapse. 

The situation is exasperating. 
Is he ever going to leave? 

Finally, one of us watching 
can stand it no longer. “For God 
sakes, J.N., you're leading the 
race! Get going!” 

Roberts looks up at the person 
admonishing him. He smiles, then 
points off in the direction of the moun- 
tains. 

“When I see dust,” he says, “TIl go.” 

Astoundingly, there is no dust. He 
has been loitering here for at least five 
minutes and still not a single rider in the 
race is close to him. And this in spite of 
the fact that the Barstow-to-Vegas is the 
biggest desert marathon of all - dense 
with upwards of 3100 motorcycles. How 
can one man be so much better than so 
many? 

Then Roberts looks again toward the 

mountain. Now there is dust - second 
and third place motorcycles at last arriv- 
ing. 
She pulls on his helmet. He fires the 
Husqvarna and jumps aboard. He nods 
at his crew, as if saying, thanks, and see 
you in 80 miles at the finish line in Las 
Vegas (he has previously won B-to-V 
three times, and will win again this 
year). And then he opens up to peak 
revs and is away, dreaming of cavalry 
charges and with a hymn to heroin 
echoing in his head. 

Roberts, who 20 years ago was the 
icon of desert derring-do, was the last 
and fastest of the great long-distance 
Mojave racers that the south of 
California used to routinely produce 
until the whole Mojave adventure at last 
collapsed. Though he raced for no more 
than eight years, he once won 23 consec- 














utive races, still believed to be a record, 
and the name J.N. Roberts continued 
resonating longer than anybody else’s. 
Even on September 13, 1972, when 
police arrived in the middle of the night 
and clubbed him senseless, and nearly 
dead, newspaper write-ups were calling 
Roberts “the King of the Desert.” 

For somebody born in a place where 
the closest desert was half a continent 
away, that was quite a title. Rural 
Indiana, Roberts’ home, was where he 
pursued quirky athletic interests: he was 
a graceful and natural speed skater on 
ice, as well as a master with a bow-and- 
arrow. And these disparate abilities later 
fused into an uncanny aptitude for rac- 
ing a motorcycle to beat hell across the 
open desert. 

Roberts departed Indiana forever 
while in his teens. Courtesy of the 
Marine Corps, he got posted to 
Okinawa, where, as he once recalled it, 
“They marched my ass off: ‘Hup, one, 
two, three, four!’ After that, I said to 
myself, ‘No more walking, ever. I’m get- 
ting a motorcycle.” 

It wasn’t that simple. Upon getting 
back into the country again, Roberts set- 
tled in Los Angeles, where his priority 
wasn’t to purchase a motorcycle but to 
avoid starving; he peddled vaccum 
cleaners and the products of Fuller 
Brush door to door and-was dreadful at 
both endeavors. The film studios of 
Hollywood saved his life. He got a job at 








Universal as a pseudo carpenter, ham- 
mering together film sets. 

This was the ‘60s, and Mojave racing 
was in its glory. At his first hare ‘n’ 
hound race, Roberts experienced an 
epiphany. Watching the line of dirt 
bikes and riders, almost a quarter of a 
mile long, kick-start their silent engines 
and burst hell-bent over the trackless 
horizon, made him think of a cavalry 
charge; and he always remembered it 
that way. “When I was racing, I always 
felt like I was part of the cavalry. And I 
was being chased by hostile Indians. 
And that they’d get me if I ever 
stopped.” 

Roberts acquired his first motor, a 
ponderous Scrambler model Honda, 


then got in with some new friends who . 


were also plugged into the Mojave mys- 
tique. It was a tightly-knit and accessible 
culture, then. Just roll the bikes into the 
bed of a pick-up and tool out to Red 
Rock, Phelan, Little Rock, or even Sand 
Canyon, just 20 minutes from Universal 
Studios. 

Recalling his very first meeting there 
with Roberts, Bob Harris, stuntman, 
race driver and Mojave zealot, said, 
“Sand Canyon was a great gathering 
place for desert people, and one day J.N. 
was out there working on a Honda he 
had spread all over the ground on an 
army blanket. We went riding together, 
and afterward he said he hoped he'd get 
better at it, and someday he’d have a 





better bike. I told him that the 
way he was riding already, when 
he got something better it would 
be curtains for the rest of us. ‘Ah,’ 
he said. ‘You really think so?’ Not 
long afterward he got that 
Husky, and it was lights out.” 

“That Husky,” soon to be a 
legend, was an outwardly 
innocuous Husqvarna. Although 
similar motocross imports had 
already been tried in the Mojave, 
it still is the bailiwick of the bul- 
bous and heavy-gauge 40-inch 
Triumph and BSA and Matchless 
desert sleds. But despite all their 
horsepower and vast bulk, the 
time-honored and beloved 
desert sleds had little chance 
against Roberts’ sophisticated 
little Husky which was agile, 
nimble, and weighed an 
abstemious 245 pounds. Roberts, 
furthermore, represented the 
first of a totally new type of 
desert racer with a completely 
fresh racing style - looser, cooler, 
certainly hipper. 

Roberts was utterly unique. 
He'd been among the first to 
wear football-type protective 
gear, and, with the Honda, had 
needed them. Now he fashioned 
a minimalist technique. The high- 
speed desert sledders tried flat- 
tening the Mojave; Roberts, con- 
versely, appeared to be dancing 
away from the very ground he 
was trampling. And he never sat 
down; for 100 blazing miles, he'd 
be standing upright on the foot 
pegs. And he always had the 
throttle turned wide-open or else 
backed completely off. Same with 
brakes: they were either locked 
up or not getting used at all. 

His riding thrilled his growing 
clan of compatriots, and one of 
them, Hal Needham, explained 
how Roberts made the life of any- 
body trying to follow him a tor- 
ment: “If you try and keep up 
with J.N. in a sand wash you'll 
surely bust your ass because 
you'll be crashing trying to fol- 
low the wash while J.N. is follow- 
ing things only his eyes can see.” 

Himself in the movies, 
Needham eventually became a direc- 
tor/mogul. Upon discovering that 
Roberts was a common carpenter at 
Universal, Needham decided he should 
become a stuntman and immediately 
got Roberts a job on the film Little Big 
Man. And Roberts, already familiar with 
cavalry charges, got to ride horses 
instead of motorcycles while dressed 
and painted up like the Sioux and 
Cheyenne who brought down General 
Custer. Over time, Roberts moved from 
a stunter specializing in horses to one 
equally adept at violent car chases and 
smashes. 

Needham also inducted Roberts into 
the Viewfinders, an extremely exclusive 
club of fellow stunters and Hollywood 
luminaries who found Mojave racing 
irresistible. Other members included 
Pernell Roberts from Bonanza, 
Needham and Harris themselves, and 
most conspicuously Steve McQueen, 
who learned the art of desert sport from 
his own brilliant mentor, Bud Ekins, and 
spectacularly presented an Oscar at the 
1964 Academy Awards with his arm 
still in plaster from a desert misadven- 
ture. 

Racing, Roberts always had a stark- 
ly lonely time of it. Whether a race last- 
ed one hour or several, he tended to 
speed so far into the lead that he might 
never see another motorcycle. So, there 
he'd be, all by himself flying between 
boulders, dancing across cactus-topped 








valleys, making heart-stopping 
leapfrogs over rock canyons. What, if 
anything, was he thinking about while 
doing so? 

“There’s this song I like called Horse 
With No Name,” he once explained. “I 
think it’s about dope. I don’t know any- 
thing about dope, but I do like the 
words of that song. That’s what I hear 
when I'm racing.” 

Roberts was a total recluse. Even 
among the Viewfinders, he had few 
close friends. He lived off on the north- 
ern rim of Los Angeles, out in an earth- 
quake-ravaged community where he 
could stable his stunt horses. The day of 
his beating was a quiet one. Police encir- 
cled his house, and as the moon rose 
they moved in, touching off the chaotic 
chain of smashing and hitting later 
reported this way: 


Jail Stunt 
Man Injured 
in Scuffle 


Motion picture stuntman 
and motorcycle racer James 
Nelson Roberts, 31, was in se- 
rious condition today in Los 
Angeles County-USC Medical 
Center jail ward following a 
scuffle with two police officers, 
in which he suffered a frac- 
tured skull and broken collar- 
bone, police said. 

Officers James R. Haupp 
and Gary Payne responded to 
a family disturbance call at 
Roberts’ home at 13459 Glad- 
stone St., Sylmar, last night 
and say Roberts, known as 
“King of the Desert,” fled on 
his motorcycle, carrying his 
young son on the back, 

After a brief chase, the offi- 
cers stopped Roberts in front 
of his home. During the ensu- 
ing scuffle, Payne and Haupp 
suffered bruises and stomach 
injuries. They were treated at 
Pacoima Lutheran Hospital. 


Amost a year passed. And then, amid 
rumors that he was crippled and disfig- 
ured - he was neither - J.N. Roberts 
kissed off Los Angeles and desert racing 
completely by moving to an edge of 
California’s High Sierra where he found 
truly overwhelming seclusion - life in a 
small cabin on top of a 6000 foot moun- 
tain at the end of a narrow and switch- 
backing road. 

He continues living there today. 
Apparently fully satisfied with the com- 
panionship of a dog and two cats, he 
hardly ever leaves, except to fly to a 
stunt job in Toronto, Miami, Chicago, 
wherever. 

He refuses to discuss details about 
what brought on his beating. And he 
dislikes reminiscing about racing. 

His timing, always good, didn’t fail 
Roberts. Even before he left it, Mojave 
desert racing as he knew it was vanish- 
ing into history. Three decades ago, the 
Mojave was still wide open desert - a 
treacherous and dangerous world. As 
such, it was a legitimate challenge to a 
brave and fragile man on the back of a 
speeding motorcycle - a brave man like, 
for example, Roberts, who had to wear 
a helmet and football pads for protec- 
tion. 

Modern sensibilities - and legislation 
- changed everything. So in the ‘90s it is 
the Mojave itself which is judged fragile 
and in need of protection from man and 
his motorcycles. 

But for the moment, out there in that 
vast rolling wilderness, scene of many a 
forgotten pass and duel, on occasion 
you can still hear the exhaust of a ghost- 
ly little Husqvarna and the enigmatic 
individual who raced like the Indians 
were after him. CN

Cadalora wins, title race heats up in England

CASTLE DONINGTON, ENGLAND, AUG 1 

he 500cc World Championship has 
T suddenly become a four-race series 

after a sequence of events turned 
the British Grand Prix at Donington 
Park into the most unusual contest of 
the year and, for the second time this 
year, a first-time winner was crowned. 

The Marlboro Roberts Yamaha team 

took the top two spots, a team first, but 
the order was unexpected with Italian 
Luca Cadalora scoring his first ever 
500cc Grand Prix win, passing team- 
mate Wayne Rainey with less than two 
laps to go to deny him five World 
Championship points. But, equally 
important, the points leader, Team 
Lucky Strike Suzuki’s Kevin Schwantz, 
was taken out of the race on the very 
first lap when he was involved in a 
crash with teammate Alex Barros and 
Rothmans Honda’s Mick Doohan, so the 
damage to Rainey was somewhat mini- 
mized. 


Rainey wasn’t overwrought by the 
loss of points, but team owner Kenny 
Roberts said they’d hung a “P-2” (sec- 
ond place) pit board out for Cadalora in 
the hopes that he would stay behind 
Rainey, but the message didn’t get 
through. 





“They said nothing at the beginning 
of the race,” said Cadalora, 30, whose 
first 500cc victory was suddenly contro- 
versial. “They don’t need to say nothing. 
I was thinking a lot about this at the end 
of the race. I saw at the beginning that 
Schwantz crashed and I knew there was 
not so much trouble if I win.” 

“I was hoping he wouldn’t pass me,” 
said Rainey, 32, who was still sore from 
crashing in practice the previous day. 
“That was as fast as I could go and he 
was all over me. I kept making mistakes. 
I couldn’t stay on line so I settled into a 
pace. It was too slow.” 

It was so slow that you would have 
to go back to 1989 to find a British GP 
whose average speed was as low. 
Cadalora won the 30-lap, 75-mile race in 
47 minutes, 45.630 seconds at an average 
speed of 94.216 mph. Though he shad- 
owed Rainey for most of the race, once 
in front Cadalora pulled away to win by 
3.312 seconds. 

Schwantz’s crash and Rainey’s sec- 
ond place closed the championship gap 
to three points. With four races to go, 
Schwantz leads Rainey, 192-189. 

“I’m just a bit more beat up,” 
Schwantz said after suffering his first 





DNF and first race crash of the year. “It 
means that from here on it’s a four-race 
championship. I think if we can keep on 
doing what we've been doing, I can beat 
Wayne. It’s just a shame that all the hard 
work we've put in over the last 10 races 
has gone out the window.” 

The accident happened on the 
entrance to the Esses after the fastest 
straightaway on the track. Rainey was 
safely through, but there was mayhem 
behind him. Barros was just behind 
Rainey, with Schwantz on his right side 
and Doohan just behind, but between 
them. As Barros turned in, Doohan 
clipped him from behind sending them 
all sprawling, but unhurt. 

“I don’t really know what hap- 
pened,” Doohan said. “I didn’t think I 
was too hot going into there. Everyone 
braked, and I braked, and, all of a sud- 
den I accelerated with Alex, like I was 
getting sucked in with Alex. The only 
opening was between them. I feel so bad 
for Kevin and everyone, really. It’s the 
first time I ever bagged it on the first 
lap.” ٭‎ 

Doohan dropped back to fourth in 
the championship, his Rothmans Honda 
teammate Darryl Beattie, sixth today 





with rear tire traction problems, moved 
into third with 126, six ahead of 
Doohan. 

The battle that had the estimated 
25,000 fans riveted on a cool and cloudy 
afternoon in the British Midlands was 
the one for third. Carl Fogarty, a British 
wild card entry aboard a factory Cagiva, 
held the spot almost the entire race only 
to get nipped at the line by Scot Niall 
Mackenzie on the Valvoline Yamaha by 
.34-of-a-second. Fogarty, whose Cagiva 
developed fuel starvation problems late 
in the race, ran wide out of Goddards, 
the final hairpin bend, and the 32-year- 
old Mackenzie veered hard left and 
swept under him as “Foggy” looked 
over his right shoulder. 

Fogarty, 27, a Ducati factory rider in 
the World Championship Superbike 
Series, was the lone Cagiva after the rest 
of the factory team pulled out because 
of injuries to its riders. Doug Chandler, 
who had qualified 15th, found he was 
still hindered by the injuries to his left 
side that he’d suffered in Mugello two 
weeks earlier and pulled out on race 
morning. 

“Tm going home to California so that 
I can rebuild my body and be fit for 








Brno,” said Chandler, who has a severe 
contusion between his seventh and 
eighth ribs. His teammate, Mat Mladin, 
highsided twice in practice and re-broke 
the right collarbone that he’d broken a 
month earlier at Assen. 

Rothmans Honda’s Shinichi Itoh was 
fifth, his tire troubles the same as 
Beattie’s who nearly caught him at the 
line. The difference was .243-of-a-sec- 
ond. 

The 250cc class provided nearly 
equal drama to the 500s, the champi- 
onship leader going down on the first 
lap and a first-time winner, though the 
race was for real and much better. 
Aprilia’s Jean-Philippe Ruggia took the 
lead from Marlboro Team Pileri’s Loris 
Capirossi and, despite constant pres- 
sure, held off the tenacious Italian to 
take his first 250cc GP victory. 

“I knew that Loris was on a really 
good bike and I was afraid for the last 
lap,” said Ruggia, who won by 3.266 
seconds. “The hard thing was to be con- 
sistent every lap. I tried to get away, but 
I saw him there every time.” 

Toward the end of the race Capirossi 
was hung up in traffic and decided to 
back off and collect the certain 20 points. 

But though Capirossi, like Rainey, 
would like to have scored maximum 
points, his disappointment was some- 
what assuaged by the retirement of the 
250cc points leader, Telkor Valesi 
Racing’s Tetsuya Harada, who crashed 
out of the race in the first corner. 

Though his arm was in a sling and he 
walked with a limp after the race, he 
suffered no serious injuries and is 
expected to be back for the next GP in 
Czechoslovakia on August 15. 

But he'll arrive there with a smaller 
cushion in the World Championship, 
151 points to Capirossi’s 126, with four 
rounds remaining. 

Third today was Ruggia’s Aprilia 
teammate Loris Reggiani, the veteran 
Italian riding alone for the second half 
of the race after Ducados Honda Pons’ 

` Alberto Puig retired with an engine fail- 
ure. Telkor-Yamaha Valesi’s Pier- 
Francesco Chili was a distant fourth in 
front of Rothmans Honda’s Tadayuki 
Okada and Rothmans Kanemoto 
Honda’s Max Biaggi. Biaggi was third 
on the fourth lap when he was thrown 
from the saddle entering the Melbourne 
Hairpin. Though he didn’t fall, he fell 
back to 21st place and spent the race 
catching up. 

Ruggia, who moved into fourth in 
the championship behind Biaggi with 
the win, completed the 27-lap, 67.5-mile 
race in a record time of 43 minutes, 
5.248 seconds at an average speed of 
93.991 mph. 

For the seventh time this year, Team 
Europa Raudies’ Dirk Raudies won the 
125cc GP, and for the seventh time 
F.C.C. Technical Sports’ Kazuto Sakata 
was second. Raudies and Sakata 
swapped the lead back and forth until 
the 15th lap, when the diminutive 
German took over for good. 

He pulled away to win by 8.150 sec- 
onds and averaged 87.902 mph for the 
26-lap, 65-mile race which he completed 
in 44 minutes, 21.938 seconds. 

More importantly, he solidified his 
grasp on the championship after 10 
races. Raudies now leads Sakata, 202- 
185, with four rounds remaining. 

Also taking a firm grip on their 
championship was the sidecar team of 
Rolf Biland and Kurt Waltisperg. The 
Swiss veterans won for the fourth time 
in five tries, to take a 120-72 lead in the 
race for the title. 

The results might have been differ- 
ent, however, if race leaders Steve 
Webster and Gavin Simmons hadn't 
seized their engine while in the lead on 
the 10th lap. 

Biland went on to win the 26-lap, 65- 
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The battle for third went to the last corner with Niall Mackenzie (11) beating Carl Fogarty (68) to the checkered flag.

500cc Grand Prix 


It had been a troublesome weekend 
for Rainey, the World Champion having 
to choose among three chassis and set- 
tling on one that was mostly a revised 
1992 model. He’d crashed in practice 
and would start from the second row, 
knowing that any hope he had of mak- 
ing a race of it depended on a good 
start. 

The light flashed green and Barros 
sped into the lead, but Rainey was in 
front by the time the pack hit the 
Hollywood bend, a fast right leading 
downhill. It would be his most impor- 
tant start of the year, because, after he 
was safely through the Esses, near the 
end of the first lap, the Barros/ 
Schwantz/Doohan melee occurred, an 
incident that nearly took Cadalora out. 

“It was very close and the crash 
scared me a little,” said Cadalora, who 
broke his windscreen and damaged his 
steering damper avoiding the pileup. “It 
took me a while to get my confidence 
back.” 

Fogarty took over second, the parti- 
san crowd roaring its approval, with 
Cadalora third in front of Itoh and 
Marlboro Honda Pons’ Alex Criville. 

Fogarty knew that Cadalora was 
behind him, turning in his fastest lap on 
the sixth go-around. But Cadalora was 
just getting warmed up and was quickly 
by, dispatching Fogarty with ease and 
setting off for Rainey. 

By the 10th lap the margin was down 
to 2.6 seconds and shrinking. Two laps 
later and he was right on his senior 
teammate and content to sit and wait. 

“I knew that Wayne was not 100 % so 
that gave me a chance to win the race,” 
Cadalora said. 

“I got a little gap on Luca, but as I 
pulled away, I was thinking that was as 
fast as I could go, and looking at my on-

Schwantz turns up the heat 


T he last time that Team Lucky Strike Suzuki's 








Kevin Schwantz (right) won the pole position 

at Donington Park.was two years ago and, 

. though he was fastest again today, he was slower 

than he was in 1991 and no one was quite sure 

why. Today he clocked a one-minute, 33.514-sec- 

ond lap, down from his 1991 best of 1:32.974, and 

good enough to have the field covered by better 
than a full second. 

“1 definitely don’t think it’s going to be an easy 
tace,” Schwantz said following his seventh pole 
position of the year. “Today we had windy condi- 
tioris and it was difficult to go quick. I’m still a lit- 
tle sore from yesterday.” 

On the second lap of the first qualifying session, 
Schwantz felt the rear step out at the exit of Craner 
Curves, a set of third and fourth gear downhill left- 
hand bends, and quickly found himself tumbling 

through the sand traps at the exit. It was his first 
crash of the year and he put the problem to going too quick too soon on a cold tire - 
especially the left side of the tire - on a track that has a majority of right-hand turns. 

“I was really, really lucky,” the 29-year-old Texan said. “I have only myself to blame 

` for being stupid enough to go too fast too quickly. I had a tire Td used in the morning 

and on the second lap I pushed too hard before it was up to temperature on the left- 

hander at the bottom of the hill before the Old Hairpin. The back stepped out and then 

skipped back, throwing me over the front, but I managed to get back in the seat and 
ain control. By then I was on the grass. 

“Tt is a little bit slippery at times,” Schwantz continued, discussing the track surface. 
A long-standing theory says the track is fouled by jet fuel on take-off from the nearby 
East Midlands airport. And this year the race was held a month after the first-ever 
Formula One car race held here, rippling the corners, especially on exit. There were an 
alarming number of practice crashes, 45 over two days in the solo classes with many of 
the top runners being brought down. “There are patches all over the place.” 

With a 23-point lead in the championship to protect, Schwantz was taking the long 
view in the race. “My big concern is where Wayne (Rainey) is. If 1 don’t get a good 
start, Il have to evaluate the situation, see who is with me, and where Rainey is, and 
make my decisions then.” 

On Schwantz’s hot lap, he used Rothmans Honda's Mick Doohan as a gauge and it 
was a clever choice. It turned out to be Doohan’s best lap also and gave the Australian 
a time that would tie him for second with Marlboro Team Roberts Yamaha's Luca 
Cadalora, the Italian turning in his best qualifying effort ever. Cadalora would be in the 
second spot on the front row because he turned his best lap sooner than Doohan, 
though just by minutes. But none of that mattered to Cadalora. What mattered was that 
he was making progress with the bike, though he knew Schwantz was a cut above. 

“The first part of the season was a little bit difficult,” Cadalora, who was fastest after 
Friday’s timed session, said. “We improved the bike a lot from yesterday and I think I 
can have a good race tomorrow. I’m running good and I want to be in the top five. 


Kevin's time was too quick for me. It seems like he has some advantage for the race. 


I’m trying to get on the rostrum. Kevin will take off. It will be a big fight with the rest 
of us.” 


Doohan had crashed in the same spot as Schwantz and for the same reason; a cold 
tire. And, like Schwantz, he felt sore and lucky at the same time. 
- “I'm hurting everywhere from the crash. It was not the ideal spot to highside. I was 
lucky to get away with it,” said Doohan, who suffered a minor toe injury. “The tires are 
_ taking a while to warm-up.” 








board lap timer my lap times were 
slow,” Rainey said. “The Old Hairpin 
was where I was really losing out. I was 
having trouble getting it turned for the 
next left and at the end of the race Luca 
was quicker there.” 

Fortunately for Rainey, he was able 
to control the pace from the front, 
though it was slower than in recent 
years. Cadalora’s best lap was the 22nd, 
a 1:34.716 that was slower than any fast 
lap in the past four years. 

Yet it was enough today and he 
knew it. He also knew that the Old 
Hairpin was his best chance for a pass 
and that’s where he decided to go by on 
the penultimate lap. 

“He was all over me,” Rainey said. “I 
felt him right there at the Old Hairpin so 
I changed my line to try and stop him 
coming by, but that lap I didn’t get it 
turned fast enough and he got under 
ee 
The Italian quickly pulled away from 
the American and was on his way to his 
first 500cc GP victory on the same track 
that Rainey had scored his first 500cc 
victory five years earlier. 

“When I realized Kevin (Schwantz) 
was out and he takes no points, this 
chance is too good to lose,” Cadalora 
said. “It is not possible for a rider to let 
this victory out.” 





“It remains to be seen what happens 
from here,” Rainey said. “We've got to 
keep working on the machines. There’s 
no doubt today was special circum- 
stances. I didn’t think I'd end up here. 
But I’m not going to dwell on it.” 

While the Marlboro team was pulling 
away, Niall Mackenzie was doing some 
catching up. Tenth at the end of the first 
lap, the Scot moved up one spot each of 
the next two laps, then to seventh on the 
fifth lap where he got stuck behind 
Beattie, the Australian trying to keep on 
two wheels. Mackenzie was into sixth 
on the ninth lap and Beattie knew he 
was helpless to answer. 

“When Niall Mackenzie came by, 


‘there was nothing I could do to keep 


up,” Beattie said. “He was riding well 
for sure, but he was getting out of the 
chicane cleanly while I was sliding. I 
was losing 10ths of a second here and 
there but over a race distance the time 
difference mounts up.” 

On the 16th lap Mackenzie would 
overtake Rothmans Honda’s Shinichi 
Itoh who was losing rear tire traction 
and not up to the challenge. 

Criville was the next victim, trying to 
catch up to Fogarty while at the same 
time aware that Mackenzie was on the 
move. With less than 12 laps to go 
Criville lost the front end, crashing 


The race, Doohan felt, would be controlled by Schwantz and there was little he 
could do about it. 

“Kevin's doing high 33’s and low 34’s, I’m doing mid-34’s. That’s a half a second a 
lap for 30 laps. I hope Kevin doesn’t lap me,” Doohan joked. 

Schwantz’s teammate Alex Barros, fresh from signing a new two-year deal with 
Suzuki, filled out the front row. He was able to improve his time from the previous day 
by almost three-quarters of a second and moved into the front row when fe turned his 
best lap on his final tour of the 2.5-mile Leicestershire circuit. 

“I was trying a different rear shock absorber with a different rear tire and both were 
very good,” the 22-year-old Brazilian said. “Even so, I didn’t think I could improve my 
lap time: There was no time left and somebody had crashed leaving dirt on the track. 
Then they cleaned it off just in time for me to get a fast lap and it was enough for the 
front row.” : - 

Fifth-fastest was Ducati’s Carl Fogarty, the World Superbike rider using the free 
weekend to accept a wild card entry aboard the factory Cagiva for his home GP. Local 
knowledge proved very useful to the 26-year-old in his first race on the Cagiva, 
though, like Schwantz and Doohan, he took a spill. The low-speed tumble, in the 
Melbourne Hairpin during the morning , didn’t scrape him up, but did put his number 
one bike out of commission. When he went out in the afternoon he soon found that the 
number two machine wasn’t 8 to snuff and, despite being in and out of the pits, and 

ing carburetors, they couldn’t get it to run. 

“It’s real frustrating because I’m sure I could have done a low ‘34 and been second 
fastest. A real low 34,” Fogarty said. “We still wanted to try a few things on the bike 
as well, but now I’ve wasted two complete practice sessions today. I crashed this 
morning after just three laps, perhaps the tire was a bit cold, but I think I wasn’t con- 
centrating.” 

Filling out the second row were Marlboro Honda Pons’ Alex Criville, Rothmans 
Honda's Shinichi Itoh, and Marlboro Roberts Yamaha's Wayne Rainey. Criville 
improved from 10th fastest on Friday to sixth on the grid, the Spaniard attributing the 
improvement to suspension and tires and felt there was more in it. Itoh, who was mak- 
ing his first trip to Donington, found the circuit difficult to learn, spending the time . 
learning his brake-markers and passing points and vowing to ride harder in the race. 
And Rainey was once again playing musical frames and trying to catch up. 

He received a new frame from Yamaha earlier in the week and used it in place of his 
ROC chassis on Saturday. In the morning there was some improvement, but almost 
halfway into the afternoon session he was highsided on the exit of Goddards, a low- 
speed hairpin leading onto the front straight. He went back out, but pulled in after a 
few laps to nurse his wounds; a swollen right arm and a lost fingernail on his left hand. 

“1 went out with a new tire and had a lap on it,” Rainey began, “and I was coming 
around and getting a time on it. I decided to go high in that corner. On the exit I had to 
pinch it off, lean it a little more. It was too much throttle, too much lean angle, and a 
tire that wasn’t hot enough. It’s the coolest track we've been to all year. The Dunlops 
work really well at high track temperatures.” 

Of the three frames that Rainey had to choose from, he chose one that he had tested 
at the beginning of the year, but had never raced. What it lacked, he said, was rear grip. 
But, he added, “It’s the direction we need to look at. It worked fairly well in the test. 
This is the one we started with before the ‘93 stuff. This is a “92 chassis with stuff done 
to it.” 

Cagiva’s Doug Chandler found himself back on the fourth row, still suffering from 
his crash in Mugello and unsure of whether he would even race. His whole left side 
was sore and he was having trouble with his right wrist. Doctors tried taping his torso, 
but it only aggravated the problem leaving him with a dilemma. 

“1 know what I want to do, but I can’t always do it,” Chandler said. “If something 
happened in front of me I couldn't react quick enough. If it's like it was this afternoon 
(in the race) I’m going to be a hazard out there.” : 

But Chandler wasn’t the only banged-up member of the Cagiva team. His teammate 
Mat Mladin had fallen twice, re-breaking the right collarbone that he'd broken at Assen 
about a month ago. Mladin didn’t practice on Saturday, but reserved his decision on 
the race until Sunday morning. : oe Leon Benak 


uninjured in Coppice Corner, a sweep- 
ing downhill right-hander. 

“I think I could finish third because I 
was reducing the distance on Fogarty,” 
said Criville, who was about three sec- 
onds behind Fogarty at the time of the 
crash. “For this reason I was pushing 
hard and also because I knew that 
Mackenzie was coming behind.” 

The crash moved Mackenzie up to 
fourth, behind Fogarty, and the crowd 
suddenly had a race to cheer for. With 
10 laps to go the gap was just over two 
seconds, but Mackenzie was whittling 
away, though Fogarty made judicious 
use of traffic to maintain his edge. With 
three laps to go Mackenzie was right on 
Fogarty’s tail and the Cagiva wild card 
couldn’t shake him since his engine was 
misfiring. 

“It was running out of fuel,” Fogarty 
said. “It had too little fuel in it and it 
started missing and almost stopped. I 
also had a bit of trouble with the front 
brake, which is why I was adjusting it 
during the race.” 

“I followed him for a few laps to see 
where I could get past,” said Mackenzie, 
who had gambled on rear suspension 
setup. “I passed him at Mcleans with a 
lap to go, then he ran me off the track in 
the next corner. I looked to settle for sec- 
ond. Then, in the last corner I got a bit of 
drive. I thought he might have missed a 

ear.” 
p Mackenzie saved his final charge for 
the last straight, his decisive and abrupt 
move to the inside putting him on the 
podium for the first time this year. It 
couldn’t have come at a better time. 

“Things have been a little tight with 
the team,” he said. “It means we'll have 
a decent meal. Steak instead of spam.” 

Fogarty ended up fourth, Itoh fifth in 
front of Beattie, then a horde of priva- 
teers led by Spaniard Juan Lopez Mella, 
who equalled his best finish of the sea- 
son. Team Elit’s Renzo Colleoni was a 
career best eighth, Shell Team Harris’ 
John Reynold’s a career best ninth, with 
Rallye Sport’s Michael Rudroff 10th. 


250cc Grand Prix 


Ruggia gave a hint of what was to 
come in the race when he bettered 
Capirossi’s pole-setting time in the 
morning warm-up session after making 
a change to the front suspension. It 
wasn’t much, just .039-of-a-second, but 
the time was better than a 10th faster 
than he’d done to qualify second. 

The complexion of the 250cc race, 
and championship, changed in Redgate 
Corner, the first turn at the end of the 
front straight. Telkor-Yamaha Valesi’s 
Harada highsided, inexplicably, forcing 
Dutchman Wilco Zeelenberg off the 
track. Harada later said he remembered 
nothing of the crash and was not seri- 
ously injured. 

Capirossi and Ruggia cleared off and 
on the second lap Ruggia was in front, 
Capirossi second, with a string of riders 
fighting for third. The gap to third grad- 
ually lengthened as the race became a 
two-rider affair, Ruggia leading, 
Capirossi probing, but unable to find 
any weakness. 

Third place changed hands on the 
fourth lap, Rothmans Kanemoto’s 
Biaggi losing the spot when he was 
thrown from the saddle in the 
Melbourne Loop. Though he didn’t fall, 
he was physically off the bike, running 
beside it, but somehow he managed to 
keep his hands on the controls and 
remounted well back. Spaniard Alberto 
Puig took over the spot, Telkor Valesi- 
Yamaha’‘s Pier-Francesco Chili moved 
up to fourth, with Aprilia’s Reggiani 
fifth. 

By the halfway point in the 27-lap 
race the lead pair was better than four 
seconds clear of the third place machine 
Puig. But Puig would break a piston two 








laps later handing the spot to Aprilia’s 
Loris Reggiani who had been circulating 
alone, about five seconds back after 
passing Chili on the fifth lap. 

“I knew it would be very difficult to 
beat Puig because he was already sever- 
al seconds ahead,” Reggiani said. “I 
thought there was a possibility of catch- 
ing him in the last few laps, but it was 
easier this way.” 

At that point the gaps were generous, 
Rothmans Honda's Tadayuki Okada 
into fifth with Puig’s departure and 
Dutchman Patrick van den Goorbergh 
sixth on the Exact Software-D.C. Sports 
Aprilia. 

At the front it was a cat and mouse 
game, Capirossi falling back, then quick- 
ly gobbling Ruggia back up. On the 19th 
lap Capirossi nearly came off, but was 
unfazed and set his fastest lap the next 
time around. 

“I had a big scare when I lost control 
in a fifth gear corner,” Capirossi said. “I 
pushed very hard after that and had my 
fast lap a lap later.” 

But with four laps to go Ruggia sud- 
denly was able to break free as Capirossi 
struggled with traffic and decided to 
collect the points instead of a backmark- 
er. 

“I followed Ruggia until we hit back- 
markers and it became more difficult,” 
he said. “He made no mistakes. I decid- 
ed not to force too much and get the 20 
points.” 

“The race was very difficult,” Ruggia 
said after his first win. “Capirossi gave 
me much pressure and I knew that the 
Honda had better acceleration and I 
feared he could pass me during the last 
lap. For this reason, 1 pushed very hard 
for the entire race and everything was 
perfect today on the bike. During the 
overtaking of slow riders Loris was 
again very close to me and it was neces- 
sary to take some risk. But it was the 


right choice and I’m here with my first - 


victory. I said to myself: ‘At last you've 
won one.’ “ 

The ride for third was a mostly lone- 
ly one after Reggiani realized he was at 
a power deficit. 

“My only problem was after five or 
six laps I saw the other riders were 
faster than me,” Reggiani said. 

Like Reggiani, Chili had an unchal- 
lenged position for most of the race fin- 
ishing 16 seconds behind the third- 
placed rider and 14 in front of Okada in 
fifth. 

“The bike was very good, although I 
experienced some chattering when 
going through the corners,” Chili said. 
“This is my best finish in what has been 
for me a very difficult season.” 

Okada said he had a tire problem, 
which wasn’t unexpected since his 
Michelins were clearly not the equal of 
the Dunlops in the 250cc class. 

“The bike was sliding a lot, especially 
on acceleration out of corners,” Okada 
said. “I’m certain that if there had been 
less sliding I would have finished bet- 
ter.” 

Biaggi’s charge through the pack 
took him to sixth, though he stalled for 
much of the race once he caught up the 
pack of Mitsui Yamaha Racing’s Jochen 
Schmid, Chesterfield de Radigues’s 
Jean-Michel Bayle, and Mohag Aprilia’s 
Eskil Suter who were contesting sev- 
enth. At the start of the final lap he 
caught, and passed, van der Goorbergh 
who had a spark plug go bad in the final 
stages. Schmid and Bayle also passed 
the Dutchman, Bayle finishing eighth to 








score his best finish ever. CN

NAMUR, BELGIUM. AUG. 1 

he titanic struggle for supremacy 

for the championship title took 

another twist at the Citadel track in 
the southern Belgian city of Namur, as 
home country hero Jacky Martens 
scored his second Belgian Grand Prix 
win in three years at the facility to move 
into a 10-point lead over Sweden’s 
Jorgen Nilsson with three rounds of the 
series still to run. 

It was the fourth successive GP at 
which the lead in the standings had 
changed hands, and the pattern of the 
day was reminiscent of the Dutch GP 
two weeks previously. 

Nilsson, renowned for his rapid 
starts, had doubled his points cushion to 
six in the opening moto, which he led all 
the way on a track where passing was 





extremely difficult. Martens had fallen 
after the two rivals made contact three 
corners from the finish but was able to 
remount quickly to retain his second 


place. 
Neither title candidate gated well in 
race two, as Belgian Ronny 


Weustenraed soloed out in front, but 
Nilsson and Martens were disputing 
second place after 20 minutes until 
Nilsson lost it in the woods. His pipe 
filled with mud and the Swede dropped 
to 10th before he could rejoin the race, 
and his points lead was gone. 

It was'then Martens’ turn to lead the 
final moto throughout, while Nilsson, 
initially second, was passed late in the 
race by fellow Swedish rider Marcus 
Hansson. 








Hansson, who had started in 15th, 
worked his way up and almost caught 
Martens also. 

Husqvarna four-stroke rider Martens 
said, “I was cruising all race. I had a 
lead of more than 20 seconds with two 
laps to go and I never realized Hansson 
was coming so fast. Halfway round the 
last lap I noticed the crowd going 
berserk, so I looked round and saw him. 
That lap was my fastest of the race!” 

Nilsson accepted defeat gracefully, 
but was bitter over the way he had been 
treated by the Belgian spectators. “The 
crash was my own fault, but someone in 
the woods had already thrown a rock 
and hit me on the nose on the second 
lap of that second race,” said Nilsson. 
“In the last race they were throwing 
beer in my face every lap at the track- 
side cafe.” 

It was no surprise to see Nilsson 
holeshot the opener, but Martens was in 
his wheeltracks. “We knew how impor- 
tant the starts would be here,” said 
Martens. “My mechanic has been at the 
factory since Holland and they have 
worked round the clock making radical 
changes to the transmission. There was 
no time to test extensively, but we had 
to take the risk. Fortunately it has 
worked.” 

The only man to keep pace with the 
two title candidates was Belgian Johan 
Boonen, but he dropped off the pace 
with rear wheel troubles during the last 
two laps and gave Martens the breath- 
ing space he needed to remount after 
the last-lap collision with Nilsson. 

There was little movement down- 
field, the only man gaining places being 
another Belgian, Joel Smets. “Two riders 
collided in front of me at the first turn 
and I stalled,” said the Husaberg rider 
after having advanced from last to sey- 
enth in the 30 minute moto. 

Weustenraed and Gerald Delepine 
disputed the initial lead, while Nilsson 
came round fourth and Martens 10th. 

Delepine took the lead on lap two, 
but he was down to third before a dam- 
aged front brake forced him out. 

Weustenraed was then unchallenged 
for the win, just three weeks after he 
returned to action from a broken wrist 
and still handicapped by a broken fin- 
ger. 
Martens caught up to Nilsson at half 
distance and put on tremendous pres- 
sure until the Swede finally fell. 











Smets’ title dreams disappeared for 
this year when the front brake caliper 
was damaged in a first turn collision. 

The third race produced the most 
passing of the day, with Martens and 
Nilsson grabbing first and second, 
respectively, out of the gate. 

Hansson, who faltered in the second 
moto, suddenly refound his sparkle to 
chase through from 15th, passing com- 
patriot Nilsson up the long climb in the 
woods three laps from the end to pull 
back 20 seconds on Martens in the next 
two laps. His charge ended when 
Martens realized he was there and 
upped his tempo to the flag. 

Smets lost his cool at the start of this 
race and wiped out half the pack in the 
first turn. Amongst those downed were 
Boonen, Weustenraed and Jared Smith. 

While Smets climbed back to sixth, 
Boonen went out on lap four after land- 
ing heavily on his left shoulder and 
Weustenraed was already in the pits 
after two crashes in the woods on lap 
one. Smith later snapped off the gear 
pedal in a collision.

[eve Andrea Bartolini scored the 








overall win at the second-to-last 

125cc MX GP of the series in Brazil, 
while Dutchman Pedro Tragter moved 
one step closer to winning the title by 
finishing second overall on the sandy 
track near Sao Paolo. 

The Dutch sand expert, Tragter, 
added 49 points to his series points total 
thus extending his lead in the standings 
over Frenchman Yves Demaria to 34. 
Tragter has been a bronze medalist in 
the class on three previous occasions. 

Although Demaria won the final 
moto, inflicting the only defeat of the 
day on Bartolini, he had twice finished 
behind Tragter in the first two motos. 

Eighteen riders from Europe trav- 
elled to South America for the race, and 
the only local to finish even one moto on 
the same lap as the winner was the 
Argentinian Cassio Garcia in race two.

Top riders strike, 


Eliasson wins 
Swedish GP 


BORAS, SWEDEN, AUG 1. 

he top riders of the 250cc GP circuit 
Tre on strike at the Swedish 

round of the series, claiming that 
torrential rain on Thursday had made 
the previously unused track at a ski cen- 
ter on the outskirts of Boras too danger- 
ous to compete on. Taking advantage of 
the strike was local teenager Joakim 
Eliasson who scored the win. 

During qualification on Saturday, 
large boulders were uncovered and the 
risk of injury caused by hitting them as 
front wheels plowed through the deep 
mud was considered to be too great by 
many of the riders. 

Led by series points leader Greg 
Albertyn of South Africa and England’s 
Kurt Nicoll, all of the first 15 riders in 
the series point standings refused to 
race and called on the world governing 
body, the FIM, to be more careful in 
future homologation of tracks. 

The organizers and the FIM Jury 
refused to cancel the race, and just 16 
riders, mostly locals, took to the track on 
Sunday afternoon. 

The overall victory went to Eliasson 
who was contesting his very first World 
Championship event. 

Jesper Jorgensen won the opening 
moto and became the first Dane ever to 
win a GP moto, and the final race went 
to Belgian Peter Iven. The privateer had 
boycotted the first race but decided to 
join in for the later races to earn much- 
needed prize money. 

Albertyn now needs to score just 17 
points in next week’s Finnish GP to add 
the 250cc crown to the 125cc title he won 
last year. CN

ith American hopes for a World 
W Individual Speedway Champ- 

ionship resting on their shoul- 
ders, Californians Billy Hamill and 
Greg Hancock overcame troublesome 
injuries at the World Semi-Final to 
clinch two of the 16 available starting 
positions in the World Championship 
Final to be held at Pocking, Germany, 
on August 29. 

Hancock had to have a special 
brace fitted to protect damaged liga- 
ments in his left knee and Hamill was 
nursing a cracked bone in his left 
wrist. But the two riders who repre- 
sent Cradley Heath in the British 
Speedway League rode through the 
pain to not only qualify for the World 
Final, but to win places on the victory 
rostrum in Italy. 

Although they had to take the 
minor placings to the eventual win- 
ner, three-time World Champion Hans 
Nielsen of Denmark, there could well 
be a different ending in the final now 
that the young Americans have such 
confidence boosting performances 
behind them. 

Throughout the meeting Hamill 
remained even on points with Nielsen 
after each rider had completed his five 
rides. Both riders had scored 13, but 
Nielsen out-gated Hamill in the runoff 
to take the gold medal spot. Hancock 
finished third, one point down. 

The two Americans and Nielsen all 
made the perfect start by winning 
their opening races, but Nielsen and 
Hamill met in the second round. 
Although Hamill led briefly, Nielsen 
took the checkered flag first, putting 
Hamill one point down. Hancock also 
dropped a point, taking second to 
Australian Leigh Adams, but he 
defeated Nielsen in round three to 
pull even with the Dane: The race was 








neck and neck on the first lap, but 
coming out of the fourth turn 
Hancock had the edge and he steadily 
pulled away to win the heat. 

Another win for Hamill over Italian 
favorite Armando Castagna in heat 12 
put the three pace-setters on even 
terms, but while Hancock also beat 
Castagna in his fourth round heat and 
Nielsen won his race, Hamill took sec- 
ond to England’s Martin Dugard, 
leaving Hancock and Nielsen as the 
co-leaders. The picture changed dra- 
matically when the Americans met in 
heat 19. Hamill fought from behind to 
post the win ahead of German Gerd 
Riss while Hancock was pushed back 
to third. The results of the heat didn’t 
matter as both riders were certain of 
qualifying for the World Final, cele- 
brating with a series of wheelies as 
they rode together back to the pits. 

A win for Nielsen in his final heat 
did little to dampen the Americans’ 
spirits. 

It was immaterial that Hamill lost 
out to Nielsen in the runoff. The 
important thing was that he had qual- 
ified for the World Final although he 
was a late starter in Britain this year 
because he could not agree to the 
lower pay rates. : 

“I have no regrets at all about any- 
thing,” said Hamill. “I’m just looking 
forward to Pocking. When I rode there 
two years ago I really enjoyed 
myself.” 

Hancock will be appearing in his 
first World Final, but Hancock’s 
championship history is an unhappy 
one. He qualified at the American 
Final in 1990 only to break his arm 
when he fell in the placings runoff. 
Then the following year after first 
being told that his British average was 
too low for him to compete in the 
American round he was reprieved, 
but was not fully recovered from his 
injury when the meeting was brought 
forward. Last year he was not even 
given a chance. After being seeded by 
the AMA to the overseas stage they 
changed their minds and he was ruled 
out. Hancock was charged for this 
year’s series, but a knee injury while 
riding for Cradley Heath against 
Bradford four weeks before the Semi- 
Final almost wrecked his hopes of rid- 
ing the track where he helped the U.S. 
to take the World Pairs Championship 
a year ago. 

American rider Bobby Schwartz 
came to Hancock’s rescue, arranging 
for a knee brace to be made for him in 
the States. 

”C.T.I. built the knee brace and I 
owe a lot to them and to Bobby 
(Schwartz),” said Hancock. “The brace 
was perfect. I was a bit wary the first 
time I used it, I was afraid to bend my 
knee. I had no problem at all, just a 
pain in my backside where I slid off in 
practice.” 

Hancock is also looking forward to 
Pocking. “Making my first World 
Final is really something. I have wait- 
ed a long time for this - the ‘knee 
injury made me think everything was 
going wrong again,” said Hancock. 
“But after all that has happened over 
the last three years this is almost a 
blessing.” 

With Hamill and Hancock over the 
last hurdle, attention will now turn to 
their fellow Americans Sam 
Ermolenko and Ronnie Correy, who 
will be looking to qualify for the 
World Final from the second Semi- 
Final in Sweden. ON

eam Suzuki’s Steve Hatch recorded 
T his second consecutive and third- 

career National Enduro victory 
and, with it, moved to within striking 
distance of teammate and series points 
leader Randy Hawkins, who finished 
third overall on the day. By winning the 
Pikes Peak National, Hatch reeled-in 
nine points on the defending champ and 
now trails Hawkins by just five points in 
the nine-round, best of seven, series. 
After “throwing out” each of their two 
worst National finishes of the season to 
date, Hatch now trails Hawkins by only 
five points, 106-101. 

“I'm excited,” said the factory- 
backed Suzuki RMX250 rider. “I’ve got 
everything to gain and nothing to lose; 
I’m just trying to go for it. I’ve been 
training real hard, concentrating, and 
I'm really focused on the championship. 
Ijust have to pin-it and go!” 

Hatch’s victory didn’t come easily, 
however, as home state hero Kelby 





Pepper, a Team KTM rider, pressured 
Hatch every inch of the way. Going into 
the third and final loop, Pepper actually 
led Hatch by one point, but when the 
scores were tallied at the end of the day, 
Hatch had made up two points to edge 
out Pepper for the overall win, 11-12. 

Hawkins dropped 13 points, good for 
third overall, while former National 
Champion Kevin Hines of Team 
Husqvarna carded a 14-point score for 
fourth overall. Five points off the pace 
with 19 was another former champ, 
KTM’s Jeff Russell, who finished fifth. 
Russell is third in the series point stand- 
ings with 92. 

This year’s Colorado National, held 
in the Pike National Forest, was hosted 
by the Pike s Peak Enduro Club, and it 
was the club’s first-ever National event. 
The enduro consisted of three loops, 
including 12 checks, one of which was 
later thrown out due to a timing error. 
Only the first and third loops took 

















points away from most of the AA riders. 

Pepper proved to the rest of the field 
that he was a force to be reckoned with 
by being the only rider to zero the third 
check, the first check that took points 
away from the National contenders. 

These would be the only points 
dropped by the AA riders until the third 
and final loop. The first check of the 
third loop was a check-in, and the 
remaining four checks cost the AA rid- 
ers points and decided the event's out- 
come. 

Pepper, Hatch, Hawkins, Hines and 
Russell all dropped two points at the 
next check, so Pepper still maintained 
his slim one-point advantage over 
Hatch and the rest of the AA field. 
Although Hatch dropped the same 
amount of points as Pepper and the rest 
of the AA field there, it was the second 
check (of the third loop) that Hatch 
effectively won the enduro. He did so 
by clocking in only a few seconds into 
his minute, while the rest of the field 
arrived well into their respective min- 
utes. By arriving early, Hatch was able 
to drop at least one point less than 
everyone else at the next two checks: 


„ Hatch went 3-1; Pepper 4-2; Hawkins 4 


2; Hines 4-2, and Russell 5-3. 

With only one check remaining, 
Hatch hung on to a precious one-point 
cushion over Pepper. Hatch, Pepper and 
Hawkins all dropped four points at the 
final check, which secured the overall 
win for Hatch. Hines, meanwhile, 
clocked in with a five and Russell a six. 

“1 just pinned it,” said Hatch. “I went 
as fast as I could for the whole loop and 
hoped my body would hold up.” Í 

The results, however, were still up in 
the air immediately following the 














enduro due to a scoring discrepancy at a 
second loop check. Many riders burned 
that check by up to two minutes, includ- 
ing Hatch and Hawkins. Pepper burned 
it by one minute. 

“My computer and everything 
seemed to read okay, and I rode into the 
check 45 seconds into what should’ve 
been my minute, but they said I burned 
it by two minutes!” said Hatch. “That 
was a weird feeling, but since I was sure 
about my time-keeping and that it was 
so far off, I knew the check had to be 
messed up, so I didn’t let it bother me.” 

It was later discovered that the check 
was, in fact, two minutes off and was 
“thrown out.” Had the check not been 
tossed out, Pepper would have scored 
the overall win. 

“This was a real fast enduro,” said 
Hatch. “There were some tight sections, 
but most of them were fairly wide open. 
Some places were dusty and slick, and it 
was like riding on BBs. It was definitely 
a go-for-it type of enduro, and that kind 
of suits my riding style. I’m glad I won 
here, because my last win in Mississippi 
came in the sand, so people thought 
that’s why I won, because I like the 
sand. There was no sand here!” 

While much of the course was fairly 
“easy” by AA standards, there was at 
least one section that caused all of the 
National contenders concern - a long 
and deep water crossing. 

“There were bikes drowned out in it 
all over the place,” said Moose 
Racing /MSR/Trelleborg/Bieffe/Smith/ 
FMF /Powerbar/Cycle Gear/Gold Sport 
Cycle-supported Hatch. “It scared me to 
death. It was just luck of the draw, 
Russian roulette, a maybe you’d: make 
it, maybe you wouldn’t type-of-thing. 























Multi-time ISDE gold medalist 
Malcolm Smith scored the Super 
Senior class win with ease. 


At one point, the water was up to my 
chest. Luckily I got through it okay.” 

Hawkins was obviously not exactly 
happy with his third place performance. 
“Nothing really bad happened to me, 
but I had a little problem with the dust 
in the fast sections,” said Hawkins. “I 
just was a little late into the checks and 
just kept carrying them over. Other than 
that everything went okay.” 

“It was definitely fast out there,” said 
Pepper. “I just came into the checks on 
the third loop a little late and just kept 
carrying them over to the next checks, 
too. That was about it, really. The trail 
wasn’t too technical, but it was still 
fun.” 

Jan Hrehor, the factory-backed 
Yamaha rider from Czechoslovakia, had 
a day he had just as soon forget. Still 
getting used to “American rules” time- 
keeping, Hrehor found himself out of 
contention early in the day. 

“I programmed my computer 
wrong,” said the likeable Czech. “I 
arrive at check late, but computer say 
‘on time.’” CN

or the 15th time since the turn of 
F the decade, John Myers and David 

Schultz inched toward the staging 
beams with an NHRA meet win in the 
balance. No riders have ever met in 
more finals than Myers, 35, the 1990 
and 1992 NHRA Champion, and 
Schultz, 45, who has won three of the 
other four champions since 1987. 

Schultz led 9-5 before the Mile-High 
Nationals, contested at picturesque 
Bandimere Speedway, a one-of-a-kind 
facility cut into the side of the Rocky 
Mountains just west of Denver, with 
the pits a 100-foot tier above the race 
track and spectator parking 100 feet 
below. 

Make it 10-5, Schultz. At the Mile- 
High Nationals, as at sea-level strips 
from Ponona, California, to English- 
town, New Jersey, over the years, Pro 
Stock’s dominating duo survived four 
qualifying rounds and three rounds of 
racing to face off in an inevitable final. 
It was the third time in six events 
already this year that a Myers-Schultz 
confrontation has decided the outcome. 
(They split the first two 1993 finals the 
way they seem to take turns winning 
the NHRA Champion-ship.) 

Myers snapped the season tie with 
an untimely foul start, but he would 








have lost anyway. His infraction on 
George Bryce’s Star Racing Suzuki 
meant only that he got two losses out 
of the way in one race. 

Even with a perfect reaction time, 
like his .001 the round before, Myers 
would have been unable to hold off 
Schultz’s 8.23, the quickest run of the 
event by half a tenth of a second and 
just three-hundredths shy of the track 
record Myers established when he won 
last year in the NHRA/Winston Pro 
Stock tour’s first stop in the mile-high 
city. 
“I guess I wasn’t going to win that 
one anyway,” said Myers, who beat 
Schultz earlier this season in the last 
round at Englishtown, and lost to him 
for the fourth straight year at Atlanta. 
“He passed me even before the engine 
blew up. This thing started shaking like 
a washing machine on spin-dry with all 
the clothes on one side, then it just 
blew up.” 

Myers coasted to a respectable 8.35 
at 149 mph, well off the 160s he'd run 
in qualifying and in the three prelimi- 
nary rounds of eliminations. After 
qualifying number one with an 
8.32/160, Myers, the only previous 
event winner, hit the same speed in 
wins over Keith Freeman’s 8.69/159. 





He clocked at least an 8.33 in all three 
of those rounds, largely because his 
crew chief, Bryce, made tuning deci- 
sions based on twice as much data as 
was available to everyone else. 

Besides tuning Myers’ machine, 
Bryce was back in competition himself 
for just the third time in five years. He 
went two rounds on a brand-new 
Kosman Suzuki GSXR before losing on 
a holeshot to Phillips. “We basically 
had eight qualifying runs here - four 
for John and four for me,” Bryce said. 
“Everyone else had just four, and that 
really helps at a place like this, where 
the air is thin. There’s no other place 
like it and it’s only our second time up 
here, so we're all still kind of learning 
as we go.” 

However, Schultz, who called the 
borrowed bike he rode at the inaugural 
1992 Mile-High Nationals “uncompeti- 
tive” and said “last year doesn’t 
count,” caught on quickly. “We've got 
a lot of power, we just can’t use it all,” 
Schultz said. “(Crew chief) Greg (Cope) 
came up with a special combination for 
this place and we're having a hard time 
getting a hold of the track.” 

On what he called “some of the 
worst, most sideways runs I’ve ever 
made,” Schultz still managed to qualify 





number two with back-to-back 8.33s in 
Saturday’s sessions, which compared 
favorably to Myers’ 8.38 and 8.50 that 
day. The eventual winner then moved 
ahead of Myers’ Star Racing team for 
good in the first round, when he ran an 
8.31/159 against Keith Gray’s 8.65/155. 

Schultz’s Sunoco Suzuki slipped to 
an 8.34 in the second round opposite 
Ricky Adson, but he returned to run 
8.280 (low e.t. until his final-round 
8.23) in the semifinals against Byron 
Hines, who had low e.t. with the 8.283 
in round one versus Steve Johnson. 

Hines, whose Vance & Hines stable 
was closely associated with Schultz's 
team last year (Schultz’s transporter 
still wears its black, pink and yellow 
paint scheme from 1992 - minus the 
V&H logo), went out of his way to laud 
Schultz. Before the race, Hines, a mas- 
ter engine-builder and tuner long 
before he took his first competition 
ride, called it: “Dave can set up any 
bike, then get on it and go out and beat 
you. He’s the best all-around, no doubt 
about it.” 

Despite losing, Myers remains on 
top of the series point standings with 
five rounds yet to be run. Myers leads 
Schultz 5532-4818. John Smith is third 
with 3878 points. CN

ed by Harry Schreiber, the 
L Gerencers - Lou Sr. and Lou Jr. - 

completed a Red Team sweep of the 
top three places in the 800cc class at the 
AMA All-Star Invitational Hillclimb 
which was held on the White Rose M.C. 
hill at Jefferson in southern Pennsyl- 
vania. Winner Schreiber and third place 
finisher Lou Jr. didn’t really feel like cel- 
ebrating the team’s success after the 
day’s competition had come to a close 
because runner-up Lou Sr. crashed hard 
after completing his second run of the 
day and suffered serious injuries. 

Scott Everett rode his Triumph-pow- 
ered machine to the win in the 540cc 
class, logging the fastest climb in his 
first and only attempt of the day. 

The White Rose M.C. hosts the invi- 
tational event in odd-numbered years 
(it’s held in Muskegon, Michigan, in 
even years) and the “no-points” event is 
limited to the top 15 professional riders 
in the two AMA National Champion- 
ship classes. The White Rose M.C. has 
hosted the invitational, which this year 
received a name change to All-Star 
Invitational, since 1967 and has promot- 
ed professional climbs for 37 years. 

e sun rose on Sunday into a clear 
sky with just a few clouds floating by 
and unlike the heat wave of previous 
weeks, the thermometer stayed in the 
80s on what turned out to be a beautiful 
day. A crowd estimated at 5000 gath- 
ered to witness the pros tackle the club’s 
300-foot hill. Each rider at the annual 
invitational event is usually permitted 
to make three runs up the hill, unlike 
the two climbs permitted at a National, 
but a mix-up saw 16 riders invited in 
each class and Referee Harold White 
limited the number of climbs to two 
each. The rule book states that at a pro 
meet with more than 30 riders, each 
rider will be limited to just two 
attempts. 

Doug Klont made the event's first 
climb. Klont, who placed sixth in the 
National held here in June, kicked up a 
huge roostertail as he left the starting 
box. He danced his Triumph up the hill 
with a quick run that made things look 
easy. His time, 6.9132 seconds, turned 
out to be the fifth fastest of the day in 
the 540cc class. 

Every rider in the 540cc class made it 
up the hill and through the timing lights 
on their first attempt. Class winner 
Everett logged his winning climb, a 
6.5228 assault on the hill, in the first 
round. Everett's climb was straight and 
quick. He crested the first kicker with a 
throttle adjustment and then hammered 
his Triumph straight to the top with a 
kick over the bump at the 220-foot 
marker. 

“The engine that Tim Frazier, Earl 
Bowlby and Gary Bowlby built (for me) 
is absolutely outstanding,” Everett said. 
“Tt absolutely flies! The first three races 
of the series we were having problems 
with the suspension; the front wheel 
was coming up every opportunity it 
could so we had to extend the swingarm 
eight inches. That’s the real key to win- 
ning today - having that long bike. I 
really owe it to Jack Leece and John 
Deemer who own Great Lakes 
Motorcycle Shop in Michigan. Jack 
worked and worked on the suspension 
and extended the swingarm. The real 
key to this sport is sponsorship and 
good friends.” 

Alan Hoskins put on a wonderful 
aerial display in his first climb. The 
Illinois rider worked the bike back and 








forth on the first part of the hill and then 
kicked his Honda out to the right at the 
halfway point and shot on up the hill 
and through the lights, tripping them at 
6.8360 on his first attempt. He then 
crested the hill 10-feet off the ground 
and landed beautifully. As spectacular 
as that climb was, it was Hoskins’s sec- 
ond climb - a 6.6259 run - that earned 
him second on the day in the 540cc 
class. While not as showy, it proved that 
keeping your rear tire on the ground 
produces a faster run. 

Third in the 540cc class went to Paul 
Pinsonnault. The Honda rider from New 
England seemed to have traction prob- 
lems the first part of his first attempt. He 
got things squared away after the first 
kicker, though, and logged in at a quick 
6.7329, which turned out to be good for 
third as his second climb was conserva- 
tive and slower than his first. 

“T knew the hill was gonna be 
tougher to get a good climb on the sec- 
ond time,” Pinsonnault said, “so I tried 
to make my first run count.” 

Lou Gerencer Jr. turned in the third 
quickest climb in the 800cc class on his 
first attempt. The Red Team member got 
into trouble right away as his Harley got 
sideways out of the starting box. He 
momentarily shut off to regain control 
and then rolled it back on and roared 
over the first kicker and straightened the 
bike out as he started a new launch. He 
hammered over the 220-foot kicker and 
sailed through the lights with a time of 
6.1362 seconds. His second attempt 
stopped the clocks at 6.1540, just a cou- 
ple of ticks slower than his first run. 

Lou Gerencer Sr. logged a relatively 
slow 6.669.94 on his first attempt. On his 
second attempt, he got a big kick off the 
220-foot kicker, sat the machine back 
down with the power on and launched 
it through the timing lights. The time on 
the scorching run was a 6.0264, good for 
second in class, but there was a price. 
When the bike hit back down it bounced 
end over end over the top of the hill and 
the rear of the Harley-powered machine 
landed on him. The senior Gerencer suf- 
fered a shattered right wrist, broke the 
same arm and a couple of ribs, and suf- 
fered minor facial lacerations. He was 
immediately transported to the hospital. 

Prior to the second round misfortune 
for the Red Team, Schreiber logged the 
winning run on his first and only 
attempt. He thundered out a straight 
run with the front wheel lofting through 
the mid-section of the hill. Staying on 
the right side of the hill, he slammed 
through the lights with what would 
prove to be the winning time of 5.9744 
seconds. 

Schreiber said the 1-2-3 sweep by the 
Red Team and the winner’s circle cele- 
bration that saw him sprayed with 
champagne by Everett was “bitter- 
sweet” because he didn’t know how 
Gerencer Sr. was doing and was anxious 
to get to the hospital to find out. «

wo Brothers Racing co-owner 
Tice Erion stood beside the 

team’s transporter on Saturday 
afternoon and he couldn’t stop from 
grinning. With good reason. Two 
Brothers Racing had just won their 
third consecutive AMA/CCS 
Endurance Challenge race of the season 
- this one coming at Brainerd 
International Raceway. 


“This is exactly what we designed 
the bike to do, to go three hours very 
quickly and with reasonable gas mileage 
on two pit stops with a rear tire being 
changed each time we pitted,” Erion 
explained. “All of the other GTO teams 
have to make three stops and it would 
take a heck of a rider to out-ride a pit- 
stop advantage. I planned many of the 
races to go this way in 1993, but because 


of tire problems or red flags it just hasn’t 
worked out - until now.” 

The Anaheim, California-based Two 
Brothers Racing team now leads the 
championship by 34 points, 294-160, 
over Fastline/ MCM Suzuki, who fin- 
ished third today. 

Second place at Brainerd 
International Raceway went to former 
class champions Dutchman Racing, who 





finished some 15 seconds behind Two 
Brothers. The Suzuki GSXR1100 of 
Fastline/MCM Suzuki fell off the pace 
midway in the race but stayed in the 
hunt to finish third 


The Mote rty/ Nankai Suzuki

Racing follc 5 them across the stripe. 

Fastline’s GTO Suzuki GSXR1100 
started strong, leading the pack down 
the one-mile long front straight at 
Brainerd only to be passed on the 
entrance of turn one by Dutchman 
Racing. By the third lap the Fastline 
Suzuki, piloted by Scott Zampach, 
Dutchman Racing’s Yamaha and the 
Two Brothers Racing Honda CBR900RR, 
ridden by Tommy Lynch, had broken 
off from the others and led fourth place 
by a huge margin. 

Moto Liberty, meanwhile, took over 
the lead in the GTU division on lap three 
-\a lead they would not relinquish for 
much of the entire race. The Suzuki- 
mounted team of Doug Carmichael, Mike 
Harth and Takahito Mori simply had too 
much for the competition on this day. 

Team manager Audrey Menarick 
said that the championship itself is their 
goal again in 1993: “We were looking at 
the long range goal of retaining the GTU 
championship and the win was some- 
what unexpected but we're just elated!” 

Fastline/ MCM II was the only other 
bike on the lead lap with Moto Liberty 
at the flag. 

The top three GTO teams continued 
to battle for first place, turning lap times 
in the one-minute, 47-second range, 
nearly as fast as the cut-throat 750cc 
Supersport riders would go for 16 laps a 
few hours later. 

Fastline, with a small lead, entered 
the pits first on lap 26 with Dutchman 
Racing following suit a lap later. 
Zampach handed the Suzuki off to 
Michael Barnes, and reported no prob- 
lems with the GSXR1100. Cooling prob- 
lems have been plaguing the West Hills, 
California team for some time, but those 
problems were cured by Fastline team 
owner Jeff Stern. 

“The Fastline bike will run right at a 
moderate 68 degrees now, so I think 
those problems are behind us,” 
Zampach said. The machine appeared 
very fast, and was unofficially clocked 
at 178 mph on the straight, and with the 
Z-man at the controls did lap times in 
the 1:44 range. 

Mike Barnes took over at their first 
scheduled pit stop and re-entered the 
race with the lead group. Lynch and the 
Two Brothers bike pitted 15 minutes 
later with Sport Rider magazine editor 
Nick Ienatsch taking his turn on the 
CBR900. 

Barnes passed Ienatsch for the lead 
and a three-way duel began with 
Dutchman Racing’s Ray Yoder and 
Christian Gardner popping into the lead 
intermittently. 

Fastline’s competitive edge was 
ripped from their grasp soon after that 
as the Suzuki's tire suffered a valve stem 
failure of some sort going into turn one 
and the bike got very out of shape. The 
tire was flat by turn three and Barnes 
nursed it around to the pits for an 
unscheduled stop on lap 43. Ienatsch 
regained the lead just as Barnes re- 
entered the track a half a lap down. 

At the halfway point in the race, Two 
Brothers led Dutchman Racing with 
Fastline a close third. Team America 
and Keystone brought up the rear of the 
top five GTO bikes; while Moto Liberty, 
after momentarily giving up the lead to 
Fastline/MCM II during a pit stop, con- 
tinued to pull away from all the GTU 
machines and some of the GTO bikes as 
well. Harth was fortunate to keep the 
Moto Liberty bike on two wheels after 
encountering a pool of oil in turn one. 








The bike used Bridgestone slicks that 
went the entire race without being 
changed. 

Fastline II, 4&6 Racing with Jon 
Cornwell (recovering well from having 
to start from the pit lane because of a 
mechanical problem), teamed with fel- 
low Canadian Owen Weichel, and the 
American Flyers team of Michael 
Golden and Todd Harrington brought 
up the last of the lead group in GTU 
action. The Fastline GTU machine raced 
with zero rear brakes; the rear wheel 
was coated with brake fluid, but there 
wasn’t time for repairs. 

Team AGV Sport cured jetting prob- 
lems only to spin a main bearing in 
practice and found themselves forced to 
swap engines. They inherited fourth 
place when Northwest Racing dropped 
out. AGV Sport Riders Todd 
Droegmeyer, Robert Von Nessen and 
Californian Clem Sterling ran as high as 
third until a late-race stop for a splash of 
gas relegated them to fourth place. 

Zampach said that he knew the 
team’s chances of winning were slim 
after the first unscheduled pit stop and, 
after Barnes came again on lap 53, 
Zampach went out to make up some 
time. In dramatic fashion he wheelied 
the big Suzuki every lap on the exit of 
turn six to the entrance of turn seven. 
Even with a heroic effort, it was not 
enough as the team failed to make up 
the time for the unscheduled stops. 

Ienatsch handed the team’s 
Countermeasure CBR900RR to Lynch 
late in the race, giving Dutchman a 10- 
second lead. On lap 79, though, the 
Dutchman bike came back into the pits 
for a scheduled stop and Lynch again 
regained the lead. 

Then in a bizarre twist of fate both 
the Dutchman and Two Brothers 
machines suffered transmission prob- 
lems that forced both the machines to 
slow. Lynch put the big Honda on 
cruise to the flag. Dutchman crossed the 
stripe 15 seconds later with 
Fastline/MCM Suzuki making up 
ground on the two ailing machines in 
third. Fastline had made up enough 
time to make it back to the lead lap. 

Lynch was pleased with the way the 
American Honda/L&W/D.1.D./ 
Barnett-sponsored machine had per- 
formed. “That bike flies!” Lynch said. 
“Kevin did an excellent job in building it 
and today was just a pleasure to ride. The 
Bridgestones worked well and so did the 
crew, Danny Kyle does a great job.” 

Ienatsch was also happy with his per- 
formance: “I went out and did my job 
and everything worked. This track was 
kind of made for the Countermeasure, a 
nice long straight with a banked turn 
one, it was a blast to sde” CN

Andrews on hand 
at Donner Ranch 
Vintage Trial

NORDEN, CA, JULY 24-25 
wo-time World Champion and six- 
time Scottish Six Days Trial winner 
Mick Andrews was on hand at the 
AHRMA Vintage Trail held at Donner 
Ski Ranch, and added a bit of class - lit- 
erally - by teaching a riding school on 
Saturday, the day before the trial. 

Event organizer Mike Fenner and the 
legendary Malcolm Smith were respon- 
sible for bringing Andrews to America 
for the event, and all in attendance 
agreed that it was well worth their effort. 
Over 40 riders took part in Andrews’ 
school, which lasted nearly four hours. 
Andrews covered not only the basics, 
but the finer techniques of trials as well. 

Over 70 riders made up 18 classes at 
Sunday’s trial, and riders that had 
attended the previous day's riding 
school put their new-found skills to use 
in the 10 sections that offered a wide 
variety of terrain. 

In section one, riders were faced with 
a large log that they were to ride up and 
over. Once past the log, a series of tight 
turns challenged them on the hillside. 
Section two, known as Laggon Locks, 
was a smaller version of its British 
cousin and sent riders up a loose and 
rocky hill climb. 

Ken Dodge rode his 1953 rigid- 
framed Matchless through section nine 
and delighted the crowd. Dodge entered 
the section, rode up a small gully, and 
negotiated a series of large rocks and a 
sweeping left turn before safely rolling 
through the exit. 

The Modern Masters Classic class 
featured a tight battle between Martin 
Belair and Paul Olliges. Belair turned in 
loops of 2, 0 and 1 for a total of three 
points aboard his Montesa, while 
Olliges rode his Bultaco to 0-0-2 loop 
scores for the win. 

The Modern Classic Novice class fea- 
tured another close finish. Mark Brosius 
and Hazel Paradis tied for second with 
one point each, while Barbara Don 
Carlos nabbed the win with a perfect 
ride. 

Mick Andrews and Dick Mann rode 
the trial in the exhibition class, and the 
spectators and other competitors as well 
enjoyed the magnificent riding skills

Englishtown Motocross

ENGLISHTOWN, NJ, JULY 25 

Despite a flat tire and heady challenge from 
Damien Plotts, Scott Carter pulled out the 125cc 
Expert win in the Tucker Rocky $100,000 Series 
final round at Raceway Park. “My tire went flat 
in the second lap. I just tried to stay smooth and 
consistent,” said Carter. Carter said he “tensed 
up” when he saw Damien Plotts behind him, 
but he never slowed down. 

Carter got in the lead early on in the first 
moto after Jon Rightmire took the holeshot with 
Keith Troccoli not too far behind. As Carter 
started to pull away from the pack, Plotts was 
making his way up front. Plotts was in third by 
lap two, just as Carter's tire was going flat. 
Rightmire lost his second to Plotts then was 
bumped back to fourth by Jam Lynch after the 
halfway point. Carter held his lead until the 
final flag with Plotts, Lynch and Rich Zupko 
coming in second, third and fourth. 

Eric Reilly grabbed the spotlight in the 125cc 
Pro-Expert final. Carter sprung into the lead, 
Plotts barreling past Reilly into second within a 
lap. Wheels barely touching dirt through the 
whoop section, Carter and Plotts quickly pulled 
their battle far in front of the rest of the field. 
Plotts made at least three almost successful 
attempts to pass into first, each time Carter was 
able to fend him off. Carter made his way to the 
checkered flag first, weaving through several 
lapped riders. Plotts was close behind, but only 
close enough for a second place finish. Plotts 
earned second place in 125cc Pro-Expert for the 
series as Barry Carsten had sealed his first place 
win going into round five. 

250cc Pro-Expert Marc Tiester shot through 
the first turn of the qualifier with Jerry Seip, Carl 
Wilson, Eric Koeller and Carter in hot pursuit. 
Carter waited until lap three to blow past Seip 
into the lead. Plotts made a flying pass on Seip 
on the center track triple, positioning himself in 














second, Carter had built a bit of a lead by that 
time and managed to hang on until the moto 
end. Plotts was not able to catch up, taking sec- 
ond for the moto. Koeller, Seip and Neil 
Woerner posted second, third and fourth. 

Plotts started the 250cc Pro final quite strong, 
taking the holeshot then building an early lead. 
Seip’s attempt for the second spot was thwarted 
by Wilson who pulled in behind Plotts early in 
the second lap. Seip was able to hold Carter to a 
fourth place finish, keeping third for himself. 
Wilson never got farther than second as Plotts 
won with more than a ten- second lead. The 
series 250 win was Plotts’, his overall win push- 
ing him three points ahead of Barry Carsten. 
Carter, Seip and Koeller took the second, third 
and fourth overall wins.

The opening round of the Saturday Night Cycle 
World Series kicked off at StarWest Supercross 
Park, and when the dust had settled, some of the 
night’s big winners were Scott Davis, Adam 
Pierce and Mark Reyes.

Odom returns to Costa Mesa

Don Odom returned to Costa Mesa Speedway 
for the first time since his near career-ending 
crash at Lake Perris and scored a runaway victo- 
ry in the Handicap main event.

By the white flag lap it was clear that Odom had 
the race in the bag, but the next three spots were 
yet to be decided. McConnell used up all of the 
race track on King and Brant in one and two, 
effectively locking up second. But coming out of 
the last corner, King hooked up and wheelied, 
handing third place to Brant. King recovered to 
salvage fourth ahead of Lucero. 

“I’ve been gone for a month and a half, so 
this win makes me pretty happy,” Odom said. 
“Once the referee moved those guys back, it 
really took the pressure off me to make the start. 
I knew that if I got to the turn ahead of the guys, 
nobody would pass me. I think I’m back.” 

In the Scratch main it was Scott Brant who 
got the start coming out of gate one, but Charlie 
Venegas also started well out of gate four and 
moved up to challenge Brant on the outside 
going down the back stretch. Venegas lost a little 
ground trying the outside in three and four but 
hung in down the front stretch before falling to 
the back of the pack by trying the outside once 
too often. Venegas’ mistake allowed Faria and 
Schwartz to move up, but they were top busy 
battling each other to mount a serious challenge 
on Brant. While Brant remained in front to the 
checkered flag, Schwartz pushed on Faria but 
failed to force a mistake. Faria was second fol- 
lowed by Schwartz and Venegas.

With two laps 
remaining Telford pulled in the leader 
Barbacovi. Telford fought hard to find a place to 
pass, but a one line track had developed and it 
was extremely difficult. Barbacovi held onto the 
lead and crossed the finish inches in front of 
Telford.

Niemi nabs win at Spring 
Creek Motocross

MILLVILLE, MN, JULY 25 
David Niemi was the hot rider of the day in the 
25+ A class winning both motos aboard his 
70600. The definite talk of the pits was the noto- 
rious “sand wash” section of the track that track 
owner John Martin had radically changed since 











the last race. Contrary to the last local race held 
at Spring Creek where the sand wash section 
was somewhat smooth and flat, the section this 
time was deeply whooped out with thick power 
robbing sand in preparation for the upcoming 
125/500 Pro National. The list of riders who 
proved they were adept to the sand by winning 
double classes included Randy Palmer in Pee 
Wee and Mini Jr., Steve Krech in 25+ C and 
125cc 8, and Chad Winecke in 250cc A and 17-24 
A. 

In the first moto of the 25+ A class Bill 
Engstrom put his Honda into the lead followed 
by Mike Nathe, Scott Steinle and Mike Graif. 
By the third lap of the race the hard-charging 
riders were making their way to the front with 
Steinle in the lead followed by Niemi and 
Chris Hughes.

Niemi was 
able to pass Steinle for the win with Hunt in 
third and Graif in fourth. Niemi was able to 
grab the holeshot in the second moto followed 
by Graif and Engstrom as 500cc machines 
proved to be the bike to have for the long start 
straightaway. By the end of lap one Hunt was 
into second ready to charge Niemi for the lead 
when he pulled off the track with mechanical 
problems giving Engstrom second, only to 
have him pull off a lap later. At the finish 
Niemi had a commanding control of first fol- 
lowed by Graif and Stephen Tuomela who 
moved up to third. 

In the Mini Sr. class Aaron Huppert was 
quick to put his Yamaha into the lead in turn 
one of the first moto followed by Samuel Miller, 
Mike Ettesvold and Lance Cunningham. The 
sand wash allowed Ettesvold and Cunningham 
to displace Miller and move up one position. 
Ettesvold gave chase to Aaron Huppert, but was 
unsuccessful as the two finished 1-2 with 
Cunningham third and another Huppert, Cory 
rounding out the top four. The second moto 
Aaron Huppert again grabbed the holeshot fol- 
lowed this time by Cunningham, Miller, and 
Ettesvold. By the end of the first lap Aaron 
Huppert was still in the lead with the trio of 
Cunningham, Miller, and Ettesvold all very 
close. When the checkered flag went out Aaron 
Huppert was in a commanding lead as Ettesvold 
had slipped by Cunningham for second with 
Miller in fourth.
